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TOUGH enough, but Caruso 
was a victim of her celebrity. 


CARUSO SEEKS 
NY COMEBACK 


At the height of her powers as a cigarette- 
smokin’, trash-talkin’, mystery-crackin’ 
crime reporter at the Boston Herald, the 
phrase “cult of Caruso” became part of the 
newsroom lexicon. Now Michelle Caruso’s 
joined the growing list of Herald exiles. 

Caruso burst upon the scene in early 


1990 at the height of the Charles Stuart ° 


murder investigation when — during sever- 
al media interviews — she insisted she’d 
suspected Chuck of doing in Carol, but 
couldn’t find the evidence to put it into 
print; she blamed her editors for lack of 
support. Those suspicions became the focus 
of a flattering Washington Journalism Re- 
view story by WGBH-TV newsman Chris 
Bydon, which in turn led to Caruso’s being 
portrayed as the gutsy heroine of the Stuart 
saga ina CBS-TV movie. She was the high- 
est-profile reporter at the tabloid, and 
maybe even in town. 

But in January 1991, Caruso ran into 
trouble over the “foster tot” case after her 
stories fingered a 17-year-old girl as the 
suspect in the fatal poisoning of a young 
ward of the state. After the teen was acquit- 
ted, the Globe reported allegations that 
Caruso had used threats and coercion to 
orchestrate, evidence in the case via an ille- 
gally taped phone conversation. She vigor- 
ously denied wrongdoing, but from that 
point on she was damaged goods. 

In the past few years — having angered 
both Boston cops and the Suffolk County 
district attorney's office — Caruso lowered 
her profile, teaming with other reporters on 
more mundane political-corruption investi- 
gations before finally moving over to the 
city desk. Back in early 1992, she admitted, 
with some sadness, that she was in a “giant 
transition,” moving away from “knives and 
guns” toward “white-collar crime.” 

Caruso, who really should have played 
herself in the TV movie, loved to project a 
street-hard toughness. But she was basically 
an engaging character who might have had 
+ a longer shelf life as a top crime hound if 


her editors had kept her from believing her 
own press clippings. 

Caruso accepted an offer to work for for- 
mer Herald editor Martin Dunn at the New 
York Daily News; her last day at the Herald 
was January 14. She takes a little slice of 
Boston journalistic history with her.

MEGA-STRIFE 
IN WELDVILLE 


Republican Governor Bill Weld’s push 
for a publicly funded megaplex may have 
the support of leading Democrats like Sen- 
ate President Billy Bulger (D-South Bos- 
ton) and, to a lesser degree, House Speak- 
er Charlie Flaherty (D-North Cambridge), 
but among Republicans and other Weld 
supporters there’s a growing rebellion. 

“I want to make sure there are private 
contributions to pay for the stadium por- 
tion, if there’s going to be a stadium,” says 
House Minority Leader Peter Forman (R- 
Plymouth), a candidate for secretary of 
state. “The costs seem to be a little high.” 

When the House Committee on State 
Administration voted to shelve the mega- 
plex bill in favor of further study, every 
Republican on the committee voted 
against Weld’s position. Add to the chorus 
conservative talk-radio hosts like Jerry 
Williams and Howie Carr, and Citizens for 
Limited Taxation director Barbara Ander- 
son, all of whom have spoken against the 
megaplex, and there is no joy in Weldville. 

And Paul McCarthy, the 1990 Republi- 
can nominee for secretary of state, says he'll 
organize a referendum drive to repeal the 
megaplex authorization if Weld does have 
his way with the legislature. “This one 
would be easy,” McCarthy says. “We can 
get signatures from Democrats, Republi- 
cans, and independents. 

“I think the governor’s support for the 
megaplex is a combination of his pushing 
the construction industry, which Lieutenant 
Governor Paul Cellucci is so tied up with, 
and the non-union-contractor group, Asso- 
ciated Building Contractors, which used to 
be headed by Massport director Steve Toc- 
co,” adds McCarthy. 

Indeed, the Boston Globe Spotlight 
Team reported last December that Weld 
and Cellucci have taken $923,895 from 
donors tied to the construction and real- 
estate industries. 

“There is also a payback to the bond 
houses, the Yankee bond traders,” Mc- 
Carthy says. “This is a big score for those 
guys to have the state come in and back the 
bonds.” 

Larry Overlan, executive director of the 
New England Institute for Public Policy, a 
conservative economic think tank, says he’s 
concerned that public money would be used 
to back a private enterprise. 

“People who buy the private-sector bonds 
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receive five percent interest on those bonds 
over 30 years,” he says. “In one year, that’s 
$35 million. If the buyer is a state resident, 
the unearned income would normally be 
taxed at 10 percent, or $3.5 million. But as 
general-obligation bonds, these would be 
tax-exempt. Thirty years times $3.5 million 
means a $100 million subsidy.” 

But what of Weld’s self-proclaimed liber- 
tarian principles? “At best, Bill Weld’s a 
convenient libertarian,” says State Senator 
Bob Havern (D-Arlington), a megaplex 
supporter. “Without question, he doesn’t 
find any inconsistency in doing this.”

WISE-USERS 
TARGET GREENS 


Stealing a page out of the anti-abortion 
harassment manual, the equally acerbic 
anti-environmental “wise use” movement is 
beginning to make its mark in northern 
New England as it fights attempts to pre- 
serve 26 million acres of wilderness in 
Maine, New Hampshire, and Vermont. 

Last Saturday, the Wilderness Society 
was set to hold a private workshop at the 
Pinkham Notch Visitor Center in New 
Hampshire’s White Mountains. 

But when wise-user Cheryl Johnson, 
head of the New Hampshire Landowners 
Alliance, caught wind of a private workshop 
being held on US Forest Service land that’s 
managed by the Appalachian Mountain 
Club (AMC), she dashed off a “Northern 
Forest Alert” to members of her nascent 
group. Calling the meeting “a secret preser- 
vationist strategy session,” she decried the 
Wilderness Society as a “powerful national 
environmental group with a multi-million 
dollar budget.” She called on would-be 
wise-users to picket the meeting. 

The Wilderness Society says it has the 
right to use private funds to train whomever 
it wants. But uncertain of whether it had 
the right to hold a private meeting at the 
visitor center — and eager not to give wise- 
users an opportunity to make headlines — 
it rented room at the Eagle Mountain Re- 
sort, in nearby Jackson, and moved the 
workshop there. And in the interest of open 
debate on Northern Forest preservation ef- 
forts, the AMC scheduled an open meeting 
at the visitor center for that same morning 
that featured many of the same speakers as 
the private workshop. 

But even that didn’t appease the wise- 
users, who style themselves property-rights 
activists. Thomas Morse, of the Vermont 
Property Rights Center, quickly faxed a let- 
ter to Eagle Mountain Resort administra- 
tors urging them to cancel the conference, 
issuing a threat that wise-users were “tak- 
ing down names and kicking butt economi- 
cally, socially, politically and judicially. The 
publicity alone will have an impact on your 
bottom line. Eagle Mountain resort will be 
linked to these radicals.” 

Eagle Mountain ignored the threat. 

Fewer than a dozen wise-users, along 
with a handful of town managers and a 
state representative, showed up at the AMC 
open meeting at the visitor center, which 
reportedly was held without incident. After- 
ward, however, a handful of the wise-users 
tried to enter the closed session at Eagle 
Mountain Resort. They were greeted by a 
police officer, who informed them they 
were on private property. No doubt because 
of the great respect the group has for the 
rights of property owners, the members 
went quietly on their way.

Here’s a real-estate bargain you won’t be 
reading about in the Boston Globe or the 
Herald: one A-frame house in rural Maine. 
Close to.skiing, swimming, and hunting.

— maybe — a bit of luck. 

Mary Joseph, 40, owns the house in 
question, which is in the town of Hartford 
(1990 population: 722). She says she’s 
been trying to sell the property through 
real-estate agents and classified ads for two 
years, but hasn’t received a reasonable of- 
fer. So Joseph, a single mother of two little 
girls, decided to try an approach that’s be- 
coming increasingly popular in Maine: she 
decided to hold an essay contest.

read the ads Joseph placed in a few small | 
local papers. Contestants were asked to | 
submit an essay of 200 words or fewer ex- | 
plaining why they would like to own a’°| 
home in the country, along with a $50 en- | 
try fee. Joseph was inspired by several oth- | 
er Down Easters who've sold property by | 
using similar contests recently, including 

an inn owner who appeared on Donahue. | 
If she gets at least 1300 entrants, Joseph 

says, she’ll use the $65,000 to pay off her 

mortgage and a loan. 

But Joseph ran into a problem when she 
tried to expand her advertising campaign 
into the Bay State. She discussed inserting | 
a four-line classified ad with a Globe rep- 
resentative, but when she mailed in her 
check, the money was returned and the ad 
was rejected. The Herald refused to accept | 
it as well. 

Both papers were simply following the 
law, since it’s illegal for any person or group | 
— other than the state treasurer — to run a | 
lottery in Massachusetts. “It’s our view that | 
most of these essay contests are thinly veiled | 
lotteries,” says Barbara Anthony, chief of 
the attorney general’s Public Protection Bu- | 
reau. “A legitimate contest is one where skill | 
dominates. So far, in all the essay contests 
we’ve seen, luck predominates.” 

There are no laws regulating essay con- 
tests in Maine, and Joseph says she didn’t | 
mean to do anything illegal. “I’m just a 
poor girl trying to sell her house,” she said | 
in an interview this week. 

And Joseph rejects the notion that her 
contest is a game of chance. When the es- 
says start rolling in, she’s arranging to have 
them read by a panel of judges, which will 
include an English teacher, but several non- 
academics, too. “I’d hate to knock anyone 
out for a typo,” she explains. Joseph says | 
she'll provide information to anyone who 
sends a self-addressed stamped envelope to 
Box 189, Buckfield, ME 04220.

Spaulding Jr., too, lost out to the incum- 
bent. 

Apparently at Kennedy’s insistence, the | 
cultural council abandoned its schedule of 
speakers and Alexander’s planned remarks 
so the guest of honor could deliver a paean 
to Ted. Sources say Kennedy threatened 
earlier that day not to show if she didn’t. 

Calling Kennedy one of her “personal 
heroes” and one of America’s few “patriots 
for the arts,” the former actress introduced 
the senator, lauding him as one of the “few 
true allies” of the arts in Congress. 

“I would not have my job today if he 
weren't so good at his.

Willing and able 


The Joffrey’s Billboards brings 
Prince to the world of ballet

BILLBOARDS. Choreography by Laura 
Dean, Charles*Moulton, Margo Sapping- 
ton, and Peter Pucci. Presented by the 
Joffrey Ballet at the Wang Center 
through January 23. 


ostmodern dance meets 

Prince at the Wang Center 

in the Joffrey Ballet’s 

steamy, exultant crossover 

ballet, Billboards. With 14 
songs by one of rock’s most creative forces, 
the four-part full-company work went toe 
to pelvic thrust to carry out the Joffrey’s 
mandate: keeping ballet fresh and attuned 
to contemporary America. 

Here, in the troupe’s latest incarnation 
of the rock ballet (the Joffrey has 
long embraced both revivals of 
the classics and premieres of pop 
novelties, such as Robert Joffrey’s mixed- 
media 1967 Astarte, to music by Crome 
Syrcus, and Twyla Tharp’s 1973 Deuce 
Coupe, to recordings by the Beach Boys), 
we get spirited cheek more than any dis- 
play of the untried and true. Only Laura 
Dean’s Sometimes It Snows in April breaks 
new ground, melding classicism to her dis- 
tinct brand of modernism, and to Prince’s 
hot.chythms and innovative phrasings, to 
produce a whole new form. 
Also a standout for its inventive 
joining of worlds is Pucci’s 
Willing and Able, which blends 
vernacular dance forms, no- 
tably vogueing, with structurally 
rigorous partnering and brazen 
sexuality. 

Sometimes It Snows in April, 
which is set to the song of the 
same name, to “Trust,” and to 
” builds from 
the entrance of the 18 dancers, 
who in horizontal and diagonal 
lines alternate clockwise and 
counterclockwise turns, through 
to its middle, when they whip 
round in a circle full of tour 
jetés and cabrioles and the men 
grab the women under the arms 
and twirl them, L-shaped, into a 
froth. At the close they spin en 
masse, sway their hips, rotate 
their legs in and out smack on 
the beat, then collapse, like a 
clap, on their bellies. 

What’s particularly intriguing 
is how Dean takes the ballet vo- 
cabulary, the long, focused 
points and counterpoints of 
“Sometimes It Snows in April,” 








“Trust” and “Baby I’m a Star” 
and incorporates them all into 
her own idiom. On show here are acceler- 
ating spatial patterns, repetitive movement 
phrases executed in unison or successively, 
lightning-quick leaps, and dervishlike 
spinning. The addition of point shoes to 
her traditionally earthy minimalism gives 
the dance an otherworldly quality. 

Also out there, but largely confused in its 
message, is Moulton’s amateurish Thunder 
(to an extended version of that song). It’s a 
quasi-narrative tale about a coven of green- 
haired, lascivious-tongued witchettes and 
baby warlocks led by a mighty sorceress 
brandishing a scepter topped by a heart. 
With its blatant sexual gestures — the 
queen runs her scepter between a lover’s 
legs and two of her charges hump each 
other in the butt — the dance can’t make 
up its mind whether it’s about sex or death

and the snapping rhythms of PRINCELY LEAP: the Joftrey’s s Jodie 
Gates and Philip Gardner. 
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or just playing around. 

More cogent is Moulton’s ode to death 
and resurrection, the harlequinesque Pur- 
ple Rain, which is splendidly danced by the 
loose-limbed Elizabeth Parkinson. Initially 
dressed in billowing clown white, then 
stripped down to skintight gold, Parkinson 
gives integrity to the piece’s hackneyed 
movements, whether she’s splaying her 
hands with electric energy over her cheeks 
or pushing into a hinge so deep she sinks 
to the ground. 

More provocative still but occasionally 
dipping into melodrama (a girl skims the 
stage caressing her long locks, couples 
making love in the background fade in 
and out) is Sappington’s teasing Slide. It 
teams three girls in bikinis covered by 
netting with nine boys in a jamboree of 
teenage flirtation and bravado. To “Com- 
puter Blue” the three girls jump 
and spin, kick high and flick ex- 
tended legs over one another’s 
heads, in the movement equivalent of a 
giggle. Later the boys counterplay, sliding 
on stage on their knees, then breaking 
into a confluence of ballet steps — chainé 
turns, jumps that split into front and back 
attitude, pirouettes — intercut by the 
shoulder rolls and leg splits of hip-hop as 
the rhythms of “The Beautiful Ones” and 
“Release It” pop beneath their feet. 

But it’s the partnership of Meg Gurin

and Pierre Lockett in Pucci’s Willing and 
Able, danced to the title song, “For You,” 
“The Question of U,” “It,” and an ex- 
cerpt from “Gett Off,” that keeps resur- 
facing after you leave the theater. Gurin, 
in red from neck to toe shoes, and Lock- 
ett are a ’90s Juliet and Romeo intent on 
one-upping Madonna. They snap out 
their elbows as their hands cup each oth- 
er’s ears; then they slap their hands on 
each other’s cheeks — all four of them. 
Using his head as a pivot, Lockett rolls 
low on Gurin’s pelvis; Gurin rotates a leg 
in back attitude over Lockett’s head. In a 
move that’s at once shocking and funny, 
she contracts over him as he lies flat on 
his back and carefully, deliberately puts 
her toe shoe into his mouth. If you are 
what you eat, Willing and Able, in its 
startling imagery and unself-conscious 
sexuality, its gender-bending ensemble 
work and impeccable timing, will leave

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Heee’s back 


Just as Flynn fades from view, 
he ponders governor’s race 


by Al Giordano 


overnor Bill Weld marched 

down the halls of the 

State House to deliver his 

State of the State address; 

he was preceded by a mil- 
itary color guard, a parade of politicians, 
and the top-hatted sergeant-at-arms. A 
couple dozen welfare activists chanted, 
“Workfare, no fair!” and “Shame, shame, 
shame!” 

Weld smirked, entered the House cham- 
bers, and headed for the podium. 

“I propose that we in Massachusetts 
abolish our welfare system that abandons 
families in poverty,” said Weld, calling for 
an end to welfare checks for 50,000 fami- 
lies. “Let me repeat that: we propose to 
eliminate the traditional cash grant for 
able-bodied welfare recipients.” 

The following day, the governor trekked 
to the welfare office in Lawrence to repeat 
his abolitionist cry. Weld held his anti-wel- 
fare press conference while sporting a 
necktie emblazoned with cute little maps 
of Martha’s Vineyard, as if to underscore, 
proudly, his privilege and his cool detach- 
ment from those most hurt by his uses of 
gubernatorial power. 


As he approaches the 1994 elections, 
Weld has been riding high. His only two 
declared Democratic opponents, State 
Senator Mike Barrett (D-Cambridge) and 
State Representative Mark Roosevelt (D- 
Beacon Hill), have just a fraction of the 
campaign dollars, name recognition, and 
political support enjoyed by the governor. 

Both Democrats have drifted awkwardly 
to the right, casting votes earlier this 
month to repeal the corporate-tax-report- 
ing requirements that were mandated by 
public referendum in 1992. Roosevelt last 
week reversed his position on the death 
penalty: he’s now for it. Barrett, on the day 
of Weld’s State of the State speech, raced 
to file a “three-time loser” bill — to incar- 
cerate thrice-convicted felons for life with- 
out parole — before Weld could file his 
bill first. 

Democrats are despondent and frustrat- 
ed over their current gubernatorial two- 
some. “When you hear Mike Barrett say, ‘I 
want to beat Weld,’ he’s really saying, ‘I 
want to be Weld,’ ” charges Jim Braude, 
director of the Tax Equity Alliance for 
Massachusetts (TEAM), who is now con- 
sidering his own Democratic candidacy 
for governor. “Mark Roosevelt’s campaign 
is incredibly tepid and weak. They don’t 
understand that it will take a Democratic 


¥ 
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populist campaign to beat Weld.” 

Former congressman Brian Donnelly, a 
Dorchester Democrat who'd been consid- 
ering a campaign against Weld, told the 
Phoenix this week, “I’m not running. I de- 
cided over the weekend not to run.” The 
party’s 1990 nominee, John Silber, is high- 
ly unpopular, according to a poll he com- 
missioned (see 
“The Doctor Is 
Out?”, page 14). 

And Braude may 
be forced onto the 
sidelines along with 
Donnelly, because 
Ambassador Ray 
Flynn can barely 
contain his own de- 
sire to return to 
Massachusetts and 
enter the fray. It’s 
been six months 
since Flynn left the 
mayor’s office to 
accept Bill Clinton’s 
appointment to the 
Vatican. In recent 
weeks, Flynn has 
been dialing key 
Democrats around 
the state to inquire 
about support for a 
Flynn-for-governor 
campaign, while 
some of his Bay 
State allies are 
rushing to lay the 
groundwork. 


Laying the palms 

When Flynn tra- 
vels to Holyoke in 
March to serve as 
grand: marshal of 
that city’s St. Pat- 
rick’s Day parade, 
he may do so as a candidate for the cor- 
ner office. Somerville Mayor Mike Ca- 
puano, Fitchburg Mayor Jeff Bean, State 
Representative Susan Tracy (D- 
Brighton), and former Flynn chief-of- 
staff Ray Dooley have each told the 
Phoenix that they’ve spoken to Flynn this 
month about running for governor. And 
some members of Flynn’s old political or-

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ganization who declined to be named ad- 
mitted they are busy laying the palms on 
the ground for Flynn’s return. 

An unanswered question regarding Ray’: 
rapid reappearance on the local political 
scene is whether his possible early depar- 
ture from the Vatican post will be seen as 
disrespectful to the president who gave him 
that opportunity, or 
if the Clinton ad- 
ministration will 
embrace a Flynn 
candidacy as a way 
to pin down Weld’s 
national aspirations 
for the next 10 
months. 

The return of 
Raybo is not a sure 
thing — even some 
of his closest allies 
privately admit that 
the obstacles to a 
Flynn gubernatorial 
victory may keep 
him out of the race. 
Among the key 
hurdles Flynn must 
leap are his long- 
standing role as an 
anti-choice activist, 
a press corps that 
is largely unhappy 
with the way he 
handled media re- 
lations as mayor, 
his man-on-the- 
make approach to 
seeking employ- 
ment in the Clinton 
>» administration, and 

, his modest person- 
al finances. 

A Flynn cam- 
paign must also 
find an appeal to 
suburban voters, most of whom recoil in 
the presence of Boston politicians and the 
rough-and-tumble political culture they 
represent. In 1970, for instance, Mayor 
Kevin White, then at the peak of his ca- 
reer, won the Democratic nomination for 
governor but was trounced that November 
by Frank Sargent. 

But the challenger would also bring 
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considerable strengths to the campaign: 
Raymond Leo Flynn, 54, of South Boston, 
is an accomplished pol who’s always been 
underestimated by opponents but who has 
won 10 elections for three offices. He 
brings with him instant name recognition 
and statewide popularity — his favorabili- 
ty rating has consistently hovered around 
60 percent, with about 20 percent of the 
public viewing him unfavorably. He main- 
tains a campaign war chest of almost a 
half-million dollars. He has a strong base 
inside and outside of Boston with fellow 
mayors, unions, human-services activists, 
community organizers, and key ethnic 
constituencies. 

Flynn and Senate President Billy Bulger, 
a fellow South Boston resident, are long- 
time antagonists, and Flynn would be able 
to run against not just the governor but 
against the State House itself. Some ob- 
servers predict that a Flynn candidacy 
would drive Bulger virtually insane, and 
highlight the cozy relationship between 
Weld and the unpopular Senate president. 
Most significantly, Flynn’s sincerity and 
compassion are unquestioned, in contrast 
to Weld’s cynicism and detachment. 
Where Weld is cold, Flynn is hot. Where 
Weld is aloof, Flynn is hyper-engaged. 
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Weld, the squash player, is good in corpo- 
rate boardrooms. Flynn, the former Provi- 
dence College basketball star, runs best on 
the ground. And even some Democrats 
who strongly disagree with Flynn’s anti- 
choice position say their animosity for 
Weld is such that they are ready to be 
wooed. 


The first trimester 

Flynn’s electoral base has always been 
with Catholics, and it is his strength 
among members of the state’s dominant 
denomination that has guided his political 
success from South Boston to the Vati- 
can. He was elected to the Massachusetts 
House in 1970. In ’75 he ran for the Bos- 
ton City Council, and lost. But he retained 
his legislative seat and co-sponsored a 
controversial law with then-Representative 
Charlie Doyle (D-West Roxbury) that 
thrust Flynn into the limelight. The Flynn- 
Doyle amendment banned state funding 
of abortions, and made Flynn a hero with 
conservative middle-class voters. In 1977, 
those voters were the key in electing Flynn 
to the city council. 

Flynn-Doyle was overturned by the 
state’s Supreme Judicial Court in 1980, 
but Flynn maintained an electoral base 
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among the amendment’s mostly Catholic 
supporters. Flynn, though, was a different 
kind of pro-lifer, and his 1983 candidacy 
for mayor of Boston made that clear. Un- 
like many pro-lifers, Flynn also consistent- 
ly opposed the death penalty. He stood up 


to Bulger, the neighborhood bully of 
Southie, on matters of race. Where the 
Bulgers and Jimmy Kellys did their best to 
inflame racial tensions surrounding the 
school busing issue, Flynn emerged as a 
healer, practicing the politics of inclusion 
— despite his background as an anti-bus- 
ing leader in the mid ’70s. His Catholic- 
influenced politics are not those of Pat 
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Buchanan or Bill Bennett, but are closer to 
those of left-wing Christians, embodied by 
social-justice activists like Catholic Worker 
leader Dorothy Day. 

Abortion was a minor issue in the ’83 
mayoral race, and Flynn pledged not to in- 
terfere with legal abor- 
tions conducted at Bos- 
ton City Hospital. It was 
a promise he kept, and 
Susan Tracy, a strong 
pro-choicer, predicts that 
a Flynn governorship 
would likewise protect 
the state’s constitutional- 
ly guaranteed abortion- 
rights provisions. None- 
theless, it’s an issue he 
has to deal with in the 
first trimester of his cam- 
paign. 

Tracy believes Flynn’s anti-abortion po- 
sition won’t be an impediment to a guber- 
natorial victory: “The combination of poli- 
cy changes at the federal level, Ray Flynn’s 
actions over the last decade as mayor | 
where he never threatened a woman’s | 
right to choose at BCH, and his deep con- 
cern and support for progressive social

causes present a climate and a candidate 
that should be formidable to Bill Weld.” 

But it’s not going to be that simple, says 
Melissa Kogut, legislative director for 
MassChoice. “We would need to meet di- 
rectly with him and find ovt;»point by 
point, whatshe wotld-do,” she says. “Hay- 
ing a pro-choice»goyernor is.yvery impor- 
tant. We had confidence with Dukakis and 
we have confidence with Weld. We need to 
have that confidence. We haven’t heard the 
words come out of Ray Flynn’s mouth.” 

“If you asked me four years ago whether 
I would have gotten behind a Republican, J 
would have been less willing to say yes,” 
says Kathy Moore, a Northampton _Demo-*

for Planned Parenthood. “The choice issué 


| was a big factor if deciding to support 


| Weld. If you ask mé now whether.women 
are going to drop that issue depending on 
how pro- or anti-choice Flynn becomes, I 
can’t say.” 

“Weld has maintained connections with 
different strata of women’s organiza- 
tions,” says Moore, “with the exception of 
anything that has to-do with the feminiza- 


| tion of poverty. It’s a very thorny situa-

tion. If you look at the spectrum of issues 
that women-identified voters are con- 
cerned with, abortion is only one of them. 
Health-care reform is another, because 
more women are uhinsured. Welfare re- 
form and other issues of reproductive 
health, like RU 486, loom larger. NAR- 
RAL [the newly renamed National Abor- 
tion and Reproductive Rights Action 
League] has moved to a position of ask- 
ing, ‘How do you prevent abortions from 
being necessary?’ ” 

“Flynn-Doyle is a legitimate millstone 
around Flynn’s neck,” says Moore. “We 
need more than a passive-aggressive 
stance that says, ‘I won’t get in the way.’ 
That’s not.enough. At the same time, Ray

“I think that’s very compelling,” adds

Foxhole conversions

It was Paul Cellucci, when he teamed up 
with Weld for the 1990 campaign, who 
presided over Weld’s own foxhole conver- 
sion, later solidified by the dynamics of the 
contest against John Silber. And that raises 
an interesting question about a potential 
running mate for Flynn. 

Somerville Mayor Capuano, who spoke 
to Flynn last week, says that a ticket 
topped by Flynn could bring more Demo- 
cratic candidates forward to run for other 
statewide offices, perhaps even himself. “If 
there’s going to be a strong ticket, I’m 
more persuadable,” says Capuano. “I 
think about secretary of state or lieutenant 
governor or other things if they become 
doable.” 

If Flynn’s candidacy causes a Demo- 
cratic woman to enter the race for lieu- 
tenant governor — say, former state sena- 
tor Patricia McGovern, of Lawrence, Rep- 
resentative Carmen Buell, of Greenfield, 
or a businesswoman from outside govern- 
ment with pro-choice credentials — such 
a ticket could shatter Weld and Cellucci’s 
1990 coalition. There’s already talk among 





party activists of recruiting this kind of a 


running mate. 


But Flynn has other considerations, too. | 


If he leaves his ambassadorial position, 
how will he support his family? Where will 
they live? He took out a second mortgage 


on his South Boston home and rents it out | 


to pay the bills. The law prohibits him 
from supporting himself through cam- 
paign funds. Already, the Boston Herald 
has raised questions about his spending 
$70,000 of those funds for travel costs re- 
lating to his new job. 

Any employment Flynn takes if he re- 


turns to Massachusetts, whether it be an | 


academic or corporate position, is likely to 
become an issue in the campaign. He’s too 
well known to hide it or obscure it: the 
light’s too bright. 

“This is not Bill Weld,” notes Susan 
Tracy. “Ray’s a guy with kids in school 
and a family who needs health insurance. 
Does he get a part-time job? I would hate 
to see finances be the reason that a person 


can’t run for office. That’s just not fair.” O

he waiter was shaking as he 

walked into the Union

SCAT’s executive director. A young man, 
the waiter told her, had just posted the flier 
in his restaurant. 

STOP S.C.A.T., the flier read in bold, 
hand-stenciled letters. 

Next to those words was a disturbing im- 
age: a triangle, fashioned after the pink tri- 
angle that is an emblem of the 
modern gay-rights movement, 
with the words SICK PRIDE 
written inside and one of those 
international traffic symbols 
— a circle with a slash 
| through it — superimposed. 
| The semi-literate message 
| below was even more disturb- 


| ing: 





S.C.A.T. has shown its 
intolerantcy by airing pro- 
grams attacking decency 
here in Somerville. This is 
a war of ideology in 
which they wish to force 
the acceptance of homo- 
sexual behavior on citi- 
zens who know this be- 
havior is against nature. 
This _is not about censor- 
ship. You cant censor a 
malfunction or a disorder, 
you eliminate it... .

In the days following, Norman and 
SCAT answered calls from all over 
Somerville — but unlike calls received 
about other controversies in which SCAT 
has recently been embroiled, these ex- 
pressed support. 

“Usually, you see posters like this,” says 
Norman, “and you think, ‘One more crack- 
pot, what’s the big deal?’ But this year, 
SCAT’s come under all kinds of attack.” 

This past fall, at the same time some resi- 
dents were collecting signatures to rescind 
Somerville’s pro-immigrant “City of Op- 
portunity” resolution, comments critical of 
SCAT’s immigrant-produced programming 
started popping up in the Somerville Jour- 
| nal’s anonymous “Speak Out” column, 
| which prints statements called in to a voice 
| mailbox at the newspaper. “I was wonder- 
ing why Somerville Cable Access is all im- 
migrant shows,” said one caller. “Why can’t 
they say more about the city and about the 
people who have lived here for so long?” 

There seems to be no love lost between 
City Hall and SCAT, which compounds 
| the cable station’s troubles. Mayor 
| Michael Capuano has asked SCAT to pull 

some of its gay-themed programming, ac- 

cording to Norman and Mary Kennedy,

Electronic soap box 

Instead of producing or purchasing pro- 
gramming, as commercial outlets do, pub- 
lic-access stations are simply vehicles for lo- 
cal producers, who showcase their own pro- 
grams on a first-come, first-served basis. 

Many of these producers learn their TV 
skills at classes offered by public-access 
stations like SCAT. Similarly, most public- 
access stations make available to the public

TV-production equipment for their shows. | 
Public-access stations also show programs | 
“imported” from outside a given munici- | 
pality, as long as those programs are spon- | 
sored by local residents. 

When Congress codified public-access 
cable in the Cable Communications Policy 
Act of 1984, lawmakers called public-ac- 
cess stations “the video equivalent of the 
speaker’s soap box or the electronic paral- 
lel to the printed leaflet.” They were to be 
free from censorship by outside bodies 
such as cable franchises or local govern- 
ments — an important First Amendment 
protection, given that cable operators are 
licensed by local governments. 

But such freedom doesn’t mean individ- 
uals and groups aren’t attempting to curtail 
public-access programming. “Things like 
this happen all the time,” says T. Andrew 
Lewis, executive director of the Alliance for 
Community Media, a Washington-based 
organization of about 1200 public-access 
stations. 

It’s those Cable Communications Policy 
Act regulations that allow Steven Van 
Valkenburg, the 22-year-old lifelong resi- 
dent of Somerville who’s responsible for 
the STOP S.C.A.T. posters, to import the 
John Birch Society’s The Americanist Per- | 
spective. That half-hour program airs twice 
a week on SCAT. 

But the issue is not free speech, says | 
Van Valkenburg, who claims to represent | 
a group of about 10 residents, though he | 
refused to provide the names of others. |

In fact, of the 64 programs that air on 
Somerville’s Channel 3 every week, only 
two regularly include gay content — the 
Boston-based PrideTime, a news-and-talk 
show (Thursdays at 11 p.m.), and AIDS 
| Community Television (Wednesdays at 
11:30 p.m.), which originates in New 
| York. Other programs, Norman says, oc- 

casionally present gay-themed material, 
| like a magazine show that included a seg- 
ment on Somerville gay teens, and an in- 
terfaith program that included an interview 
with a lesbian minister. 

SCAT is nationally recognized for the 
excellence of its programming. In 1989, 
SCAT was honored as one of the nation’s 
best public-access stations when it received 
the Alliance for Community Media’s Com- 
munity Communications Award. In 1993, 
four of SCAT’s teen producers received 
honors at two well-known film-and-video 
festivals. 

This recognition, though, means little to 
Van Valkenburg, who says he’d rather see 
“more programs that coincide with the con- 
servative backgrounds of the community.” 

Van Valkenburg contends he and the 
other members of his group are not moti- 
vated by hate, despite the menacing lan- 
guage in their flier. “We’re about fair and 
equal access,” he says. 

And even though he’s well aware of the 
first-come, first-served rules of public ac- 
cess, he thinks it’s more effective to go af- 
ter SCAT than to take up the matter with 
the producers of gay-themed programs. 
“It’s like saying rather than extinguish the 
brush fires, we’d rather go after the arson- 
ists,” he says, somewhat inscrutably. 

Van Valkenburg also contends that 
members of his group have brought tapes 
into SCAT and have been refused airtime. 
And he claims those tapes aren’t the only 
ones shelved.

Why is Catharine MacKinnon so 
repelled by sexual liberation?

es, I have read Catharine 
MacKinnon’s Only Words. 
I’m one of the miserable 
group of book reviewers 
and legal scholars in the 
country who felt obligated to read every 
word of her rotten prose. Even if I adored 
her politics, | would have to say this book 
is unreadable. Aside from the fantastic 
pornographic passages (“penises ramming 
vaginas,” for instance), MacKinnon dis- 
dains the use of subject-verb-object in a 
common sentence. Andrea Dworkin, 
| MacKinnon’s anti-porn collaborator, can

like a box of chocolates. MacKinnon, on 


| the other hand, is the typical academic 


who must publish but can’t write. Still, it 
would be unfair to dismiss her for her 
grammar alone. Her content is what rams

My friend David Ulin says that to review 
MacKinnon’s new book, one simply needs 
to repeat the title: only words. “That sums 
up her philosophy, don’t you think?” he 
says. 

It’s. true that MacKinnon has a deep 
distrust of anything that isn’t literal. She 
describes the debut of the camera as if it 
were the creation of the H-bomb: “In the 
thousand years of silence, the camera is 
invented and pictures are made of you

acter, Miss Jean Brodie, who urged 
her young students to join Mussolini’s 
cause while sweeping their hormones 
into her magnificent wake, MacKin- 
non finds her best recruits among vir- 
gins and naifs. Unfortunately, few 
Americans, especially women, know a 
damn thing about pornography ex- 
cept that it’s “bad,” and MacKinnon 
can get away with making statements 
that are right out of The War of the 
Worlds. 

If, like MacKinnon, you have never 
been on a porn-movie set, you may 
actually swallow such whoppers as 
her claim that porn “actresses are all 
overwhelmingly . . . poor desperate 
homeless pimped women who were 
sexually abused as children.” As pros- 
titute/activist Carol Leigh recently 
wrote, sex workers “are rejected un- 
less we come around to [MacKin- 
non’s]} anti-prostitution philosophy 
and become ‘recovering prostitutes.’ 
... We are not misguided women, al- 
though Catharine treats us like that.” 

MacKinnon claims to have the in- 
side scoop on how porn movies are 
made because of all the x 
anonymous interviews and 
surveys she’s conducted. She 
reveals, in her usual are-you- 
ready-to-be-thoroughly- 
shocked-and-appalled tone, 
that “in pornography, the pe- 
nis is shown ramming into the 
woman over and over; this is 
because it actually was

MacKinnon talks about 
mundane Hollywood film- 
making techniques and makes 
them sound like a sadistic rit- 
ual.

to get through it.” 

Twist open what? Re-positioned 
executions? Stunt cocks? Prozac? 
What the fuck (if you don’t mind me 
using one of MacKinnon’s favorite 
words) is she talking about? 


Porno for tyros 

MacKinnon’s picture of porno- 
graphic filmmaking is a montage of 
con¢entration-camp documentary, 
high-fashion fascism, and draconian 
male conspiracy. “What pornography 
does, it does in the real world, not 
only in the mind,” she says. “In 
pornography, women are gang-raped 
so they can be filmed, . .. women are 
hurt and penetrated, tied and gagged, 
undressed and genitally spread and 
sprayed with lacquer and water so 
sex pictures can be made. Only for 
pornography are women killed to 
make a sex movie, and it is not the 
idea of a sex killing that kills them.” 

Yes, for MacKinnon, porn is snuff 
and snuff is porn. She acts like it’s 
just business as usual to go down to 
your corner video store and pick up a 
copy of an X-rated movie depicting a 
cinéma-vérité murder. She believes 
this even though the origin of her an- 
guish, the original movie titled Snuff, 
was long ago exposed as a fraud, a 
low-budget horror F/X monstrosity 
with a helluva marketing angle. 

I remember interviewing the man 
who came up with the Snuff ad cam- 
paign for a New York exploitation- 
flick company. Chris Rage was a gay 
filmmaker; he died of AIDS a couple 
of years ago. 

“Don’t you have any idea what a 
monster you created?” I asked him. 
“This wasn’t even a porn movie, but it 
will haunt the X-business for the rest 
of its days!” 

“Well, we didn’t know that,” he 


| “Said. “ThE filth*was total “htess> we= 
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had no idea it would be such a hit — 
but the sensation was all in the title.” 

Sometimes I wonder if MacKinnon 
has simply been driven mad by all the 
sick things that people do to one an- 
other. I too recoil in pain and incom: 
prehension whenever I hear about the 
latest psychopath who has shot his 
mother, machine-gunned his co- 
workers, raped his daughter, slashed 
a prostitute. I notice that such men 
are more likely to have read the Bible 
than pornography, but I hold neither 
script responsible for their actions. 

If I could know that pictures were 
responsible, that filmed masturbation 
and erections were the root cause of 
the physical harm caused by these 
nightmarish men, I would be on 
MacKinnon’s side. Everyone would 
be on her side — there would be no 
side at all, and she would be out of a 
career. 

But, in fact, no one has the clear- 
cut explanation for why men, or wom- 
en, become brutal, unfeeling, cold- 
blooded, or sadistic. It’s a far different 
criticism to note that porn is sexist. So 
are all commercial media. That’s like 
tasting several glasses of salt water 
and insisting that only one of them is 
salty. The difference with porn is that 
it shows people sucking and fucking, 





and we live in a world that cannot tol- 
erate that image in public. 

MacKinnon has picked up a drum 
to beat that is already as American as 
apple pie. She’s riding on a the-Devil- 
made-me-do-it bandwagon, where 
every erection is a threat, where sex is 
men’s domain and women’s is suffer- 
ing. It’s puzzling why she thinks this 
is a radical, iconoclastic point of view. 
Her work has dovetailed nicely with 
the most right-wing fanatics in the 
country. Her influence on legislation 
as important as the Canadian obscen- 
ity statute has resulted in thousands 
of books and magazines being banned 
from that country — including the 
work of authors like myself, Kathy 
Acker, David Leavitt, and even her 
dear comrade, Andrea Dworkin. (A 
Canadian customs official took one 
look at Dworkin’s book title, Woman 
Hating, and, dumbly using the MacK- 
innon criteria of banning anything 
that “degrades women,” refused the 
book entry.) 

Yet MacKinnon acts as if she is the 
outcast, the martyr. Her book is pub- 
lished by Harvard University Press — 
which, as reviewer Jonathan Yardley 
said in a Washington Post Book World 
review, “is vivid evidence of the very 
free speech toward which MacKinnon 
is so cavalier.” She has a tenured posi- 
tion at the University of Michigan Law 
School. She appeared in a lovey-dovey 
New York-magazine pictorial with her 
paramour, Jeffrey Masson, in such 
fawning poses that even if you didn’t 
know who she and Masson were, you 
might find your feminist aesthetics 
turning a little green around the gills. 
She gets called a genius and a brilliant 
mind by all sorts of mucky-mucks, 
and then she has the nerve to act like 
she’s the Harriet Tubman of the un- 


derground survivors’ ‘hetwork/ 
hevreemcttrs?

She indicts 
sexuality like a traditionalist, stating 
boldly: “Pornography is masturbation 
material. Men know this.” 

But what about women? MacKin- 
non apparently finds the idea that 
women masturbate, perhaps even us- 
ing sexy words and pictures, altogether 
unbelievable — or yet another symp- 
tom of a pimp’s brainwashing. It’s this 
arrogance and condescension that 
make women, not men, MacKinnon’s 
fiercest critics and bitterest enemies. 


Guilt-edged sex 

Virtually all men, including a num- 
ber of the judges MacKinnon’s been 
up against, feel slandered by her de- 
scriptions of their gender. But many 
of them also feel guilty about 
porn and sex, and when they 
see the evidence of men who 
have gone off the deep end 
they often privately think to

One day not long after Christmas Day years 
ago, when the military was in power in far-off 
Brasilia, the beach felt blinding, what with the 
noon glare, the teeming bodies, and the salt that 
Tristao brought back in his eyes from the 
breakers beyond the sandbar. So strongly did 
the December sun strike down that small circu- 
lar rainbows had kept appearing in the spray of 
the breakers, out there beyond the bar, all about 
the boy’s sparkling head, like spirits. Neverthe- 
less, returning to the threadbare T-shirt that 
served him also for a towel, he spotted the pale 
girl in a pale two-piece bathing suit, standing 
erect back where the crowd thinned. Beyond 
her were the open spaces for vol- 
leyball and the sidewalk of the 
Avenida Atlantica, with its undu- 
lating tessellated stripes. 

She was with another girl, 
shorter and darker, who was 
anointing her back with lotion; the 
cool touches made the first, pale 
girl arch her spine inward, thrust- 
ing her breasts in one direction 
and in the other the sleek semi-cir- 
cles of her already greased hips. It 
was not so much the pallor of her 
skin that had drawn Tristao’s 
stinging eyes. Very white foreign 
women, Canadians and Danes, 
came to this celebrated beach, and 
German and Polish Brazilians 
from Sao Paulo and the South. It 
was not her whiteness but the 
challenging effect of her little suit’s 
blending with her skin in an im- 
pression of total public nudity. 

Not total: she wore a black 
straw hat, with a flat crown, 
rolled-up brim, and glossy dark 
ribbon. The sort of hat, Tristaéo 
thought, an upper-class girl from 
Leblon would wear to the funeral 
of her father. 

“An angel or a whore?” he in- 
quired of his half-brother Euclides. 

Euclides was shortsighted and 
where he could not see he hid his confusion be- 
hind philosophical questions. “Why cannot a girl 
be both?” he asked. 

“This dolly, I think she was made for me,” 
said Tristao, impulsively, out of those inner 
depths where his fate was being fashioned in 
sudden clumsy strokes that carried away, all at 
once, whole pieces of his life. He believed in 
spirits, and in fate. He was nineteen, and not an 
abandonado, for he had a mother, but his moth- 
er was a whore, and even worse than a whore, 
for she drunkenly slept with men without money, 
and bred tadpole children like a human swamp 
of forgetfulness and casual desire. He and Eu- 
clides had been born a: year apart; neither knew 
any more about their fathers than the disparate 
genetic evidence on their faces. They had spent 
enough time in school to learn to read street 
signs and advertisements and no more; they 
worked as a team, stealing and robbing when 
their hunger became great, and were as afraid of 
the gangs that wished to absorb them as of the 
military police. These gangs were children, as 
merciless and innocent as packs of wolves. Rio in 
those years had less traffic and violence and 
poverty and crime than now, but to those alive 
then it seemed noisy and violent and poor and 
criminal enough. For some time Tristao had 
been feeling he had outgrown crime and must 
seek a way into the upper world from which ad- 
vertisements and television and airplanes come. 
This distant pale girl, the spirits now assured 
him, was the appointed way. 

His wet and sandy T-shirt in his hand, he 
picked his way through the other near-naked 
bodies toward hers, which she held more stiffly, 
in the knowledge that she was being hunted. His 
T-shirt, a sun-faded orange, said LONE STAR, ad- 
vertising a restaurant in Leblon for gringos. 
Within his black swimming trunks, so tight they 
showed the compacted bulk of his genitals, he 
carried, in the little pocket for change or a key, a 
single-edged razor blade called Gem, sheathed in 
a scrap of thick leather he had carefully slit. His 
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blue rubber sandals from Taiwan he had tucked 
beneath a clump of beach-pea at the edge of the 
sidewalk. 

And, he thought, he had yet another posses- 
sion: a ring yanked from the finger of an elderly 
tourist gringa, a ring brassy in color, with the let- 
ters DAR on a small oval seal, letters that seemed 
endlessly curious to him because they meant “to 
give.” Now he thought to give this ring to the pale 
beauty, who proudly radiated fear and defiance 
from her skin as he drew near. Though she 
seemed tall from afar, Tristéo was a hand’s 
breadth taller. A smell from her skin — sun lotion 
or a secretion sprung by her surprise and fear — 
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brought back to him an odor from the swamp of 
his mother, a soft mild medicinal smell dating 
from a time when he had been sick with fever or 
worms, before drink had so thoroughly rotted her 
system, so that she still functioned, in the win- 
dowless dark of their favela shanty, as a source of 
mercy, a warm pressure of concern. She must 
have begged the medicine from the mission doc- 
tor at the base of the hill, where the rich people’s 
homes began on the other side of the trolley 
tracks. His mother would then have been nearly a 
girl herself, almost as firm in body as this one, 
though without such slender bones, and he, he 
would have been a miniature of himself, his feet 
and hands fat on their backs like small loaves of 
bread rising, and eyes bursting like black bubbles 
from his skull, but it was beyond memory, the 
moment that had planted this delicate mild smell, 
which felt stretched within him like a sleepy cry; 
he was awakening, here in this sunny salt atmo- 
sphere, windward from the fair dolly’s body. 
Against some resistance of his sea-wrinkled wet 
skin, he pulled the ring from his little finger, 
where it fit tightly. The old gringa, with curly blue 
hair, had worn it where a wedding band would 
go, on the opposing hand.

The sociology of David: A minor rant

seem to have a problem with Daves. 
Do you have this problem, too? With maybe 
one or two exceptions, I don’t think I’ve ever met 
a guy named Dave whom I ended up liking or 
trusting, whereas almost everyone I know named 
David is okay. 

Consider. 

There was Dave O., the thick-necked Italian thug whose 
last words to me, whispered softly in the back seat of a car 
on the night of our graduation from high school, were: “I 
don’t wanna fuckin’ see you no more.” (It has since been 
pointed out to me that his phrasing included use of a dou- 
ble negative, indicating that perhaps he did want to fuckin’ 
see me some more; I suspect this was not the case.) 

There was Dave R., the idiot jock who, within the first 
three months of our relationship, totaled two cars, got 
evicted from his apartment, lost his job, and then man- 
aged (don’t ask) to charm me into letting him stay at my 
place (“just for a few weeks”). He subsequently arrived 
in a truck with all his worldly possessions (including a 
40-gallon fish tank) and proceeded to rearrange all my 
furniture. (I almost had to call the police to get rid of 
him, two months later.) 

And there was Dave M., a.k.a. “Mad Dog,” a litera- 
ture student at UMass who (it turned out) had served in 
a special forces unit of the US Army in El Salvador 
where, to prove his machismo, he once bit the 
head off a live snake. (When I broke up with Dave 
M., in a Japanese restaurant, in Providence, he 
threw a glass of saki across the room, .stormed 
out, and drove off with my gloves: in-his car.

See a pattern here? 

Daves. Don’t like ’em.

Okay: caveats. I am not currently associated 
with any Daves. I don’t have any friends named 
Dave, no colleagues named Dave, not even a 
casual acquaintance named Dave. So this isn’t a 
sideways attack on anyone in particular. Also, I 
am sure there are some good Daves out there. 
Plenty of good ones. The presence of bad Daves 
in my history could be a simple case of bad luck. 

But I also think there is something to this, 
something about the way a name (or a nickname) 
carries certain connotations and behavioral expec- 
tations and so can subtly affect self-image and 
personality. My parents, for example, briefly con- 
sidered naming me Sophia (pronounced Sof- 
EYE-a), which naturally would have degenerated 
into “Sophie,” which sounds like “sofa,” which 
sounds fat. I’m convinced to this day that if I'd 
been named Sophia, | would have ended up with 
a huge butt. 

Same thing with Dave. Say it out loud. Dave. 
There’s something a little dumb-sounding about 
the name Dave. Something truncated and blunt 
and insensitive, and I think it must have an effect 
on personality. To this day, | still think that if 
Dave O. had been a David, he would have tragi- 
cally broken my heart on graduation night instead 
of busting up the relationship with a double nega- 
tive. If Dave R. had been a David, he would have 
charmed his way into my life after he’d gotten a car, a 
job, and a home of his own. 

Plus, I took a Dave poll. Eleven people: 
you stand on Daves versus Davids?” 

Results: I heard about a reckless party animal named 
Dave. A menacing college roommate named Dave. 
Several wretched ex-boyfriends, all Daves. (Of course, I 
left out the good Daves, but this is my column, so I’m 
allowed to.) 

David, on the other hand, yielded far more positive 
results. Three women, happily involved with Davids. Many 
close male friends: Davids. Me, I have a dear former 
housemate named David. A cute, blond nephew named 
David. The illustrator of this column: David Sipress. 

Who else? There’s David Letterman (who is some- 
times called “Dave” but gets away with it because he 
makes it sound ironic). In literature, there are David 
Halberstam and David McCaulay. In journalism, Davids 
Brinkley, Brudnoy, and Broder. In popular culture: 
David Byrne, David Lynch, David Bowie. 

Yes, there’s definitely a pattern. David Copperfield. 
Dwight David Eisenhower. Michelangelo’s David. None 
of these Davids would seem the same if their names were 
Dave. David, with its final “d,” sounds finished and 
complete, whereas Dave just kind of hangs there in the

air, indefinitely. It sounds silly. 

Try it. 

Dave versus Goliath. 

King Dave. The Star of Dave. 

Henry DAVE Thoreau. 

Ridiculous. 

One of the only bad Davids I can think of is David 
Koresh, but I'll bet that if his name had been “Dave” 
Koresh, he wouldn’t have had a following in the first 
place. “Who me? Hole up in a compound in the middle 
of Texas because of some guy named ‘Dave’? No way.” 

» 

David, of course, isn’t the only name that has this 
effect, this way of subtly altering the way you expect a 
person to be. There’s a world of difference between the 
name Edward, which sounds rather regal and stuffy 
(Edwardian), and the name Eddie, which sounds like a 
guy on the bus. Huge difference between Charles (aris- 
tocratic) and Charlie or Chuck (buddy-buddy). James 
versus Jimmy, or Jimbo? No contest. 

But Dave is the primo example. Daves are big lugs, 
like Dave Schultz, major-league hockey thug with the 
Philadelphia Flyers. Daves are kinda dumb, like the pro- 
tagonist in the movie Dave, who might have had an 
entirely different personality if his name had been David. 
Daves are silly: can you imagine Dave Barry (a very 
good Dave, by the way) writing under the byline David 
Barry? Just wouldn’t work. He’d have to be a historian. 

Worse, if your name is Dave, the only possible nick-

name is “Davey,” which makes you sound like you should 
be wearing a coonskin cap. Very bad. David, on the other 
hand, sounds good in just about any language — Italian 
(DA-veed-ay), for example, and French (Da-VEED).

Here’s a true story. 

Some years ago, I wrote a column suggesting that, 
given how much money I’d spent on my shrink over the 
years, he should name a wing of his house after me (his 
name is David). In the column, I wrote something snide, 
something about how he was probably using all that 
money to build, say, a new sunroom, and about how I 
imagined strolling into therapy and saying something 
snippy and disrespectful, like “So, Dave, how’s that sun- 
room going?”

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A while back I was at the Hallmark store buying a 
tastefully witty card for a friend who’s a new father, and 
I saw a row of cards for “Sweetest Day.” I asked the 
cashier what it was, and she said she’d never heard of it. 
(It’s so hard to find good help these days.) The other 
cashier didn’t know either, but pulled out a Hallmark 
pocket calendar that said it was October 16. I’m deeply 
puzzled. I mean, I was raised in this country, mostly, 
and I’ve never heard of this particular holiday. Where 
did it come from? Did Hallmark make it up or what?

A lot of people think Sweetest Day is a tawdry com- 
mercial stunt, Steph, but when I broached this possi- 
bility with the folks at Hallmark, they assured me this 
was not the case. My man got a similar reaction when 
he talked about this on a radio talk show. You cheap 
cynic, a caller responded, it’s to benefit European war 
orphans or some such thing, so hush-a you mouth. 
Okay, we said, but still harbored suspicions. Hallmark 
sent us some information saying that Sweetest Day in 
fact was supposed “to bring happiness and joy to the 
lives of people who were sick, shut-in, forgotten, 
orphaned, or neglected.” Very noble. However, we 
then read that the whole thing was dreamed up around 
1932 by a guy who worked for a candy company, so 
we're entitled to some doubts about the purity of 
motives at work here. 

Sweetest Day was invented by one Herbert Birch 
Kingston, who worked for an unspecified candy con- 
cern in Cleveland, Ohio. I quote from Hallmark: “With 
the help of friends and neighbors, Kingston distributed 
candy and other small gifts to the underprivileged as a 
token of remembrance that someone cared about them. 
On the first Sweetest Day, movie star Ann Pennington 
presented 2200 Cleveland newspaper boys with boxes 
of candy to express gratitude for their service to the 
public. At the same time, another popular movie star, 
Theda Bara, gave boxes of candy to all who came to 
watch her films at a local theater. After the movie, she 
distributed 10,000 boxes of candy to people in 
Cleveland hospitals.” Only a cheap cynic would suggest 
the candy was supplied by Mr. Kingston’s company. 

Sweetest Day eventually spread from Cleveland to 
other cities. Celebrated on the third Saturday in 
October, “Sweetest Day has evolved in recent times 
into a day to remember not only the sick, elderly, and 
orphaned but also friends, relatives, and associates who 
have been helpful or kind. Romantic love is also 
expressed on Sweetest Day,” we read. Hallmark didn’t 
get into the act until the mid-’60s. About two million 
cards are exchanged annually, “most of them in 
Michigan, Ohio, Illinois, and Wisconsin.” I can assure 
you that even in these hotbeds of Sweetest Day action 
the event hardly ranks with the Fourth of July or even 
National Secretary’s Week in importance, and it seems 
safe to say it’s kept alive mainly for commercial rea- 
sons. Then again, commercial reasons are what keep 
the whole country going, and Hallmark, et al., are 
hardly the first to do well by doing good.

— Whoopi Goldberg in concert 


few days ago, I discovered a 

“catalogue lurking in my mail- 

box. It came from a compa- 

“ny called Mother Produc- 

tions that wanted to sell 

te trading cards of serial 

killers, Mafia chieftains, 

fattooed women, Nazi- 

propaganda art, and an- 

tique racist humor. It also 

offered a selection of videos that included 

Mondo Cane, Faces of Death, and Bettie 

Page bondage loops. For 12 bucks plus 

shipping costs, I could get myself a movie 

called Chained for Life, starring the Hilton 

Sisters — “real life Siamese twins.” The 

blurb was hard to resist: “. . . several of the 

Sleaziest and most memorable novelty acts 

of all time are presented. Then, one of the 

twins is accused of murder and the ensu- 

ing courtroom drama shocks an entire na- 

tion. If convicted, would the guilty twin be 
executed?” 

Over the years, my name and address 
has found its way onto many very esoteric 
mailing lists, and bizarre stuff turns up 
with some regularity. This particular pack- 
age was no surprise. Indeed, if I hadn’t 
been leafing through Mother’s bag o’ 
goodies while also half watching the five 
o'clock TV news, I might have been 
spared yet another bout of the creeping 
feeling that we are living in a world of — 
to say the least — disturbed imagery. 

I had seen a lot of it recently. I'd been 
able to observe Jack Kervorkian being 
dragged off to jail as part of his crusade 
for the individual’s right to suicide. Vast 
areas of Los Angeles went up in flames, 
and we learned that at least some of the 
fires may have been set by thrill-seeking or 
revenge-bent arsonists. Random shootings 
broke out in Pasadena on Halloween — A 
Clockwork Orange live on the streets. 
Lorena Bobbitt whacked off her husband’s 
penis with a kitchen knife and became a 
national heroine and the subject of a 
lengthy profile in Vanity Fair. Howard 
Stern’s book, Private Parts, hit the best- 
seller lists. Radical feminists embraced the 
Menendez brothers as symbolic victims 
deserving of, if not our pity and affection, 
at least instant unconditional liberty. 

If the Mother Productions catalogue 
had simply been an isolated piece of mail, | 
might have dismissed it and gone on with 
my life. Unfortunately, it dovetailed too 
well with a lot of other stuff that has been 
drifting through. From Japan, we have the 
ultraviolet Manga comic books and stories 
of the Otaku — weird sexless cyberpunk 
shut-ins with computer bulletin boards, at- 
rophied social skills, and brutally bloody 
custom video games. Closer to home, a 
cult forms around the recently deceased 
G.G. Allin, the controversial, often-naked-

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on-stage, shit-throwing shock rocker who 
attempted to synthesize himself into a 
grotesque amalgam of Charles Manson 
and the early Metallic K.O.-era Iggy Pop. 
Jim Rose’s Circus Sideshow does sellout 
business across the country for an audi- 
ence that pays to see light-bulb eating and 
self-mutilation with a meat skewer. Artists 
like Bob Flanagan and Sherree Rose work 
with graphic S&M images. Books like 
Adam Parfrey’s Apocalypse Culture and 
Bret Easton Ellis’s American Psycho were 
published. At a recent rock show, a young 
man handed me a card for a commercial 
body-piercing service.

Something is 
happening here and even I am not sure 
what it is, except that a lot of people seem 
to be demonstrating how pissed off they 
are in ways both diverse and perverse. 


he magazine Answer Me first 

came into my life a couple of 

months ago. My first im- 

pression was that it was a 

publication I should have ex- 

pected, wasn’t sure I wanted, 

but found irrevocably fascinat- 

ing. I only caught up with Answer 

Me as late as issue three, the contents of 
which included 100 SPECTACULAR 
SUICIDES; a piece on Russian cannibal 
mass murderer Andre Chikatilo; an inter- 
view with Al Sharpton; an attack on NAM- 
BLA and an equally brutal assault on the 
homeless; jailhouse artwork from eight top 
killers, including Mark Chapman, Richard 
Ramirez, and Charles Manson; and a lav- 
ishly illustrated piece on Mexican deformi- 
ty comics. The cover promised PERVERTS, 
SUICIDE, FREAKS, GUNS, and featured a car- 
toon of Adolf Hitler sweating and looking 
worried. All in all, Answer Me IIT turned 


out to be, by conventional standards, one- 


of the most thoroughly distasteful publica- 
tions I'd seen since a buddy of mine paid 
his rent by editing a lurid little slick called 
Shark Attack. 

Delving retroactively through issues I 
and II, I discovered more of the same — A 
HUNDRED GREAT SERIAL KILLERS; a story on 
Vietnamese youth gangs titled HO CHI 
MINH’S REVENGE; and interviews with vio- 
lent rappers The Geto Boys and Klans- 
man-turned-Republican David Duke. 

My first impression was that this was a 
put-on. A third-generation sociopath mu- 
tation of Mad, or maybe a fantasy — En- 
tertainment Weekly for Burroughs’s fic- 
tional City of Interzone. No way, pal. An- 
swer Me is a real publication, existing in a 
real world where seventh-graders carry 
automatic weapons, sadomasochistic sex 
has become a nightclub act, and belief in 
Satanist conspiracy and extraterrestrial ab- 
duction has reached epidemic proportions. 
And in case you’re tempted to dismiss it as 
some tiny minority aberration, since the 
first issue, circulation has jumped from 
3000 to 13,000. 

Answer Me is produced, edited, and de- 
signed by Jim and Debbie Goad. The 
Goads live and publish in Los Angeles, out 
of a somewhat cramped one-bedroom in 
an old Gothic apartment building on a no- 
torious drug street a couple of hundred 
yards due north of Frederick’s of Holly- 
wood. To borrow a phrase from the Ad- 
dams Family, their home is a museum, 
stuffed full of artifacts of the bizarre and 
violent. Almost as soon as I’ve settled in 
for the interview, I’m. permitted to inspect 
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their latest prized possession, a Mossberg 
500 pistol-grip 12-gauge riot pump. 

I take the gun. “Is it loaded?” 

Jim Goad shakes his head. I pump the 
slide. An old biker once told me that the 
crank of a pump shotgun is one of the 
most fear-inducing sounds known to mod- 
ern man. “It'll stop most sons of bitches 
right in their tracks. You don’t even have 
to point the piece at them.” 

Jim explains the weapon’s legal status. 
“We registered it in Debbie’s name due to 
my assault record.” 

I’m also introduced to their two cats. 
One is tentatively friendly, the other, a 
flaming red Persian, is more distrustful of 
strangers. The Mossberg and the cats 
seem to sum up the Goads. In many re- 
spects they are the perfect post-punk cou- 
ple: Sid and Nancy 15 years down the line 
— clean, sober, employed, neat, and do- 
mestic. Shock is no longer a matter of 
street display; it’s now determined private 
enterprise. 

“I guess you could say that the roots of 
the offensiveness lie in us both being 
raised Catholic and being forbidden to 
look into so many things. The morbid, the 


depraved, become a source of fascina- ° 


tion,” says Jim. 

An amateur feces-eating video — an 
unsolicited gift from a reader/admirer — 
is playing on the VCR, although I suspect 
that it has been put on to test the mettle of 
this writer. As I turn away from a queasily 
graphic close-up, Debbie Goad describes 
her background. “I was very sheltered. My 
parents were overprotective. | was encour- 
aged not to go outside, not to have many 
friends, so I guess that was what I rebelled 
against. My father was very weird, a lot of 
negativity.” She laughs. “We both have 
terrible parents.” 

Jim explains that they started publishing 
essentially as a reaction to the straitjacket 
attitudes and creative bankruptcy of main- 
stream publishing. He was “writing lame 
record reviews and puff pieces. Each time 
I turned in an article, I’d find that it had 
been gutted. Everything that was to do 
with me had been taken out of it. The 
writing in Answer Me is a great deal more 
honest.” 

Honest indeed. There are moments 
when Goad’s writing in Answer Me tran- 
scends all pretense at journalism and takes 
off into a realm that is nothing short of 
naked assault. The piece on page three of 
issue three (it can hardly be called an edi- 
torial) is the closest thing I’ve seen to 
foaming at the mouth in print, while still 
remaining totally articulate: 

“It’s you again. I’ve been watching you 
for weeks. You walk this way every day, 
toting your grease-stained bag of pastries. 
The dogs look up when they see you, 
knowing you'll throw them some day-old 
cookies. You could take the main streets 
home, but this is your foray off the beaten 
path, your sole eccentric indulgence. Being 
here makes you feel dangerous. As you get 
nearer, I hear you humming. It’s a soft, 
airy sound that floats dreamily through 
your happy, ice-cream world. Then I 
strike, and the humming stops. I’m on you 
like a dam bursting open on a small town. 
I’m all round you, and you can’t get away. 
Trapped. A hundred centipede limbs flail 
at you. To your head, to your ribs, to your 
mouth. Smooth and blunt in your guts. 
Hammers, pistons, missiles, I claw into 
your hair and hold tightly. SMACK!” 

Whether it intrigues or horrifies, there’s 
no doubt that the writing lacks absolutely 
nothing in power. The.question that has to

be asked is whether shock effect is the ma- 
jor exercise, or are the Goads fundamen- 
tally interested in everything that appears 
in the magazine? 

Jim Goad is adamant. “One hundred 
percent of what appears in the magazine is 
stuff we’re interested in. It’s back to 
Catholicism again. I was always drawn to 
what was considered evil. Evil was always 
more powerful than goodness. Satan had a 
bigger dick than Jesus.” 


magazine and a mail-order 

catalogue may be symptoms 

of something, but they 

hardly constitute a cultural 

movement. My next stop 

is at the Amok bookstore, 

also in Los Angeles and 

next door to the Dresden 

Room, the bar/restaurant 

that became a cult hangout af- 

ter it was “discovered” by the David Lynch 

set. Amok is run by Stuart Swezey and 

Brian King. I met with them in a neat, or- 

ganized office above the store. As befits 

the proprietors of an idiosyncratically spe- 

cialized bookshop, Swezey and King are 

more outgoing and considerably more 

academic in their attitudes than Jim.and 

Debbie Goad. No shotguns or mutilation 

pictures; just a computer, white filing cabi- 

nets, and shelves of carefully arranged 

books. They do, however, share a similar 

unholy delight in the possibilities of un- 
pleasantness. 

Amok was born in 1986 as a simple 32- 
page mail-order catalogue of “extremes of 
information in print.” Today, there’s a 
bookstore, a catalogue that runs to 400 
pages (and is nothing less than a perverse 
work of art in itself), an array of product 
that ranges from the fiction of Phillip K. 
Dick, through Ezra Pound, Eldridge 
Cleaver, Nietzsche, Iceberg Slim, and 
renegade surrealist Georges Bataille, all 
the way to Physical Interrogation Tech- 
niques, a ClA-authored torture manual 
that “covers humiliation, confinement and 
restraint, sensory deprivation/overload, in- 
trusion into body orifices, beating, burn- 
ing, electricity, and much more, including 
a heavy duty chapter on mutilation.” 

The first obvious question is whether 
the customers who pass through the glass 
doors of Amok really constitute some kind 
of New Extremism, or are they just sepa- 
rate individuals who make up the store’s 
own, uniquely weird catchment area. 
Swezey and King, though not quite admit- 
ting to being part of any movement, cer- 
tainly see themselves as the product of a 
fairly venerable tradition. 

“This stuff isn’t really new. There’s al- 
ways been an avant-garde interest in the 
sick and twisted, and there’s always been a 
tabloid interest. If you look at the Police 
Gazette from the 1890s in New York, it’s 
incredibly violent. The current blip may 
well just be a lot of ex-punk-rockers get- 
ting into it. That’s not to say there isn’t a 
movement, because I think there is, but a 
lot of it is ebb and flow in the media,” says 
King. “I think that everyone has a morbid 
perverse interest and what you’re dis- 
cussing is a certain group of people cop- 
ping to it, not being embarrassed about it, 
at a certain point in time. Maybe you 
could say that’s a movement, but our free- 
dom to do that has been brought about by 
other people who came before us like 
Re/Search and William Burroughs.” 

The working title for this piece was 
culled from.a letter reproduced in Amok 
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Fourth Dispatch, the latest edition of their 
catalogue. Apparently, writer Michael 
Ventura had taken a decided exception to 
Amok and its philosophical environment. 
“I don’t want to attack an independent 
bookstore in print, even stores with which 
I have as little simpatico as yours. Yes, you 
carry some important stuff. But the bulk of 
your trade — if prominence of display is 
any indication — is material that I would 
call predatory. Maybe if I had a bookstore 
I’d carry them, too, but I don’t think I'd 
allow myself to profit from them. Profit 
seems to push across the line from being a 
disseminator to a collaborator.” 

Ventura, who now writes a regular col- 
umn for the Austin Chronicle after years at 
the LA Weekly, hits the root of the prob- 
lem. On a gut level, even the most liberal, 
new-left, New Age, anti-authoritarian feels 
that somewhere there is a line across 
which even art and literature may not 
stray. From his letter, Ventura seems to 
draw the line at profit (a strange criterion: 
Pol Pot definitely wasn’t in it for the mon- 
ey). Others have positioned it differently. 
The FCC has a list of words that may not 
be uttered on the airwaves. Mass-circula- 
tion stroke books stop at the erect pe- 
nis. The religious right wants to pre- 
clude all positive references to the 
“homosexual lifestyle.” Suddenly 
we are back in the tired censor- 
ship debate. For Mother Pro- 
ductions, Amok, et al., it 
doesn’t matter if the punish- 
ment is electrodes applied to 
the genitals, 10 years in the 
joint, or a letter of censure 
from a well-meaning intellec- 
tual. The principle is the 
same; all else is a matter of 
degree. 

“Predatory” is an interest- 
ing word to use in describing 
Amok’s collection. In nature, 
the predator isn’t evil. The fox 
making a meal of the fuzzy 
bunny or the jackal dragging 
down the antelope may not be 
a pretty sight, but it’s a vital 
part of the ecosystem. In the 
same way, this current predator 
culture may also perform an 
equally vital function in the cre- 
ative environment. by its capacity 
to disturb. 


istory would certainly 
seem to confirm this. 
Artists who are con- 
demned out of hand 
by their mainstream 
contemporaries be- 
come heroes of the 
revolution a few 
decades down the 
line. A quick scroll 
through the De- 
viant Hall of Fame 
makes this abundantly clear 
— De Sade, De Quincey, 
and Baudelaire; Oscar ” 
Wilde, William Blake, and 
Celine; Genet, and Uncle 
Bill Burroughs; Henry § 
Miller, Lenny Bruce, Jim \ 
Dine, Jim Morrison, 
Frank Zappa, and the 
Sex Pistols. All were, in 
one way or another, re- 
viled in their time and 
are all now standard \ 
points of reference. 

This is not to say 
that I don’t have my 
own misgivings regard- 
ing some of the excesses 
and potential for damage 
inherent in all this. No 
matter how pledged to the 
defense of creative liberty, ev- 
eryone has a sticking point. 
Amok’s Brian King finds this 
perfectly natural. “When someone 
says they’re censorship-free, that’s kind 
of ridiculous and hypocritical. Everyone 
has guidelines about what they like. We 
censor ourselves about all kinds of things 
all the time just because we don’t like 
something.” 

One of the essential pieces of given in- 
telligence behind all attempts at censorship 
in the arts is the idea that a book, a movie, 
or a piece of music can serve as a trigger, 
setting someone off on a course of violent 
sociopathic behavior. The perennial ratio- 
nale for banning sexually explicit material 
has always been that it will drive the reader 
or viewer to get out and commit rape or 
worse. Stuart Swezey vehemently dis- 
agrees. “I don’t think that’s how it works 
“at'all:’ The book thathas incited the’! most 
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violence in Western society is the Bible. 
That’s the biggie. I mean, we’ve thought a 
lot about this question. There’s Catcher in 
the Rye that sets up Mark Chapman to 
shoot John Lennon. Is the book the signif- 
icant thing? Or is it the parents? The child 
rearing? The biochemistry inside? Or so- 
ciety? Maybe what he fucking ate that 
morning set him off? Nobody seems to 

know, and maybe we’ll never know.” 
Possibly one of the more disturbing 
facets of predator culture is a less-than- 
healthy flirtation with the ideas and trap- 
pings of Nazism. Answer Me puts Hitler 
on the cover. The Amok catalogue offers 
books by David Irving and other Holo- 
caust revisionists, as well as compilations 
of neo-Nazi rags like Attack! and National 
Vanguard. Mother Productions has its set 
of Nazi cards. We seem to be back in the 
same debate that went down in punk rock 
when the Sex Pistols recorded “Belsen 
Was a Gas.” With contemporary nervous- 
ness about the growth of white-su- 
premacist 
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and 
neo-Nazi 
groups, is this 
where the line ultimately has to be drawn? 

Mother Productions seems to want it 
both ways. The catalogue blurb for the 
Nazi trading cards initially comes on with 
a hard sell to the junior storm trooper — 
“These cards are from some of the rare 
printed propaganda of the elite Third Re- 
ich. Still other cards show war atrocities in 
very visual images. This set is made up of 
black-and-white images and blood cur- 
dling color.” In other words, hot stuff, 
Siegfried, get it while you can. Later, how- 
ever, we find some moral backtracking. 
“Once again Germany is united: however, 
the horrible images will not be forgotten 
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and should not be forgotten.” A case of 
having it both ways, maybe as mendacious 
as those old-time condoms that used to 
carry the absurd disclaimer, “novelty item 
only, not to be used for birth control”? 

Jim Goad addresses the problem as 
though Nazism is simply the ultimate 
taboo and therefore up for grabs. He 
refers to the introduction to a new book by 
Adam Parfrey, the author of Apocalypse 
Culture, which states there are certain top- 
ics that you can never talk about. Goad 
lists some: “Racial correlation to IQ; 
Holocaust revisionism; AIDS as military 
bio-warfare; application of the same rules 
and procedures to AIDS victims as to vic- 
tims of other communicable diseases. If 
you even bring up any of those topics 
you’re vilified. Us, other people, we exam- 
ine the truly horrible.” 

Brian King holds to his basic stock-the- 
book-and-be-damned position. “I think 
George Lincoln Rockwell’s book White 
Power is a very interesting book. If it was a 
boring book, I don’t think we'd carry it. It 
also happens to be a very perverse book. 
We're making it available to show how the 
guy’s mind works — as opposed to doing 
it because we think his ideas should be 
adopted. We don’t subscribe to 
most of the political beliefs 
we carry.” 
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Stuart Swezey, however, worries 
that-a certain jaded hipness in the cul- 
ture can lead to exactly what it is supposed 
to be fighting against. “A lot of people end 
up kinda homophobic, kinda racist, kinda 
misogynist, and very angry — kinda like 
the rest of America, and I don’t want to go 
out there.” 

Whether Swezey wants to go out there 
or not, America is quite prepared to come 
to him. The media are more than happy to 
move in on predator turf. Hardly an issue 
of Vanity Fair is without a bizarro crime 
feature; Mirabella runs a piece on Richard 
Ramirez’s jailhouse girlfriends. Serial 
killers, sleazoid family homicides, and off- 
center sex — titillation under a thin veneer 
of investigative journalism — provide a 
ratings base for tabloid TV. On cable, 
A&E and the Discovery Channel can’t 
make it through a week’s programming 


_ without: the obligatory documentary on 
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Hitler and the Nazis. Geraldo, Oprah, 
Montel, and the rest roll the daily geek pa- 
rade. 

Predator culture has even provided them 
with camera fodder. Roger Worsham, of 
Mother Productions, has been on Geraldo 
to defend his serial-killer cards, and Jane 
Whitney put G.G. Allin in front of a na- 
tional TV audience for the first and only 
time. 

Unfortunately, he was only allowed to 
spout his loony-tune post-Manson philos- 
ophy, rather than actually perform.

As the global insanity quotient 
grows exponentially, I’d rather the gory 
details were handed to me by Jim and 
Debbie Goad with their unique style of di- 
rect, in-your-face assault than distanced 
and sanitized by a mealy-mouthed and 
hypocritically judgmental Geraldo Rivera 
or happy-talk TV news. 

As Stuart Swezey puts it, “How do you 
differentiate in the bigger spectrum, in this 
day and age, between the Jane Whitney 
show and us and Answer Me — or Ma- 
donna, or Bettie Page S&M and lesbian 
S&M? We stocked The Lesbian S&M 
Safety Manual, and people said, ‘What a 
weird book.’ It’s hard to know where the 
fetish thing ends and the serial-killer thing 
Starts.” 


n the final analysis, 
many worse things 
exist in this world 
than the simple 
act of giving of- 
fense. It may well 
be that the preda- 
tors are providing 
the only serious counter- 
balance to the pressure over the last 
dozen years to gradually reduce all 
art, all media output, and all enter- 
tainment to a bland and narrow cen- 
ter that will give no offense to any- 
one.

dangerous, and the dead. 
The function of the predator 
is to cull out the weak and the 
stupid, and, in so doing, 
, strengthen the gene pool of 
the victim herd. That’s not 
politics. It’s a biological fact. 
I couldn’t actually say that 
this is the case with Answer 
Me or G.G. Allin, but they 
sure as hell start people talk- 
ing, and in their very offen- 
F siveness, force individuals to 
think rather than simply fall 
into the politically correct 
lockstep. They could just be 
the saviors of contemporary 
creative thought in the same 
way that, 15 years ago, the 
punks were the saviors of rock 
/ and roll. 








They look over the edge, into 
the abyss, and return with images of 
humanity at its very worst. The bottom 
line is that predator culture ultimately con- 
cerns itself with death. An unhealthy pre- 
occupation? Quite possibly. But certainly 
no more unhealthy than the current Amer- 
ican attitude that death is something that 
happens to other people: that if we forgo 
drink, drugs, red meat, cigarettes, and sex, 
and at the same time spend enough money 
on doctors, personal trainers, dietitians, 
stress reduction, and sun block, we may 
actually be able to avoid it altogether. 

I know that there are a lot of people out 
there who are going to violently disagree 
with me. Behaviorists might claim that 
predator culture is a result of unchecked 
overpopulation, the creative equivalent of 
overcrowded rats turning cannibal. Funda- 
mentalists will doubtless see it as just one 
more plague heralding the apocalypse. The 
left will cite it as a mutant aberration of 
collapsing capitalism, while conservatives 
will dismiss it as dirty little mentally 
bankrupt proles attempting to throw blood 
and excrement at their betters. 

Me? I'll just paraphrase Nietzsche — 
perhaps that which disturbs us may also 
function to keep us honest. : = 
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ATTACK

Promoters of the World Cup — 
which will beheld in the US for the 
first time this summer — say the 
tournament will turn Americans into 
soccer fanatics once and for all. Pos- 
sibly. But if the July 17 championship 
game, to be televised live from the 
Rose Bowl in Pasadena, goes up 
against a tractor-pull on ESPN, you 
know what Joe Six-pack will be 
watching. 


































VIDEOPHONES 
Think of it: phone conversations that begin, 
“Hi, Gladys — what’s that stuck between 


your teeth?” Technically, videophones have 
already arrived: AT&T introduced them to 
the consumer market last year. Company 
spokesman Paul Karoff says the picture 
phones — which were first demonstrated 


for the public at the 1964 World’s Fair 
— are “selling very nicely,” in spite 
of their $999 price tag. But 
whether they'll ever be widely 
used seems unlikely. Many 
people consider the idea too 
intrusive, and even though 
the AT&T units come with a 
video-off switch, using it 
would beg a question on the 
other end of the line: what’s 
he got to hide?

But on a practical level, all it means 
to most readers is that they can obtain a 
few unusual Persian dishes, but not on 
Friday nights or on Saturdays until 
evening (the traditional Jewish Sabbath is 
from sundown Friday to sundown Satur- 
day). To some readers who keep kosher, 
Café Shiraz will be one of the more elab- 
orate and romantic restaurants around, a 
place where they can order without wor- 
rying about what’s gone into every dish. 
Café Shiraz also has lots of generic Mid- 
dle Eastern food, a whole line of deli 
sandwiches, and American and Israeli 
dinners. But what got me in was the 
promise of one of my fa- 
vorite ethnic cuisines, and 
what got me to come back 
was the pleasant, uncrowd- 
ed surroundings. 

Café Shiraz is next to the 
Blackbird Baking Company 
in an emerging restaurant 
row. It is a large space with 
handsome decorations — 
large, abstract platters on 
the walls, English hunting 
prints, a Persian rug. Some- 
how it all comes together. 
Foodstuffs, from cans to 
jars of spices, are displayed 
behind counters up front, 
but this is a full-service 
restaurant with well-spaced 
tables and Middle East 
background tapes at times. 

Persian cuisine is espe- 
cially strong in soups, and 
I had two splendid bowls at 
Shiraz Café. “Persian wed- 
ding soup” ($2.95), or 
ashe reshteh, mixes three or four kinds 
of beans and noodles in a fascinating 
broth green with chopped spinach and 
hearty with dry spices, perhaps fenu- 
greek. For purposes of kashruth, which 
forbids the mixing of dairy products and 
meat, the classical dab of yogurt in this 
soup has been replaced by tahini sauce, 
adding another kind of richness to se- 
lected spoonfuls. “Vegetable soup” 
($2.95) was a consommé as rich as my 
grandmother’s chicken soup, filled with 
cauliflower and broccoli as well as car- 
rots and onions. A little more chrome- 
yellow turmeric than Grandma used, but 
then, she wasn’t Persian. 

“Eggplant pie” ($2.99) was actually a 
sort of firm soufflé known in Farsi as 
koo-koo. The serving consists of three 
slices from a round “pie.” In the mouth, 
it is an unexpectedly fluffy, melting food 
with a mild eggplant flavor. The menu 
often includes a similar spinach pie. 

I say often, because the dinner menu is 
an extensive list of dishes, of which only a 
few are actually available on a given 
night. We were able to test one of the 
elaborate pilafs, shirin polo ($16.99), 
which turned out to be a very sweet, ex- 
otic pile of rice with candied orange peel, 
almond, and pistachio at base, and on 
top tender, boned chicken. Shirin polo is 
supposed to be as sweet as Polish-Jewish 
food, unlike much Persian food, which is 
tart. 

“Persian shwarma” ($11.99) is not at 
all what I expected. I think of shwarma as 
being spit-roasted meat, whereas this is a 
stew of sliced meat, green pepper, and 
onion. And the Persian shwarma has a 
. -flaver like-soy sauce and hot pepper,

where the usual kind has a bit of garlic. 
So this is good eating, but more like 
chop suey than shwarma. Impressive on 
this platter is a pilaf of Iranian-style rice, 
long-grain and gilded with saffron. 

Shiraz Café has a short list of kosher 
wines. Because every phase of kosher 
winemaking has to be conducted by ob- 
servant Jews, it is easier to do well with 
quickly fermented white wines than with 
red wines, which benefit more from bar- 
rel age. Still, I liked the Weinstock Zin- 
fandel ($3.25 per glass), from one of 
California’s more reliable kosher winer- 
ies. It’s not up to Weinstock’s Chardon- 
nay, but this food cries out for red wine. 

Desserts are where the kosher laws are 
felt, since creamy chocolate cakes are 
necessarily made with chaulky soy prod- 
ucts. Chocolate mousse cake ($3.25) was 
typical of the genre; black forest cake 
($3.25) was a bit worse because there 
was no creamy sweetness to balance the 
sour tang of the cherries. 

On the other hand, the 
baklava ($3.25) lost only a 
little from the substitution 
for butter, and had an un- 
usual high-cinnamon kick, 
like a mild “fireball” candy 
made of pastry. It did 
wonders for the coffee (75 
cents), which was surpris- 
ingly American-style, but 
good. Served black, of 
course, with soy creamer 
when you ask for milk and 
cream. 

Shiraz Café has nifty 
lunches, with the Persian 
soups as well as more con- 
ventional sandwiches and 
roll-ups. Shishlik 
($4.65) is a generous sau- 
sage of light ground lamb 
with plenty of garlic and a 
little pepper, grilled and 
rolled up with salad, tahini 
dressing, cucumber, and 
onion. This is much closer to contempo- 
rary shwarma than the “Persian shwar- 
ma.” Shish kebab ($4.65) is available in 
beef and turkey; the beef is excellent, well- 
marinated, and marked by the grill — five 
large chunks for a delectable pita roll. 

The weak selection turned out to be fe- 
lafel with baba ganoosh. The felafel had 
some garlic and lemon, but no cumin or 
hot pepper, leaving a bready aftertaste. 
The bean balls were edible, but the baba 
ganoosh had fermented, and was not. 

Service at the Shiraz Café is good 
enough, if lacking flourishes. I've dis- 
cussed the kosher influence a lot in this 
review, but it is no more obtrusive than 
the Buddhism of most Vietnamese 


restaurants or the Hinduism of some In- 


dian restaurants. 

If something will put you off the place, 
it will more likely be the uncomfortable 
chairs. 

Peculiarly, the religious affiliation of 
the owners seems to be with the Lubav- 
itcher Chasidim, a sect originating in 
Poland and Russia (not to say that they 
can’t enroll some Persians or appreciate a 
shirin polo as much as a stuffed cabbage 
roll.)

Where’s the Space? 


hen the Space closed its South Street

Worcester Museum brings 
out its Hiroshige masterpiece

“HIROSHIGE: 100 FAMOUS VIEWS 
OF EDO.” At the Worcester Art Muse- 
um, through March 20. 


e had a major impact on 

van Gogh, who made oil 

studies of two of his 

prints. He also influenced 

Whistler, not to mention 
the American comic book. Although not a 
swordsman, he was a samurai, and he’s 
the only artist to have had a typeface de- 
veloped for and named after him. He’s 
Japan’s greatest artist and one of the 
greatest landscape artists ever. And his 
masterpiece is now on view at the Worces- 
ter Art Museum, where it’s not too early to 
say that “Hiroshige: 100 Famous Views of 
Edo” will be one of the most beautiful 
shows of 1994. 

Edo was the capital of Japan in 1856- 
58, when Hiroshige was executing this 
woodblock series (the city was renamed 
Tokyo in 1868), and One Hundred Fa- 
mous Views of Edo is a record of daily life 
in what was then, with more than a million 
inhabitants, one of the largest metropolises 
in the world. But it’s far more. With his 
bold colors, Hiroshige anticipates abstract 
art; his hues are no less revealing than his 
objects. With his oblique angles and jutting 
foreground elements, he anticipates mod- 
ern camera and filmmaking techniques; we 
find ourselves looking at the world in a 
whole new light. And with his unorthodox 
choice of landscape format — a vertical 
14-1/2 by 9-1/4 inches — he binds heav- 
en and earth, reminding us that there’s 


more to life than what our eyes show us. 


The time was right for a watershed work 
of art. Since 1603, Japan had been ruled by 
the Tokugawa family, whose shoguns es- 
tablished a feudal bureaucracy, suppressed 
Christianity, and prohibited all traffic with 
the outside world. They also required their 
daimyo, or feudal lords, to spend every 
other year in Edo and to maintain perma- 
nent residence there. By the middle of the 
19th century, this closed system was begin- 
ning to fail, as the increasingly impover- 
ished daimyo slid into debt with the mer- 
chants. The process was accelerated by the 
arrival, in 1854, of Commodore Perry, who 
forced Japan to open herself to foreign 
trade. Caught between anti-Western senti- 
ment and Western reprisal, and under 
siege from rival clans, Tokugawa rule col- 
lapsed. In 1868 the shogunate fell, the boy 
emperor Meiji was restored, and an entire 
way of life ended. 

Hiroshige himself was well placed to 
observe these changes. He was a member 
of the samurai, or retainer, class, who 
served both the shogun and the daimyo. 
His father belonged to the shogun’s fire- 
fighting unit (Edo was built almost entire- 
ly of wood); when he died, in 1809, his 
12-year-old son succeeded him. But the 
lower ranks of samurai were as poor as 
the daimyo, and to supplement their mea- 
ger income they frequently took up handi- 
crafts. In 1811, Hiroshige began study 
with an ukiyo-e (“pictures of the floating 
world”) woodblock master. For a time he 
produced the usual scenes of actors and 
women; it was only in 1828, after his 
teacher had died, that he applied himself 
to landscapes. Inspired by Hokusai’s 
Thirty-Six Views of Mount Fuji, and by an 
expedition he had made to Kyoto in 1832, 
he produced Fifty- Three Stations of the 
Tokaido, in which he combined landscape 
with a comic, sympathetic depiction of 
travelers on the main highway south out 
of Edo. The series turned him from a 


, craftsman into an artist. 
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In 1856, as he was nearing 60, Hiroshige 
embarked on the course that was to make 
him a great artist: he shaved his head, took 
the vows of a lay Buddhist priest, and set to 
work on One Hundred Famous Views of 
Edo. The scale of the series was unprece- 
dented; so was the care that went into its 
printing. A woodblock artist would begin by 
making an ink drawing on thin paper. The 
paper was then pasted, face down, on a 
block of wood and the design carved out. 
After the artist had indicated which areas 
were to have which color, further blocks 
were carved, one for each color. This basic 
process was enhanced in the first edition of 
Famous Views by a variety of more sophisti- 
cated techniques, among them bokashi, in 
which paint is wiped from parts of the 
block to produce a graded effect, and 
nunomezuri, in which embossed silk was 
pressed into the paper. The result is almost 
like painting. 

The set at the Worcester Art Museum is 
not one of those deluxe editions, so it 
doesn’t show the full range of Hiroshige’s 
genius, (You can get some idea of a first- 
edition set from the excellent volume One 
Hundred Famous Views of Edo put out by 
George Braziller and the Brooklyn Muse- 
um.) Nonetheless, the 
sight of these 119. prints 
(the series was so suc- 
cessful that Hiroshige 
just kept on going — 
had he not died in 1858, 
there would have been 
even more) on the 
Worcester walls is awe- 
inspiring. The museum 
acquired the set in 1901, 
but this is the first time 
the entire group has been 
on display. They’re ar- 
ranged chronologically, 
an instructive variation 
on the usual presentation 
by seasons. For two of 
the prints, Curator Eliza- 
beth de Sabato Swinton 
has borrowed other ver- 
sions and set them 
alongside, so you can see 
how different printers 
observed Hiroshige’s in- 
structions. In some cas- 
es, notably No. 94 (Ma- 
ple Trees at Mama, Te- 
kona Shrine and Linked 





(Fireworks at Ryogoku), 
the Worcester prints illu- 
minate their Brooklyn 
counterparts; elsewhere 
they show how different 
colors can create an al- 
ternate, not necessarily 
inferior, mood. 

Mood is everything in 
One Hundred Famous 
Views. Hiroshige’s Edo is 
a city of shrines and 
brothels, restaurants and 
teahouses, parks and pa- 
rade grounds, rivers, 
trees, mountains, and, al- 
ways, bridges. There’s 
little we would recognize 
as urban life. We don’t 
see the tenements into 
which the common peo- 
ple were packed. Hi- 
roshige shows us hardly 
any buildings in their en- 
tirety, not even Edo Cas- 
tle, from where the 
shoguns ruled; we get 
the corner of a daimyo 
mansion here, a teahouse 
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vals and pilgrimages, but few close-ups of 
people enjoying them. Nothing suggests 
domestic felicity: there are few children, 
and though we see numerous prostitutes, 
there’s not a single husband and wife. 
(The one interior scene — No. 101, 
Asakusa Ricefields and Torinomachi Festi- 
val — shows a courtesan’s apartment in 
the pleasure quarter of Yoshiwara.) These 
absences and indirections are Hiroshige’s 
way of suggesting the repressive nature of 
the Tokugawa shogunate, which cultivated 
military virtues and subjected the theater 
to censorship (just as in Shakespeare’s day 
— indeed, you can imagine One Hundred 
Famous Views as a visual equivalent to the 
questions posed by Henry V). As Mount 
Fuji and Mount Tsukuba (which turn up 
everywhere) are his metaphors for God, so 
his metaphor for genuine feeling is the 
bridge, which was central to life in Edo, a 
city of muddy roads and many canals; it 
makes the connections his people cannot. 
But One Hundred Famous Views goes 
beyond social commentary in its unusual 
perspective. After the first 20 prints, which 
are relatively straightforward, Hiroshige 
begins to experiment with oversized fore- 
ground elements. You can see the differ- 
ence by comparing No. 1 with No. 43, 
both of which show the Great Bridge of 
Japan, the Nihonbashi. The earlier print 
gives us a conventional long view of the 
bridge, with the Edo fish market on one 
side, storehouses on the other, boats in the 
Sumida river, and Fuji looming in the dis- 
tance. In the later one, we seem to be 
standing on the bridge, looking at part of a 
post and three rails in extreme close-up; 
passing by is a bucket with the prized 
“first bonito” of the summer. In the dis- 
tance there’s another bridge, Edonbashi, 
more storehouses, and, just visible, sun- 
rise. If No. 1 is a tale, No. 43 is a haiku 
that ties together the great bridge, the 
summer bonito, and the rising sun. 
Hiroshige keeps you off balance with 
these foreground intrusions: a boat com- 
plete with a partly hidden geisha (No. 38), 
a huge carp kite (No. 48), a rooster pa- 
rade float (No. 51), a turtle being lifted 
out of a bucket (No. 56), a fisherman’s 
hairy arms and legs (No. 72), a paper 
lantern (No. 99), a golden eagle (No. 
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107). Strangest of all is No. 86, where we 
see the western outpost town of Naito 
Shinjuku, which seems to be all houses of 
ill repute, from behind the rear end of a 
horse, complete with droppings. It’s al- 
most a return to medieval perspective: by 
combining different aspects of the same 
idea in one picture, Hiroshige focuses our 
attention not on what is visible but on 
what is true. 

He also reminds us that what’s true of- 
ten takes time to appreciate. Consider No. 
18, Oji Inari Shrine. It’s not immediately 
striking. Some people are making their 
way up the steps to the shrine; behind 
them we can see yellow teahouse roofs, 
then rice paddies and Mount Tsukuba in 
the glow of dusk or dawn. If you look a lit- 
tle closer, though, you’ll see hints of white 
plum blossoms, a sign of early spring. 
You’ll notice how the pines, doubtless 
drawn larger than life, shelter the shrine, 
and how the rice paddies are done in a 
muted gray so that the teahouse roof color 
can be picked up by the yellow garment of 
the shrine attendant, and the rosy moun- 
tains echoed in the red of the shrine roof. 
Farmers came to Oji Inari to pray for the 
harvest; by tying his colors together and 
hinting at the promise of spring, Hiroshige 
seems to be giving the place his blessing. 

Certainly he does so in the last print of 
the series, No. 118, New Year’s Eve Fox- 
fires at the Changing Tree, Oji. According 
to legend, on New Year’s Eve, the foxes of 


. the Oji area would gather at a large hack- 


berry tree some 400 yards east of Oji Inari 
and then proceed to the shrine. On their 
way they would give off puffs of flame 
(“kitsunebi,” which means “foxfire,” just 
like the English) by which farmers would 
try to predict the success of ‘their crops. 
The hackberry, all blasted branches, looks 
like something out of Wuthering Heights, 
but it shelters the 17 foxes in the fore- 
ground the way the pines do the shrine. 
More remarkable still is the care Hiroshige 
has taken with the 70 or so foxes in the 
distance — each one has its own bit of 
flame — and with the trees behind them, 
which are tipped with green before fading 
magically into the sky. There’s magic ev- 
erywhere in One Hundred Famous Views of 
Edo, if you only take the time tolook. QO

I don’t know why I missed it in 
the theaters; I usually like Robert Altman’s 
stuff. Anyway, I eventually gave in and 
rented it. I hated it. It’s a good enough 
film, I guess, but as a satire, it was a dud. 

Satires, by definition, take reality and 
blow it out of proportion. For me, The 
Player merely showed things I knew to be 
true from personal experience: the smug, 
self-adoring studio executives with all the 
warmth and depth of bedpans, the grovel- 
ing writers who are willing to twist and 
“dummy-up” their work just to please 
these obscenely overpaid dim-bulbs, a so- 
ciety in which every act and bodily func- 
tion is a career move . . . I’d seen it all, 
and I wasn’t laughing. For a lot of people, 
the funniest moment in the movie came 
when Griffin Mill turns to Larry Levy and 
says, “No writers? All we have to do is 
find a way to get rid of the actors and di- 
rectors and we'll really have something!” 

I guess what you “civilians” haven’t yet 
realized is that this has already happened 
in television. Current Affair, Hard Copy, 
Inside Edition, American Journal, Cops, 
Top Cops, True Stories of the Highway Pa- 
trol, Unsolved Mysteries, America’s Most 
Wanted, True Stories of the FBI, America’s 
Funniest Home Videos, America’s Funniest 
People, Eye Witness Video, Code Three,

Rescue 911, and the list goes on and on. 
The people behind this “new genre” — 
“reality-based TV” — tell us it’s exciting 
“drama” that puts the viewer “on the 
scene” and “in the moment.” What they 
rarely mention is that, because they often 
use amateur or police-agency videotape, 
stock footage, and nickel-and-dime re-en- 
actments, these shows are also disgusting- 
ly profitable. 

To understand the forces that drive “re- 
ality-based” television, one must know 
how prime-time television and even Holly- 
wood itself work. I’m not going to go into 
the constitutional or ethical issues these 
shows raise, and I won’t even go for the 
cheap jokes about putting “Hollywood” 
and “reality” in the same sentence. I’ll just 
explore the background that led to the cre- 
ation of these shows in the first place. 

Back in the late ’70s, early ’80s, my life 
as a television writer was awfully good. | 
had just made a huge leap from the 
crowded slums of sit-coms into the subur- 
ban greenery of “Movie-of-the-Week,” a 
neighborhood populated by a mere hand- 
ful of writers. I was making money, writ- 
ing my own ideas . . . life was fine. When 
a nitwit producer told me he wanted to 
rework an original hardboiled period de- 
tective story of mine to accommodate 
Donny and Marie Osmond, I had the 
chutzpah to tell him what he could do 
with all those teeth. It seemed too good to 
last. It was. 

In Hollywood, “creative control” — 
who has the power to determine the future 
or final form of a project — rarely rests 
with creative people. Producers, studio ex- 
ecutives, agents, and lawyers make those 
decisions. In the not-too-distant past, 
writers who made too many waves about 
what was happening to their work found 
themselves temporarily out of work or

branded on one of the unofficial blacklists 
as “difficult.” In the good old ’50s, studio 
heads like Howard Hughes would even 
send their names off to HUAC to be inves- 
tigated for Communist sympathies. 

A subtler approach to taming a needed 
writer’s ego was to throw a few more 
bucks or perks his or her way. But by the 
end of the ’70s, the writers began to real- 
ize that they were all needed, and their 
union, the Writers Guild of America, 
gained in strength and negotiating power. 
Since the average producer or studio exec 
thinks writers do only what he could do if 
he didn’t have to take time out for tennis 
lessons, this union situation became un- 
bearable. Something had to be done. 

If directors, actors, or even stagehands 





picket signs were well written, however. 

In the ’80s, making unions eat dirt be- 
came an American pastime. Remember 
PATCO? Ronald Reagan forced the air- 
traffic controllers into a strike, then fired 
them all. Oh sure, it made things a little 
scary at Logan and O’Hare, but think of 
the benefits: a lot of unskilled people doing 
the work of the experts . . . for less. What 
a bargain! 

Well, I guess the producers and moguls 
liked the idea. What if you could make tele- 
vision programs without the writers . . . or 
the actors, for that matter? Enter “reality- 
based” shows. Quite a few stars of hit sit- 
coms make well over $100,000 per episode. 
The average writer gets $14,519 for a half- 
hour script. Now, imagine doing away with 
those expenses, paying 
lunch money to ama- 
teurs who send in the 
“art” created in their 
Palmcorders, and pay- | 
ing former-star hosts | 
what amounts to 
toupee-maintenance 
fees. Is this stuff any 
good? Who cares? 
The sponsors are still 
buying time, and even | 
if your audience share | 
shrinks like a wash- | 
and-wear suit, you’re | 
making a killing. Re- 
member the Pinto? No 
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go on strike, film and television produc- 
tions shut down. But if studios and net- 
works can stockpile enough scripts before 
a WGA contract expires, the threat of a 
writers’ strike has about as much effect as 
a sponge in the Johnstown flood. In April 
of 1981, and again in March of 1988, 
that’s precisely what happened. The first 
strike lasted until July, the second until 
August. For writers like myself, both 
events were financially and creatively dev- 
astating. The studios and networks actual- 
ly managed to make money. What I real- 
ized while walking picket lines with a lot of 
other guys with beards and glasses was 
that the Writers Guild was not the Team- 
sters. What I would have given to turn 
over even a single studio tour bus! Our

one ever accused it of 
being a great car 
(when they weren’t 
falling apart, they were 
blowing up), but from 
where Henry Ford II 
sat, the little toad 
looked like a winner. 

So what happens to 
all the writers? Few 
Americans are going 
to cry for people who 
used to earn 14 grand 
to do an episode of 
Who’s the Boss? Ross 
Perot isn’t going on 
the air to twang about | 
the “sucking sound” | 
caused by our incomes heading south. 
Some of us chose to move on and away. 
Some writers are still making a good living 
in the business, and to judge from my stu- 
dents’ enthusiasm, a whole new generation 
is dying to give it a shot. 

But the way I figure it, the Hollywood 
and New York bigwigs must have another 
ace up their collective sleeve. With the 
much-ballyhooed Bell Atlantic buyout of | 
Telecommunications Incorporated, a 
brave new world has become possible. | 
Now they can link up your phones, TVs, 
PCs, and — most important — your cred- 
it-card accounts. Just think of it as the 
“Diamond Lane on the Information Su- | 
perhighway.” Things couldn’t get much 
better.

f What's Eating Gilbert Grape had 
to be reduced to a cliché, that 
might be: don’t judge a book by its 
cover — or a movie by its title. A 
baroque mouthful, this title sug-

Starring Johnny Depp (late of Tim Bur- 
ton’s Edward Scissorhands and soon to 
appear as the consummate filmmaking 
weirdo in Burton’s Ed Wood) as the title 
hero, Gilbert Grape is the story of a small- 
town boy trapped as paterfamilias to a 
brood that includes a 500-pound mother 
(Darlene Cates), a hyperactive, mentally 
disabled kid brother (Leonardo DiCaprio), 
and two clueless, embittered sisters. The 
town is inhabited by colorful characters 
also, including John C. Reilly as a local 
yokel who dreams of a fast-food franchise 
and the irrepressible Crispin Glover as an 
undertaker. 

It sounds like Rain Man meets The

ny, blithely poetic parable of the American 
family. After his disastrous American de- 
but, Once Around (1991), Swedish direc- 
tor Lasse Hallstrém has returned to the 
style of My Life as a Dog (1985), applying 
his languid narrative, tonal balance, eye for 
detail, and low-key flair for pathos and 
irony to an American subject.

ty and defiance. In one scene Gilbert 
dashes about the basement putting up 
makeshift beams as a brace against

Although the episodes unreel with a

EW YORK — It’s not often that Johnny Depp 
INI: the most normal character on the movie 

screen. In Tim Burton’s Edward Scissorhands 
(1990), he’s a cuddly Frankenstein type with blades for 
fingers and facial scars. In Benny and Joon he’s a sim- 
pleton with a thing for silent-comedy shtick and 
schizophrenics. In his new film, the title notwithstand- 
ing, he appears to be a pillar of stability among a cast of 
freaks. It’s a deceiving appearance, thinks.Depp. 

“There was something about Gilbert I liked. On the sur- 
face he would seem to be a pretty normal guy, if a miser- 
able type. But I was interested in what was going on un- 
derneath, the kind of hostility and rage, the emotional 
thing that could only show up a couple of times in the film. 

“At some point Gilbert allowed himself to die inside 
slowly, kind of killing himself, martyring himself for his 
family. Becoming surrogate father even to his mom. 
That kind of loyalty can work against you. Love and de- 
votion can turn into resentment and guilt. You can lose 
yourself, which is the worst thing you can do, Because 
then you hate others for what you've done to yourself.” 

Equally appealing for Depp was the film’s focus on 
the nature of prejudice. “In life we tend to judge people 
harshly by their appearance, whether they are over- 
weight, or what some might think ugly, or handicapped, 
- i tt SIR 


or mentally challenged. Sometimes these people are 
looked on as freaks because they’re different. What a lot 
of this film is saying is that they’re human beings.” 

Depp himself learned a lesson in appearances when 
he first met his co-star Darlene Cates, who plays his 
500-pound mother. 

“The first time I met Darlene, I mean, I saw she was a 
large woman, I saw the size, but instantly I looked be- 
yond that and saw this sweet face and these eyes, soulful 
eyes, and thought she was so beautiful. I had only seen a 
photograph of her and I didn’t know what to expect. I 
just knew the obvious things. I found Darlene to be so 
brave in that she was able to unravel her own emotions 
not only in front of some idiot actor from Hollywood 
but this crew and camera knowing it was going to be 
seen by a lot of people. That’s bravery. As an actress — 
especially for someone who’s never acted before — to 
give such a pure, organic performance. 

“There were things I had to say and do in the film 
that were kind of derogatory against her character. And 
we talked about that. I told her I have to do these things 
in order for us to come full circle. In order to see how 
ridiculous what I’m saying is, I have to say them. To see 
this resentment in this way. She understood that com- 
pletely.” 

One scene in particular bothered Depp. When Mom- 
ma leaves her house for the first time in years in order 
to rescue her son Arnie from the police, director Lasse 
Hallstrém has a shot-of the car tooling down the high- 
way with a pronounced list to one side. Audiences in- 
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variably laugh. Later, after she has faced down the 
mockery of the townspeople and rescued her boy, the 
shot is repeated. 

“I felt uncomfortable in the scene with the car being 
tilted like that because in a way I thought it was exploited 
and done for a laugh. But when you dig a little deeper 
into it, maybe that laugh was necessary in that spot. 
When she goes to the jail and gets her child and they 
drive back, the laugh isn’t there anymore. It’s like, here’s 
the thing, get over it now, and the rest is laugh-free.” 

Depp feels that his next role as Ed Wood in the Tim 
Burton film of the same name may also be laugh-free. 
The most derided film director in the history of cinema, 
Wood was an ex-Marine and cross-dresser who made 
such masterpieces of ineptitude as Plan 9 from Outer 
Space and Glen or Glenda. 

“You got these guys like the Medved Brothers with 
the Golden Turkey Awards who say that Ed Wood is the 
worst director of all time. They must be some kind of 
gods to say what’s good and what’s bad about someone 
who is honestly taking something he creates and putting 
it on film. I can’t say if it’s bad or good. It’s his art, his 
own art, and if it’s honest and it’s his, then it’s good. 

“In the face of incredible odds this guy remained opti- 
mistic and made his films and got them released when 
they said he couldn’t. All the while having his own inner 
life being a heterosexual transvestite. My favorite was 
his most personal statement, Glen or Glenda? He plays 
Glen. And Glenda.”

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Reality check 


Les Blair’s Bad Behavior 
is the stuff of everyday life

ristotle notwithstanding, 
most audiences don’t care 
to have their art imitate life. 
Reality is just too repetitive 
and unresolved to be enter- 
| taining. It doesn’t feature big-name stars; 
| it doesn’t even make sense. Undeterred, 
British filmmaker Les Blair attempts in 
Bad Behavior to film the closest thing to 
real life, the improvised tales of an ordi- 
| nary London couple and their daily trials, 
frustrations, and triumphs. It’s an infuriat- 
ing and delightful success, due largely to 
the impeccable performances of Sinéad 
Cusack and last year’s Academy Award 
Best Actor nominee for The Crying Game, 
Stephen Rea. 

Rea is Gerry McAllister, a Belfast-born 
city planner whose dry wit, grumpy cyni- 
cism, and wire-rim spectacles conceal a 
boyish zeal and warmhearted decency. 
Long aware of the diminishing returns of 
idealism, Gerry has settled on the not-so- 
quixotic crusade of obtaining a zoning 
permit for a trailer park inhabited by indi- 
gents. Aiding him is pert and earnest 
young Sophie (Saira Todd), whose youth, 
| beauty, and innocence stirs in him some- 
thing more than political enthusiasm. 

Meanwhile, back at home his wife, Ellie 
(Cusack), is still spunky but a bit peckish 
about the growing middle-class inertia’ of 
| theit lives. In particular she’s wearied of 
being the crisis control center for Gerry, 
their two sons, and such beleaguered 
friends as Jess (Claire Higgins), a depres- 
sive, self-pitying single mother whose pre- 
cocious teenage daughter despises her. 
The McAllisters’ worn-out home serves as 
a gathering spot for the benighted and the 
eccentric, including Howard Spink (Philip 
Jackson), a hilariously crooked real-estate 
developer and marginal acquaintance. He 
drops by. asks to use the loo, and points 
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out in passing that it and the building are 
collapsing. Ellie’s determination to get 
their bathroom modernized incites the 
film’s semblance of a plot. 

The venal, elusive Spink is Gerry’s an- 
tithesis. Whereas Gerry rides a bike and 
suffers attrition in his altruistic efforts to 
restore the city, Spink drives a sports car, 
talks on a cellular phone, and suffers attri- 
tion in his efforts to exploit the city. 
Among Spink’s sleazy connections are the 
Nunn brothers, Ray and Roy (Phil 
Daniels), building renovators whose in- 
competence and opacity compels them to 
collaborate, grudgingly and largely uncon- 
sciously, with Spink’s scams. As the house 
is threatened by the not-so-well-intended 
renovators, Gerry and Ellie are threatened 
by their own good intentions. Amid the 
bits and pieces of everyday life, of hang- 
overs, cups of tea, tedium, and witty con- 
versation, sudden treacheries and tempta- 
tions rend the complacent fabric, disclos- 
ing conflicts, disillusionment, and doubt. 

None of these issues is resolved: Bad 
Behavior is a masterpiece of anticlimax, 
with every situation left deftly unfulfilled. 
It’s like a low-rent version of Joyce’s 
Ulysses: things almost but never quite add 
up. For the most part all the understand- 
ing and self-realization has to come from 
the characters — and the audience. 

Bad Behavior can be delightful, but it 
can also be a lot of work. At times this is 
life sliced too thin; often the slender arti- 
fice seems about to fly apart. There’s also 
a chirpy undertow of near sit-com opti- 
mism, making the film come across like an 
unfortunate experiment by Woody Allen or 
a kind of “Mike Leigh Lite” — this is 
kindergarten stuff compared to the bad 
behavior in Naked. 

In many ways, it’s more the stuff of real 
life. Por allotheir_irkelligénce; Gerry and 
Ellie are children in a universe that’s sud- 
denly grown up around them; in the words 
of the comic strip that Gerry draws to 
amffse his kids and exalt himself, they are 
“trapped in a world not of his own mak- 
ing.” In fact, it’s a world yet to be made. 
As with most lives, it’s a bewildering pro- 
cess, but such are the performances by 
Rea and Cusack that Blair’s bathroom- 
sink realism rings true both as art and as 
life.

Olympic games 


Prometheus Dance light a 
fire and heat up the room

ike the Titan who stole fire 
from Olympus and gave it to 
man, Prometheus Dance 
takes unbridled energy and, 
through potent storytelling 
and a careful crafting of propulsive forms, 
hands it over to the audience as a wise but 
emotionally laden gift. That clashing of el- 
ements was on display at Suffolk Universi- 
ty’s C. Walsh Theatre. last weekend when 
| artistic director Diané Arvanites -Noya pre- 
| sented her troupe in five of her own works 
and two by company members. (Tommy 
Neblett contributed the articulate Ecstasies 
and Devotions, which, like a flipping coin, 
reveals now the in-your-face bravado, now 
the humbled, crumbling underside of mar- 
tyrdom in layers of akimbo arms and 
trembling knock-knees; and Karen Mur- 
phy added The House Next Door, a 
provocative tale of adultery and loss that 
would have worked better had the chore- 
ographer let. her anguished movements 
speak loudef than her actors’ facial ex- 
pressions.) The heat and light generated 
by the group’s seven explosive yet techni- 
cally refined performers was nearly 
enough to warm my way home through 
the night’s subzero temperatures. 

Particularly combustive were Arvanites- 
Noya’s three dance dramas: the seven-part 
Mango Street (a work in progress that will 
premiere in July), The Game (1989), and 
Straight to the Heart (1993), which pre- 
miered last year at Dance Umbrella’s first 
annual “Boston Moves” concert. 

Mango Street, which was inspired by 
writer Sandra Cisnero’s The House on 
Mango Street, combines song, instrumen- 
tals, eloquent and witty text, a spare set 
(stairs and four hanging window frames), 
and clever, rhythmic movement in a series 
of alternately passionate and playful vi- 
gnettes depicting private moments from a 
young woman’s life. They describe how 
she finds peace (“You see that cloud up 
there? That’s God.”), her reaction to a 
classmate’s being beaten by her father, 
embarrassment over old shoes, and the 
budding sexual feelings of her and her 
friends (“One day you wake up and there 
they are, ready and waiting, like a new 
Buick with the keys in the ignition,” says a 
boy about girls). 

The dances accompanying the turmoil 
and musings change character like shifting 
moods. A bump-and-grind group number 
with wide swinging legs and shimmying 
shoulders fits with the discovery of what 
boys are good for. A soloist plays against a 
trio, as all four launch into back kicks that 
resolve in extended back attitudes to ex- 
press a longing for escape from the clack- 
ing neighbors. And in a lively, funny seg- 
ment that’s all adolescent awkwardness 
and blossoming, three girls and one boy in 
stilettos first wobble and then slam into 


adulthood by pushing knees open with a 
hand, whamming crossed arms aé¢ross a 
gut, keeling over, and buzzing through a 
chorus line of kicks and crossed legs while 
lying on their backs. 

Far more bound in its emotional range, 
The Game plants its feet in the dark side of 
caring. Set to Alain Mallet’s music collage 
of drumbeats that throb like hearts and se- 
lections from the Art of Noise and the 
Rolling Stones, it’s a macabre rendition of 
musical chairs, where the point is not so 
much .t@ land_a seat, (the number.of chairs 
equals the number of players) as to seize 
power — through manipulation (sexual 
and otherwise), conniving, and brute force 
— by knocking a colleague’s chair out of 
the running when the music stops. 

The six dancers charge through their 
paces with the hardness of metal clanging 
against wood as they fly up off the chair 
seats and crash-land or slither through 
back rolls that end with splayed legs thrust 
through a chair’s open back. At regulated 
intervals, they sit tight and cross them- 
selves, faster and faster, in muttering sup- 
plication. But just as their game is the in- 
verse of play, their piety is prayer turned 
inside out: it’s aimed not at Heaven but at 
Hell. Everyone at this party is a loser.

Straight to the Heart is from a different 
world altogether; it’s down to earth rather 
than in the clouds or beneath the ground 
This piece joins three couples, six chairs, 
and several bouquets of flowers (they’re 
weapons or taunts more often than gifts) in 
an exploration of the conflicts — depen- 
dence, autonomy, narcissism, loss of 
boundaries — that beset various stages of a 
relationship. A non-stop tour de force of 
banging, swirling, entwining patterns, it in- 
corporates text from R.D. Laing’s Knots 
and ricochets to a relentless, driving score 
by Arvanites- Noya’s husband, Miguel Noya. 

The charged partnerships meld anger to 
love as each member struggles out of the 
eye of the storm. Their methods run the 
gamut: the women guide the bent-over 
men by their necks, walking them like 
dogs. They dive over the men’s shoulders 
(or vice versa). They slam into their guts. 
The men suspend the women above 
ground between their legs by crossing 
their arms and grasping their wrists; the 
women tread water helplessly. 

Arvanites-Noya excels at group works 
like these, where a quasi-narrative line 
brings her theatrical talents to the fore 
Less original are the duets on the roster: 
Me and Vinny Hart (1993), which tells of 
a playful, snapping love, with pecks for 
kisses, hat swipings, and raucous rolls and 
scramblings, and the cloying The Kiss 
(1990), where an entangled couple dip 
and turn while paying lip service to gen- 
der-bending moves. a

The ART knows What the Butler Saw

hat the Butler Saw is a 
bravura black farce at 
which you could die 
laughing — if you 
don’t get hit by a stray 
bullet. Right now, at the American Reper- 
tory Theatre, where the giddy goings-on 
have yet to break loose, it’s a bit of a slow 
dance on the killing ground. But the lethal 
possibility is definitely there, along with a 
merrily sinister yet naturalistic approach 
that underlines the play’s odd marriage of 
Feydeau and Kafka, its implication that, 


no matter how many doors present them- 
selves, there’s no escape from an irrational 
world ruled by deranged authority. 

Orton, of course, was no run-of-the- 
sex-mill British farceur, all winking “pinch 
and tickle.” Neither were his life and-death 
characterized by harmless sexual japes that 
all turned out right in the end. The gen- 
uinely subversive if Wilde-ly funny writer 
was bludgeoned to death, on the brink of 
bigtime success, by his longtime compan- 
ion, an uppity loser named Kenneth Halli- 
well. That was in 1967, two years before 
the world premiere of this his ultimate 
farce. What the Butler Saw is a comic ma- 
chine seemingly without an off switch, 
hurtling hellward with the precision of a 
Bulova. In the end, its characters are res- 
cued, but implausibly, by a dick-wielding 
deus ex machina in a leopard-skin dress. 

And that dress — like Most of the 
clothes in What the Butler’Saw, whose 
characters un- and cross-dress with alarm- 
ing alacrity — has been around. You might 
say that if Orton’s zanies could just keep 
their threads on, all would be well. The 
play’s spiraling events are, after all, set in 
motion when a remarkably naive secretarial

ertrude Stein would 
probably say, “Play is a 
play is a play.” But then 
she never saw Win 
Wells’s Gertrude Stein 
and a Companion, which might have 


made her rethink the proposition. An 
act of homage to Stein and her lover Alice 
B. Toklas, the script reduces their relation- 
ship to a docile love-in, a game of lesbian 
pattycake. With nary a hint that Stein and 
Toklas could be difficult, let along impos- 
sible, Gertrude Stein and a Companion 
comes off as a PC valentine to a pair of 
cuddly cubists. 

To make the dynamic duo so bland, 
Wells has to ignore a shared life filled 
with struggle both personal and political. 
Stein was a female in a male society, an 
American in a French society, a Jew in a 
Christian society, a writer in a painters’ 
society, and a lesbian in a heterosexual 
society. As critic Edmund Wilson ob- 
served, Stein’s sexuality and outsider sta- 
tus were intimately connected to her lin- 
guistic experiments, whose childlike sur- 
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applicant agrees to strip for a job interview 
at the psychiatric clinic where the action is 
set. But then, in a therapeutic milieu where 
the stated aim is not to cure but to “liberate 
and exploit” madness, there’s little chance 
of anyone’s keeping his wits, much less his 
costume, about him. What director David 
Wheeler achieves at the ART — though he 
misses the delirium that would push the 
script into the comic stratosphere — is a 
breezy logic that extends from that first,

highly unlikely disrobing to the final “Let 
us put our clothes on and face the world,” 
whieh is spoken by the play’s most auto- 
cratic lunatic as the others, bloody but un- 
bowed, scale their way out of an Aristo- 
phanean cuckoo’s nest like escapees from 
The Poseidon Adventure. 

Moreover, though Derek McLane’s 
chrome-and-green Skinner box of a set is 
both clinical and surreal, Wheeler and com- 
pany keep the absurd goings-on realistic 
enough to be scary — as if the characters 


realism often masked emotions and de- 
sires, subversive and erotic, of great in- 
tensity. Like many of her fellow mod- 
ernists, Stein wrote in code: a dramatiza- 
tion of her relationship with Toklas 
would offer a perfect opportunity to ex- 
plore how Stein’s opaque art expressed 
her life and how her life provoked her art. 
Toklas served Stein’s every whim, but 
Wells doesn’t go beyond the clichés of 
domination and submission to ask 
whether Stein needed Toklas not just as a 
cheerleader for her ego but as the inspi- 
ration for her writing. 

Gertrude Stein and a Companion in- 
cludes some of the well-worn gossip, the

stories about Hemingway (who hated | 


Toklas and was despised by her in turn), 
Picasso, and Matisse. These tales were 
served up much more entertainingly sev- 
eral years ago in a one-woman show 
starring Pat Carroll, who glossed over 
Stein’s art and sexuality by turning the 
salon hostess into a friendly yenta. To- 
day, a dramatist has the freedom — if 
not the artistic obligation — to draw 
Stein and Toklas as both intellectual and 
sensual beings. American notions about 
the relativity of perceptions crossed the 
Atlantic via Stein, who conveyed them to 
Picasso. Alas, Wells deals with none of 
Stein’s challenging, if sometimes cock- 
eyed, ideas. As for the couple’s passion, 
it barely goes beyond a couple of kisses. 
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were caught in a sex-and-snakepit night- | 
mare that makes perfect sense until you | 
wake up, a textbook anxiety dream in which 
a game of “doctor” turns ugly. At the ART, | 
the weaponry even escalates, with fiendishly 
brandished syringes, in the hands of mega- | 
lomaniacal and/or randy shrinks, giving 
way to more deadly weapons and, eventual- 
ly, to a case of ketchup’s worth of astonish- 
ingly undaunting carnage. 

The key to the anxiety buttressing the 
farce in this production is Elizabeth Mar- 
vel’s chirpy, childlike Geraldine Barclay, 
whose botched seduction gets the ball in 
this ballsy send-up rolling. Miss Barclay is, | 
unless you count the earnest policeman who | 
shows up seeking the missing penis of a 
detonated statue of Sir Winston Churchill, | 
the play’s only innocent. The other charac- 
ters — genial enough except for the Freudi- 
ana-obsessed representative of “Her Majes- 
ty’s government, your immediate superior | 
in madness,” Dr. Rance — include the 
lecherous if hapless Dr. Prentice; his wife, a 
liquor-swilling nymphomaniac; and her lat- 
est partner in debauchery, a hotel bellboy 
who is also a blackmailer and child mo- | 
lester. But Marvel creates a wide-eyed sense | 
of real apprehension that, though grease for | 
the comic works and not without an accom- | 
panying bravery, is affecting. 

Wheeler also makes the wise decision to | 
stage What the Butler Saw, despite its time- | 
spanning theme that all the world’s a mad- 
house, as a period piece. The ’60s setting | 
helps to make the sexism oiling the machine | 
less offensive — that and the knowledge 
that Orton, nothing if not egalitarian, means 
no offense. He’s merely having his way with 
cliché (though that didn’t stop the opening- 
night audience from hissing outright at 
Rance’s statement that saying “no” when 
one means “yes” is “elementary female psy- 
chology”). Anyway, the minis and garter 
belts, the whiff of Mandy Rice-Davies, root 
Orton’s celebrated naughtiness in an age 
where it was doubtless more shocking. 

The ART actors, though they could use 
a little goosing, are game and believable, 
investing Orton’s epigrammatic outrages 
with matter-of-factness and zing. Thomas 
Derrah’s bespectacled Dr. Prentice sug- 
gests Alec Guinness’s George Smiley, 
horny, panic-stricken, but not without dig- 
nity. Alvin Epstein invests that omnipotent 
sicko Dr. Rance, who’s out to strap every- 
one into a Freudian soaper, with a bedside 
brusqueness that plays against his de- 
rangement, making him dangerous. Mar- 
garet Gibson manages to seem classy, de- 
spite cavorting leggily about in black 
skivvies while throwing herself at men and 
bottles. Benjamin Evett combines edge 
with innocence as the aggressively avail- | 
able bellboy, and William Young is very | 
funny as the policeman apparently willing 
to submit to anything in the line of duty. 

As for What the Butler Saw’s most infa- 
mous prop, the plaster private part deleted 
from the original London production, it’s | 
impressive — though not, apparently, | 
based on any intimate knowledge of Sir 
Winston Churchill. Rather, the organ, it has 
come to my attention via faxed ART shop 
drawings, is modeled, with a bit of inflation, | 
on that of Michelangelo’s David. Which 
should convince you that What the Butler 
Saw, for all its impish tawdriness, is art. OQ 


Wells’s dramatic structure, which cuts | 
time into cubist bits, also confuses | 
and/or flattens. The play begins with | 
Stein’s death and then jumps about, with | 
little rhyme or reason. What’s more, | 
Stein hangs around in ghost form, re- 
peatedly intoning lines such as “Dead is 
dead.” | 

The Triangle production is as stillborn | 
as Wells’s script. Apart from a scrim bear- | 
ing Picasso’s 1906 portrait of Stein, the | 
set is undernourished. The lighting hops 
around haplessly, trying to distinguish the | 
past from the present and the future. | 
Monica Tecca’s Stein is a stereotypical | 
English butler; Chandra Pieragostini’s | 
more modulated Toklas gets lost in old- | 
age shtick. Although director Kate Caffrey 
evokes a banal, Steinlike surface, she for- 
gets to add the writer’s sudden infusions 
of passion — the production whacks the 
same elegiac note throughout its two 
hours. 

Still, Wells’s determination to make the 
writer and her lover gay role models 
doesn’t give the actresses or the director 
a fighting chance. Contrary to Gertrude 
Stein and a Companion, Stein and Toklas 
would have been the last to accept roles 
as canned lesbian heroines: they were far 
too independent, complex, and ornery for 
that. Is anyone really interested in seeing 
Toklas as the wind beneath Stein’s 
wings? Q

Claire Bloom hopes to make 
The Cherry Orchard flower 





by Carolyn Clay 


laire Bloom’s earrings are 

big stars. That makes 

three of them across the 

table from me at Casa- 

blanca — if you don’t 
count Bogie and Bergman. And the still- 
luminous Bloom, who was rescued from 
suicide by Charlie Chaplin in the 1952 
Limelight and sweet-talked over her hus- 
band’s dead body by Laurence Olivier in 
the 1955 Richard III, has been a big star 
since Casablanca was a kid. She has 
worked with the best and slept with the fa- 
mous (but you just try getting her to talk 
about that). She has been married to 
Philip Roth and Rod Steiger and, before 
that, was the woman for whom everyone 
thought Burton would leave Sybil. Cur- 
rently, though, this glittering cog in the 
constellation of thespian royalty has, for 
the first time in her career, taken up mem- 
bership in an American regional rep com- 
pany. She’s playing Madame Ranevskaya 
in the American Repertory Theatre pro- 
duction of Chekhov’s The Cherry Orchard 
(in repertory through February 27). And 
her co-stars, if less than legendary, are at 
least cutting down trees rather than push- 
ing up daisies. 

This is not Bloom’s first outing as 
Chekhov’s hothouse flower of an orchard 
owner, who loses her childhood home be- 
cause she fails to heed the twanging harp 
string of progress. She played the role in 
1981 at England’s Chichester Festival. But 
repeating a great role, the actress says, is 
an experience she relishes. “I like it; I 
think it makes the second time you do it 
richer. You are so at home with the char- 
acter, and you know her so well. But I 
think this production and performance are 
so completely different. I had something to 
begin with, but I’ve changed it completely. 

“I think my view of Ranevskaya — I 
had rather accepted the conventional view 
that she’s a frivolous woman, with a past. 
This time I realize there’s nothing at all 
frivolous about her. She’s suffered deeply 
and dreadfully. She’s gone out into the 
world, she’s left the family and adventured 
and been beaten about by the world. But 
she’s a brave woman and she goes on. 
That they have no sense of money, no 
sense of business — a lot of people don’t, 
it doesn’t necessarily make them frivolous. 

“She literally doesn’t know what 
Lopakhin [the crude but financially sharp 
former serf who buys the property out 
from under Ranevskaya] is talking about. I 
don’t either — “Twenty-five percent this, 
and knock down the cherry orchard and 
knock down the house and invest in sum- 


mer cottages.’ It’s so far from anything 
she would ever imagine, she simply 
doesn’t understand, misunderstands, until 
it’s too late, what he’s talking about. But 
she’s not a frivolous woman; she’s just not 
a woman with a good business sense. And 
when people start to talk to her about 
things that don’t interest her, like the busi- 
ness thing and the mortgage, she just 
switches off.” In her 1982 autobiography, 
Limelight and After, Bloom summed up 
Ranevskaya’s tragic flaw, rather elegantly, 
I thought, as “a deep and unforgivable 
inattentiveness.” Consequential, as it turns 
out, but hardly a hanging crime. 

Indeed, the actress seems genuinely 
fond of her arguably shallow character — 
though she says that sort of cuddling up’s 
by no means necessary. “I do like her, 
enormously. But that’s just a very Ameri- 
can conception, that everyone has to like 
and be liked. ‘Have a good day.’ ‘Every- 
thing’s nice.’ There’s no reason to 
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Night, she’s done precious little of it — as 
evinced by what she thinks is boffo. “I’ve 
done parts that are funny,” she maintains. 
“I mean, Nora in A Doll’s House — the 
first act’s very amusing. You know, lots of 
laughs. And Blanche du Bois is extremely 
funny itt her way. She’s funny in her ec- 


- centricities, and she’s funny in her situa- 


tion, strangely enough, although Street- 
car’s certainly not considered a funny play. 
No, I haven’t done comedies, per se, 
though I'd like to have done. But there’s a 
certain kind of lightness and charm that I 
enjoy doing very much.” 

Okay, so Bloom’s not a likely moll for 
Mel Brooks: “I have no gift for that.” But 
her Nora, who fraternized on film with 
Anthony Hopkins and Sir Ralph Richard- 
son, and her Blanche, for which she won 
three major British acting awards, are 
among the highlights of the actress’s ca- 
reer. Agreeing with the critics, Bloom 
throws in her Juliet — called the greatest 
they had seen by Kenneth Tynan and EI- 
liot Norton — to make up the big three. 

Actually, the actress — though ap- 
proaching 63 and possessed of an inter- 
view demeanor closer to Brideshead Revis- 
ited than to the Capulet balcony — is still 
playing Juliet, in one of the three solo 
Shakespeare shows she designed for her- 
self and with which she tours the country. 
(She appeared most recently in these parts 
in early December, in Shakespeare’s Wom- 
en in Love, under the auspices of the Cam- 
bridge Theatre Company at the Hasty 
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Pudding Theatre.) “I started out doing the | 


one;” she says — at least in part because 
she had had enough of sitting by the 
phone waiting for group-acting offers. “I 
didn’t know they were going to be so suc- 
cessful, frankly. And then I decided to do 
another. And then I thought, ‘Well, I’ve 
enjoyed the places I’ve gone to. Maybe I 
can go back to them if I do a third.’ ” 
Three, however, is her limit, Bloom 
says. And though she has performed one 
of the Shakespeare pieces at the Edin- 
burgh Festival, she has no intention of 
schlepping the solo outings around her 
native land. “They have plenty of Shake- 
speare in England; they don’t need it.” 
There are also, however, Silenced Wom- 
en, the theater piece rooted in the poetry 
of Russian greats Anna Akhmatova and 
Marina Tsvetayeva, and Bloom’s one- 





woman, four-hour rendering of Anna | 
Karenina. The beautifully spoken actress | 
also appears regularly with chamber and | 
symphony orchestras; at the Brooklyn | 
Academy of Music in March, she will per- | 
form in the American premiere of the | 


Medea by 18th-century Czech composer 
Jiri Benda. 

Of these lone and chamber outings, 
the reserved but candid star — who has 
no truck with Broadway, either the prod- 
uct or the neighborhood — observes, 
“I'd rather act with people, but there 
aren’t too many Cherry Orchards. And 
I’d rather act by myself than in some of 
what I’ve seen.” Q 





like the character, but you do have 
to understand them.” 

To that end, the genteel Bloom 
is more than willing to explore 
Madame Ranevskaya’s floozy side, 
as suggested in a recent essay by 
the critic Richard Gilman. “I 
thought it was a very interesting 
essay. He was interesting when he 
talked about her vulgarity, that 
there’s a coarse side to her. And 
there is. Not coarse — cutting. 
They say about her, ‘She’s an im- 
moral woman. You can see it in the 
way she moves.’ And I try to do 
that. I think it’s a very important 
part of her. She’s a woman who’s 
lived in the world, in the world of 
sex and men, and it has coarsened 
her slightly.” 

About whether The Cherry Or- 
chard is a comedy, as Chekhov in- 
sisted, or a lament, as Stanislavsky 
pissed him off by staging it, Bloom 
has this to say. “It’s a tragicomedy. 
It’s a comedy in the Shakespearean 
sense, I suppose, because some of 
those plays are very sad too. They 
just don’t end in death and de- 
struction. It does end in destruc- 
tion, indeed, but the characters 
seem to revitalize themselves and 
feel they’ll go on. In that sense, it’s 
a comedy. And some of it is very 
funny. People who are very serious 
about themselves can be very fun- 
ny. People who are very overemo- 
tional can be very funny. It’s 
ridiculous more than funny.” 

Of course, Claire Bloom’s no- 
tions of comedy are bound to be 
circumscribed; apart from Twelfth 
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she’s just not a woman with a good business sense.”

Sartorial misrepresentation notwithstand- 
ing, the on-the-spot thespians (who bill 
themselves as “Boston’s only gay improv 
comedy troupe”) are deftly open to audi- 
ence suggestions and suggestiveness alike. 

What does it mean to be a gay improv 
troupe? In the case of Naked Brunch, 
whose good-natured inventiveness grows 
out of its search for peculiar comic 
premises as well as appreciation for the 
lifestyle of its perpetrators, it means that 
the sketches frequently employ imaginary 
scenarios from the gay dating scene. In 
one case, a deranged version of TV’s The 
Dating Game, one boy is whisked away 
while the audience is asked to make up an 
offputting habit for the other. The pair are 
reunited for a “first date,” in which we

— the perfect springboard for an angry 
little rock number. The surprise came 
when I finally heard the tune (“Precious 
Things,” from Little Earthquakes), and it 
was something else altogether: a piano bal- 
lad with a tender-sounding vocal. The line 
was indeed there, but the setting was so 
lush that one was likely to miss it. 

That’s the big contradiction about Tori 
Amos. And it’s even more pronounced on 
her second album, Under the Pink (out 
this week on Atlantic), which sets a num- 
ber of big questions about sex and God — 
and in at least one song, sex with God — 
to piano-based pop that’s pretty at worst, 
actively gorgeous at best. On first listen, 
the mix doesn’t make sense, especially if 
you're used to hearing heavy topics ad- 
dressed in heavier-sounding music. But 
the more one listens, the more Amos gets 
under your skin. Sure, there’s any number 
of female indie rockers who can outdo her 
for radicalism, but what Amos makes is 
pop of unusual charm and intelligence, 
and there’s not a whole lot wrong with 
that. 

Save for the cheeky single “God” (with 
the memorable chorus of “God, some- 
times you just don’t come through/Do you 
need a woman to look after you?”), the 
new album has richer melodies and more- 


oblique lyrics than its predecessor. Having 
dealt with the big issues (rape, child 
abuse) on the last album, she’s more of an 
impressionist here, particularly on the sec- 
ond half, where she takes a sharp turn 
away from upbeat pop. The cabaret-styled 
“Cornflake Girl” leads into a quartet of 
ballads, where some provocative lyric ideas 
are again couched in deceptively lovely 
tunes. When God turns up again, as a pe- 
ripheral character in “Icicle,” she suggests 
that the real problem with Jesus is that He 
can't necessarily make you come. 

The musical comparisons she drew last 
time — Elton John (specifically pre-glitter, 
deep-thinking Madman Across the Water 
Elton) and Kate Bush (to whom she bears 
a remarkable vocal resemblance) still ap- 
ply. But Bush’s preference for sexual 
themes gets more gimmicky with each al- 
bum; Amos brings some honesty and ur- 
gency to the subject without relying on it 
too heavily. To be sure, there’s a fair 
amount of aural erotica here. She knows 
the value of a well-placed gasp, an audible 
draw of breath, a shivery run up the key- 
board. But the album’s real charms come 
on a subtler, interpersonal level. When the 
rock trappings fall away and leave you 
with Amos’s voice, her piano, and a layer 
or two of strings, it’s seductive in more 
ways than one. 

“These songs just kind of took me by 
the shoulders, threw me up against a wall 
and said, ‘Get down at the piano and do it, 
babe,’ ” she explains over the phone. “The 
difference is that Little Earthquakes was 
about acknowledging things, some of 
which I hadn’t looked at for 15 years, 
maybe longer. After I did the tour and 
sang those songs quite a bit, I had to deal 


with what happens after you sit around the 
table with people and everyone says, ‘I 
know what that’s like.’ And it’s like an 
Agree commercial; they say, ‘We all feel 
better,’ and they all go home, and you’re 
left sitting there alone. I had to wake up in 
the morning and say, ‘Now I have to apply 
all this to my life.’ How do you start walk- 
ing your talk, as my grandfather would 
say? My concept of things just changed, 
and it never got resolved, it just keeps 
changing.” 

There is, however, one thrilling outburst 
on the new album. “The Waitress” is 
about a woman who succeeded in getting 
on Amos’s nerves, and it begins as softly 
and gently as the rest of the disc. “So | 
want to kill this waitress/If I did it fast, 
you know, that’s an act of kindness,” she 
confides. Then the drums and a big, grisly 
fuzz bass (improbably played by New Or- 
leans funk legend George Porter of the 
Meters) come crashing in, and Amos’s 
voice jumps into an operatic high register: 
“But I believe in peace! But I believe in 
peace, bitch!” It’s a nifty rocker, some- 
thing she should try more often. But after 
she set an unsettling lyric about the after- 
math of a rape (“Me and a Gun,” from 
Little Earthquakes) to an almost soothing 
tune, it seems odd that she’d save her an- 
griest music for a relatively trivial subject. 

So what happened, Tori — did she 
burn your scrambled eggs? “Well, I can’t 
tell you exactly what she did. But what’s 
important to me was the fact that I 
thought I had my emotions under control, 
I thought I’d worked on stuff. And here a 
woman friend, that’s ‘friend’ in quotes, 
had pushed me to the point where she’d 
totally controlled every cell of my being. 


yummy to me. 


“So I said to myself, ‘He-looo honey, | 
weren’t you kind of on the other team for | 
a while?’ How can I point my finger at | 


people in a self-righteous way when I’ve 


felt the same things in my lifetime? The | 
only difference is that there’s something | 
within us that stops us from taking that | 


step. If I was to cross that line and kill her, 
that would be taking my choices away, and 
I’d be tying myself and that person togeth- 
er. Even though someone like her can be 
the slime under the turd under the scum.” 
Is this charming woman likely to hear the 


song? “Probably. But I doubt she’ll even 


know it’s about her.” 


It’s often books and films, as much as | 


real-life experiences, that provide Amos 
with song angles. Although she actually

did survive a sexual assault, “Me and a | 
Gun” wasn’t written until she’d relived the | 


experience via Thelma & Louise. An album | 


later, Amos observes that Under the Pink 
still also “has to do with betrayal and vio- 


| 


lence between women. And I think that the | 
patriarchy is indelibly intertwined with the | 
reason women betray each other. There | 


are no good guys here; everybody’s part of 
the mess as far as that goes. 


“I'd been reading Possessing the Secret | 
of Joy, by Alice Walker, which brought a | 
lot of things up in me about betrayal — | 


whether it’s a mother selling her daughter 


to butchers who remove their genitals [as | 
happens in the book] or something more | 


subtle. The song ‘Cornflake Girl’ came out 
of that. That’s something you see every 
day, where women can be more vicious to 
each other than you can imagine. Betrayal 
by men doesn’t bother me as much be- 
cause — and don’t take this wrong, now 
— because it doesn’t surprise me when 
that happens.” 

Is the average listener likely to pick up 
these powerful subtexts? “Maybe not, but 
that’s okay. There’s a lot of layers to these 
songs, and it’s not all about meaning. I 


don’t know if you can get most of | 


Prokofiev's stuff and that doesn’t even 
have words, but there is an emotion. that 
gets you on a soul level. You’ve got to 
work a little harder on this album and get 
into your own intuition. 

“But there’s one song where I, give, it all 
to you, and that’s ‘Icicle.’ That’s about a 
girl who goes to a Catholic school and she 


has to masturbate to survive. They tell her | 


things like, ‘When you put this wafer into 
you, you’re going to feel much better.’ 


And she. feels like, ‘Actually, if I put my | 


own hand on this little warm spot right 
here, I think I’m gonna feel a lot better.’ 
There, was that one explicit enough?” 
Well, yes. And so’s her explanation of 
the religious subtext in her songs. “I was 
reading Holy Blood, Holy Grail and The 
Last Temptation of Christ, and reading 


that has become like a 12-step program | 


for me. A big thing was the relationship 
between Jesus and Mary Magdalene, 
which doesn’t often get talked about. 
What it comes back to is knowing that 
what we’ve been taught as gospel really 
isn’t. I do know what isn’t gospel, and I’ll 
tell you why: for God to say, ‘I'll send my 
only son’ — and the son looks a certain 


way, is a certain race, and yet he created | 


other people? For God to say, ‘I put him 


on earth to experience this life, and yet he | 
can’t soil his dinky with a babe?’ No, | 


Brett, he would not have done it.” 


Which is why she counters my suggestion | 


that “God” is one of the album’s lighter 


tracks. “That's a pretty heavy idea for | 
someone like me, from a strict Methodist | 
background [her father is a North Carolina | 
minister]. To just go up to God and say, | 
‘Sit down, you need a babe.’ But I think the | 
humor is a good approach to things, be- | 


cause you don’t get anywhere being a 
Viking. For me it was just addressing the 


fact that the whole patriarchal system that | 
we've lived with for thousands of years isn’t | 
doing that good a job.” I nod agreement | 
over the phone. “Good. Then we can be on 


the same Viking boat together.” 


It seems there’s no shortage of writers | 


who'd be glad to take Amos up on that of- 
fer. Looking through her press kit, one 
finds a lot of enthused pieces by (mostly) 
male writers that read like thinly veiled 
marriage proposals. “No, you’re not seri- 
ous? I didn’t know I got those. But I am 
getting letters from this one guy who 
wants to sit me down and read the Lord’s 
Prayer to me 17 times a day. I think he 
wants to hit me with the Bible, or maybe 
caress me with the Bible and save me from 
the Devil. But I think that the Devil was 
saved from me a long time ago.” QO

at jazz educator’s

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GERI ALLEN: her quintet, with its out-of-tempo sequences, breathed like a living organism. 


rom the outside, it might 
have looked like a jazz festi- 
val: three nights of concerts 
with headlining names like 
Joe Henderson, Joshua Red- 
man, Geri Allen, Marcus Roberts, and T.S. 
Monk. But from the inside, it was more 
like a portable University of Jazz. There 
were clinics and panel discussions on ev- 
erything from Afro-Cuban rhythm to jazz 
radio. Walking the halls you could run into 
Ellington scholar John Hasse or former 
Tonight Show drummer Ed Shaughnessy. 
| In fact, the place was so lousy with jazz 
legends that the topics of some events 
needed no other explanation than a name: 
“5 p.m. Hynes Room 207: Urbie Green 
Clinic.” 

The event was the 21st International As- 
sociation of Jazz Educators Conference, 
held last weekend at the Hynes Conven- 
tion Center and adjoining Sheraton Bos- 
ton Hotel. Its 4000 or so participants in- 
cluded students and teachers, publishers 








and booking agents, and an international 
array of jazz talent. There was also the 
requisite trade-show aspect, with one hall 
given over to booths for exhibitors. But as 
Either/Orchestra honcho Russ Gershon 
pointed out, “This is the only music trade 
show I’ve been to that’s about music.” 

Cuban drummer Ignacio Berroa opened 
his Saturday-afternoon clinic on “Afro- 
Cuban & Brazilian Rhythms” with “Good 
afternoon, my real name is Ricky Ricardo, 
and I love Lucy.” For the next hour, 
Berroa not only debunked popular con- 
ceptions of Latin music but demonstrated 
various permutations of clavé, the synco- 
pated two-bar rhythmic figure that is its 
foundation. He also had some fancy assis- 
tance from conga master Giovanni Hidal- 
go, pianist Danilo Perez, and saxist 
George Garzone. Berroa’s conclusion: 
“There is no mystery about this music. 
You don’t have to be Cuban to play it, but 
you do have to do a lot of listening.” 

It was at times odd to see the jazz tradi-

How the Regattabar 
builds its annual jazz fest 


by Jon Garelick 


alking with veteran local jazz 

promoter Fenton Hollander 

about his new schedule at the 

Regattabar of the Charles 

Hotel is like talking with a 
chess master who combines cautious de- 
liberation with creative impulse as he pon- 
ders every move. You can’t blame him. In 
the delicate ecosystem of Boston’s jazz- 
club scene, Hollander — and jazz at the 
Regattabar — is a survivor. 

On the eve of unveiling the R-Bar’s 
ninth anniversary schedule, Hollander is 
both philosophical and pragmatic about 
his club’s niche. Places like the old Char- 
lie’s Tap “could do the avant-garde better 
than anybody else,” he explains. The R- 
Bar itself has had various flings with the 
avant-garde, including an artistically bril- 
liant but financially disastrous appearance 
by Lester Bowie’s Brass Fantasy last 
spring. In the upcoming R-Bar winter- 
spring “Festival” (sponsored by the 
Phoenix and WFNX), Hollander has 
booked progressive contemporary acts like 
Dave Holland’s new quartet (with vibist 
| Steve Nelson, February 17-19), the Char- 


lie Kohlhase Quintet (February 10), the 
Either/Orchestra (March 3), guitarist 
John Abercrombie’s trio (March 17-18), 
the Geri Allen-Wallace Roney Quartet 


tion so codified by academic trappings; 
this music of the clubs and after-hours 
joints is now taught the way “creative writ- 
ing” is taught. You used to learn your 
chops at jam sessions or as a section man 
in a big band; now you learn them by 
studying with a master at Berklee. 

No matter. The theme of continuity, in 
an art form whose continuity was severely 
threatened by rock and pop, pervaded the 
show. In a centerpiece event, new NEA 
chair Jane Alexander presented the En- 
dowment’s 12-year-old American Jazz 
Masters Awards (of $20,000 each) to 
Louis Bellson, Ahmad Jamal, and Carmen 
McRae (who was unable to attend because 
of illness). Despite the smarm of Alexan- 
der’s introduction, the theme of continuity 
was touchingly emphasized by Bellson 
when he accepted his award “on behalf of 
Chick Webb, Jo Jones, Big Sid Catlett, 
Max Roach, Art Blakey,” and other drum- 
ming greats. 

The concerts showed off jazz at its rote- 


Brubeck’s audience overlaps with the clas- 
sical audience (Hollander has produced a 
New Year’s Day performance by Boston 
Baroque) as well as with the R-Bar ap- 
pearance of the New Black Eagle Jazz 
Band with Butch Thompson (March 20). 
On the other hand, no science is perfect. 
As Hollander points out, the “too-broad 
category for contemporary jazz” includes 
both Gary Burton and Lester Bowie. 

The schedule this year also includes the 
usual international heavyweights: John 
McLaughlin (April 10, in the Charles 
Ballroom), Joe Henderson (April 12-16), 
McCoy Tyner (April 27-May 1), and 
Sonny Rollins (April 29, Ballroom). But

(March 19-20), and the Frank Carl- 
berg Trio (May 10).. But on the 
whole, he says, “Our audience doesn’t 
focus on the avant-garde, so we don’t 
focus on that.” 

How does Hollander know? Be- 
cause in the 23 years he’s operated 
his Water Music production compa- 
ny, he’s gradually become a master of 
direct-mail marketing and, by exten- 
sion, database technology. This year’s 
R-Bar schedule (which was to be an- 
nounced at a press conference on 
Wednesday) could go out to more 
than 30,000 subscribers — given 
Hollander’s. budget and the postage 
rate. 

“Particular audiences are loosely la- 
beled on our database according to 
what they come to,” he says. “Some 
are omnivores: they come to whatever 
we have in print, and their program 
code is long because they come to so 
many things.” So this year, Hollander 
says he pursued Dave Brubeck (Jan- 
uary 21) because he knew that

form academic worst and at 
its unpredictable best. Typical 
was the performance by mas- 
ter of ceremonies Billy Taylor. 
He played with impressive 
support (drummer Carl Allen 
and bassist Chip Jackson), 
but his piano was bebop-by- 
numbers, his left hand pump- 
ing out that spare chordal ac- 
companiment, his right taking 
those trumpet-style runs. It 
was perfect playing — and 
who cared? It wasn’t until the 
final “The Man I Love” that 
he came alive, with stabbing 
left-hand figures, simultane- 
ous melodies running in right 
and left, and asymmetrical 
breaks in his lines. 

But that’s jazz today for 
you. As I think trombonist 
Jimmy Knepper once said, no- 
body’s solos are that good. 
Composition and ensemble 
interaction have to pull more 
weight. Otherwise all you’re 
left with are the familiar pat- 
terns of guys running the 
changes (or playing their 
Coltrane-inspired arpeggios) 
— something only a jazz edu- 
cator could love. 

T.S. Monk’s band seemed 
to play nothing but solos un- 
til “Crepuscule with Nellie,” 
when Ronnie Mathews’s left 
hand, Scott Colley’s bowed 
bass, and Bobby Porcelli’s 
baritone sax gave a rich bot- 
tom to a tune whose close 
harmonies are foolproof 
when well played. Harvie 
Swartz and Sheila Jordan 
proved that a bass-vocal duo 
can be an ensemble. In his best pieces, 
solo pianist Marcus Roberts became an 
ensemble of one, making public excur- 
sions to that private place in his music 
where Debussy, Chopin, and James P. 
Johnson meet. Even mighty Joe Hender- 
son, this year’s king of jazz, played out a 
string of solos that grew tired. 

Pianist Geri Allen’s quintet, with its 
out-of-tempo sequences, breathed like a 
living organism. She, bassist Rodney 
Whitaker, and drummer Gregory 
Hutchinson maintained a narrative ten- 
sion even in the free-est passages. And 
Redman, fronting a stellar quartet, 
brought his funk and high-bebop fusion 
to new levels. His a cappella intro to 
Sonny Rollins’s “St. Thomas” felt com- 
posed on the spot, a few simple motifs 
serving as hallmarks for a solo that alter- 
nated funky licks with perfectly articulat- 
ed runs and false-note wails.

even here there are surprises. McLaughlin, 
for instance, will be dropping his recent 
acoustic approach and will return to elec- 
tric guitar. His new trio, called Free Spir- 
its, includes young Hammond-B3 organ 
phenom Joey DeFrancesco and drummer 
Dennis Chambers — an instrumentation 
that recalls the historic Tony Williams 
Lifetime of the late ‘60s with organist Lar- 
ry Young. Henderson has been touring 
with the all-star quartet that hit the Ball- 
room for a one-nighter last year. In April, 
he'll hit the smaller R-Bar with a piano- 
less trio (the great bassist and drummer 
George Mraz and Al Foster join him). 

There are other perennials. Burton and 
vocalist Rebecca Parris have long been reg- 
ulars on the R-Bar schedule. This year they 
get together for a special Ballroom Valen- 
tine’s Day concert to celebrate their new 
GRP album, /t’s Another Day, on February 
11. The all-star quintet includes longtime 
Burton protégé Mokoto Ozone on piano. 

There’s also a healthy dose of blues on 
the schedule, Chicago harp great James 
Cotton comes in with pianist Dave Maxwell 
and Texas blues guitarist Johnny Nicholas 
on February 12, Vocalist Jimmy Wither- 
spoon comes in with Maxwell’s trio March 
29-30. In the blues/R&B/jazz crossover 
department, Roomful of Blues arrive on 
March 5 (with room left for dancing), and 
Ruth Brown is here on March 23-27. 

But Hollander does have his eye on 
more than the bottom line: “When we 
brought in Steve Kuhn with Ron Carter 
and Al Foster, it wasn’t just that J thought 
they were good. It was also seeing an au- 
dience who knew they were good and 
knew why.” _

WIDE-OPEN JAR 


| More than any of the other Seattle 
| bands that got saddled with the post- 
| Nirvana alterna-grunge label, Alice in 
| Chains truly didn’t deserve it. Their 


first album, 1990’s Facelift, was a 


| straight shot of glam metal. For all its 
| grungy, slow-grind riffing and dreary 
| heroin imagery, ’92’s Dirt merely re- 


moved the glam. Sure, singer Layne 


| Staley was wearing lots of flannel as 
| Dirt made its way up the charts, but 
| so was my dad. And yes, the band did 
| contribute a tune to the grunge-sam- 
| pler Singles soundtrack the same year 
| and even jumped on the Lollapalooza 
| bandwagon last summer. But Singles 
| also featured Heart as the Lovemon- 


gers covering Led Zeppelin’s “Battle 
of Evermore,” and Lollapalooza sim- 
ply ain’t what it used to be. 

Which leaves Alice in Chains right 
where they’ve always wanted to be, in 
mid stride on the stairway to hard- 


| rock heaven with a new seven-song 


EP that should dispel any lingering 
doubts about their grunge/punk 


| roots. Recorded during a one-week 


break between Lollapalooza and a 
world tour, Jar of Flies (Columbia) 


| indulges the band’s art-rock leanings, 
| showcasing a more inviting, accessi- 


ble side of their sound. 

The dark, brooding atmosphere of 
Dirt still hovers over Jar of Flies, but 
Staley has abandoned his heroin fixa- 
tion in favor of more ambiguous sor- 
rows. (Every band should limit them- 
selves to one album of drug-addic- 
tion-recovery-inspired angst.) And 
despite the acoustic-guitar orienta- 
tion, guitarist Jerry Cantrell, the 
group’s primary composer/arranger, 
hasn’t forsaken the “heavy” part of 
heavy metal: baroque vocal har- 
monies, ominous minor-key melo- 
dies, and sweeping, orchestral flour- 
ishes are still the main tools of his 
trade. Punk rockers may flirt with 
metal, but this is the kind of arty in- 
dulgence that self-respecting punks 
won't touch. It’s also the arena in 
which Alice in Chains excel. 

With its air of gloomy narcotic de- 
spair, “Rotten Apple,” the haunting 
seven-minute epic that kicks off the 
EP, is the only track that sounds as if 
it might be a leftover from the Dirt 
sessions. The advantages of the 
band’s new-found diversity are im- 
mediately apparent. Bassist Mike 
Inez, who was recruited after Mike 
Starr’s departure last year, moves in 
to fill the churning void, opening up 
plenty of space in the upper registers 
for Cantrell’s masterful, throaty wah- 
wah pedaled fills and Staley’s twisted 
croon. The strummed acoustic guitar 
and light drum patter of the next 
track, “Nutshell,” is reminiscent of 
Guns N’ Roses’ “Patience,” as are its 
stock, life-on-the-road sentiments (“I 
fight this battle all alone/No one to 
cry to/No place to call home”). Sta- 
ley brings the song to life with a soul- 
ful delivery that sounds a lot like Axl 


| Rose when he was still lean, mean, 


and hungry. Cantrell finishes the tune 
off with an elegant, metallic lead that 
echoes the melancholy lyrics and 


| leaves you wanting more. 


A full string section adds another 


| layer of depth to the already murky “I 


| Stay Away,” which employs acoustic 


| and electric guitars as well as multi- 
| tracked vocals to reach a symphonic, 
| if somewhat pretentious, peak. 
| Cantrell betrays his inspiration here 
| with a jarring and evocative Jimmy 
| Page—style lead that gets to the heart 


| of what made Page a brilliant gui- 


tarist; it wasn’t speed or precision, it 
was tone and phrasing. 
Jar of Flies’ biggest revelation is 


| “No Excuses,” an up-tempo, hook- 


filled pop song that’s buoyed by an 
almost R.E.M.-ish combination of 
open-strummed guitar and melodic 
bass. There are some less promising 


| departures: the bluesy, harmonica- 
laced folk of “Don’t Follow” and the 
| bizarre jazz-metal fusion of “Swing 


on This.” But this between-albums 


effort opens up promising new direc- 
tions for Alice in Chains. It should 
help them outlast the grunge epi- 
demic.

BERNIE WORRELL: 
FOUND FUNK 


Ever wonder what funk would sound 
like without drums? That’s what 
Bernie Worrell’s playing on his latest 
album, The Other Side (CMP). And 
in his capable hands, it sounds pretty 
damn hot. 

This isn’t much of a revelation 
when you consider that his keyboard 
playing, from P-Funk to Talking 
Heads and beyond, has always rested 
on a matchless sense of rhythm. 
What's surprising is that much of The 
Other Side takes its cue from musical 
ideas and genres that no one would

normally consider funky. But as Wor- 
rell has done so often in the past few 
years — particularly in his collabora- 
tions with producer/panculturalist 
extraordinaire Bill Laswell — he sim- 
ply ignores what’s “normal” and 
heads straight for the core emotions 
all musics share, bringing out the 
funk wherever he goes. 

The Other Side (credited on the 
CD sleeve to “Pieces of Woo with 
Bernie Worrell”) continues the in- 
triguing string of recent Worrell/ 
Laswell releases, which have included 
Praxis’s astounding Transmutation 
(Mutatis Mutandis) (Axiom) and 
Worrell’s Blacktronic Science (Gra- 
mavision). Like those albums, The 
Other Side brings a modern, urban 
feel to material that could easily 
sound old-fashioned. For example, 
the opening “Witness for the De- 
fense” starts out like a soundtrack for 
an old Western movie: grand, some- 
what eerie, a bit staid. But with the 
entrance of Worrell on Hammond B- 
3 organ and the statement of the 
main theme by a wind-and-brass 
quintet featuring Fred Wesley and

Marty Ehrlich, the proceedings take | 
on a joyous tone. Lush arrangements 
(by Wesley) and rhythmic propulsion | 
combine to form a five-minute cham- | 
ber funk suite. : 

“Set the Tone/Victory” begins as a | 
Hammond-heavy backdrop for mus- | 
ings by the Last Poets’ Umar Bin | 
Hassan. (The poem he reads is | 
found in its entirety on his own Be | 
Bop or Be Dead, on Axiom, under 
the name of “Am,” but the music be- 
hind that version is much harsher.) 
Once Hassan has spoken his piece, | 
an exhilarating organ showdown be- | 
gins between Worrell and Amina | 
Claudine Myers. There’s a lot of | 
stop-pulling and key-sliding, but the | 
center of attention is Bernie’s dis- | 
torted, wah’ed clavinet, which | 
sounds like an angry low-register 
duck. “The Mask” is a duet with gui- | 
tar phenom Buckethead, who lit up | 
the Praxis album. For the first five | 
minutes or so, Buck’s content to | 
pump the beat with a squelchy enve- | 
lope-follower tone and clang out a | 
few fuzzy chords behind Worrell’s | 
lead. Then his playing explodes in a | 
frenzy of hammer-ons; this almost | 
frightening show of dexterity finally | 
subsides into creepy fret scraping. 


“Gladiator Skull” features a lop- | 
ing synth riff over synthetic drum | 
samples courtesy of Laswell, and the | 
same Wesley-led brass/wind quintet 
that started the album pops up again | 
on “Moon over Brixton.” Here the 
music is dreamier and more sedate, 
suggesting a combination of Chopin, | 
Ellington, and Eno. But Worrell’s 
roots are still evident; a few nasty 
organ licks lend extra body to the | 
tune. 

Throughout The Other Side, one | 
thing remains constant and obvious: | 
Worrell’s mastery of tone. He’s con- | 
scious of the innate groove-osity of | 
the Hammond organ (and the Wur- 
litzer, too), but he’s also skilled at | 
coaxing deep, fat sounds out of his | 
synthesizers — sounds that should be 
dated but end up coming off eternal. | 
The less generous listener may com- 
plain that The Other Side drags, that 
it doesn’t offer much in the way of 
melodic development. That may be 
true, but it sure feels good. And when 
you’re looking for funk, that’s all that 
matters.

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| with the Klezmatics and also a member of 
| Les Miserables Brass Band, Katz’s music 
| walks the fine line between klezmer as 
| novelty — Yiddish jokes on American mu- 
sic — and as “the essential development of

klezmer “Sketches of Spain.” 

On The Shvitz: Music from the Jonathan | 
Berman Film (Knitting Factory Works), 
London, working under his own name, in- 
dulges some of klezmer’s novelty appeal. 
As he says,. “I took different klezmer ele- 
ments and did what I had to do to them to 
make them work in a cinematic and self- 
consciously stylized way.” Aside from 
klezmer melodies, there’s blues guitar, free 
jazz, and, as London calls it, “thrash-metal 
klezmer, Yiddish house music, New Age 
Satie-esque klezmer.” There’s also the 
presence of downtown New York types like 
guitarists Elliott Sharp and Marc Ribot. 

The local Shirim Klezmer Orchestra 
goes into jazz and into deep Jewish her- 
itage on Naftule’s Dream (Northeastern). 
You get an extended jazz piano solo over a 
tango beat (“Waiting”), and there are pow- 
erhouse trombone solos from David Harris 
throughout that would do an old jazz 
avant-gardist like Roswell Rudd proud. 
(Harris, Byron, and London are all alumni 
of the New England Conservatory’s pio- 
neering Klezmer Conservatory Band.) 

But Harris’s solos are often folded into 
songs about the old country sung by Betty 
Silberman, and here they can’t shake the 
more sentimental archival dust. That’s 
where every listener has ‘to choose his or 
her archaism; a song making fun of the 
rabbi may be no more or less relevant than 
the cotton gins of country blues. On the 
other hand, it’s probably'easier to identify 
with “She’s got an evil disposition” than 
with a Yiddish translation of “When the 
rabbi dances, the walls tremble.” 

Klezmer 1993: New York City (Knitting 
Factory Works) uses klezmer as a com- 
mon reference point for a collection of 
Knitting Factory types. An eight-minute 
piece from the New Klezmer Trio (“Phras- 
es”) wouldn’t sound out of place on a Jim- 
my Giuffre album. One gets to hear John 
Zorn play something approaching straight 
jazz and playing it well. Former Bostonian 
Matt Darriau, of the Pardox Trio, offers a 
beautifully sustained extended clarinet 
solo. There are also references to 
klezmer’s current political consciousness 
with the Shvitz All-Stars’ “Emma Gold- 
man’s Wedding” and Alolla Trehorn’s 
“Poem for Karl Marx.” 

Aside from Byron’s Katz, the Knitting 
Factory compilation and Rhythm + Jews 
are the most vital of the recent batch of 
klezmer. London himself explains why: 
“On The Shvitz, there’s a little piece where 
I play a melody straight and then use it in 
a '30s swing thing, and then in a more 
contemporary Mahavishnu thing. As it 
gets contemporary, it gets less ironic and 
more real, because it’s getting closer to my 
life.”

eter Frampton, the ’70s 

arena-rock icon whose 

mega-stardom never man- 

aged to outlast bell-bot- 

toms, coke spoons, and 
leisure suits, wants to be Peter Frampton 
again — not Frampton the teen heartthrob 
pin-up or Frampton the stoner king of a 
teenage wasteland, but Frampton the seri- 
ous guitarist-singer-songwriter. His new 
bid for respectability and acceptance in 
AOR radioland, a demographic that his 
blockbuster 1976 double album Frampton 
Comes Alive helped create, is Peter Framp- 
ton, a spirited, 12-song romp through the 
kind of hard, bluesy, rock-meets-pop that’s 
been at the heart of his playing all along. 
Due in stores on Tuesday, it’s his first al- 
bum in five years and, more important, his 
first for the small Sony-affiliated Relativity, 
a label that’s willing to let him be himself. 

“It doesn’t matter how big it is, it’s the 
way you use it,” jokes Frampton as he re- 
laxes between radio and retail appearances 
in a modest suite at Harvard Square’s 
Sheraton Commander Hotel. “We 
shopped the demos for this album around, 
and when I met with Relativity, I got the 
impression that they didn’t want me to be 
anything other than what I am. They 
didn’t want me to change. They just want- 
ed me to be Peter Frampton and that’s all 
I can be right now.” 

Frampton’s concern over his identity 
stems from the compromises he accepted as 
part of the struggle to live up to the success 
of Frampton Comes Alive in the late ’70s 
and the ’80s. “When you become a pin-up, 
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Alive again

the picture, or the image, overtakes the mu- 
sic and it’s difficult to work your way out of 
that situation. | remember someone saying 
to me as I was walking to the car after a 
show in ’78 or ’79 something like, “Wow, I 
never realized that you played guitar.’ 

“So there was a time after that live record 
came out when I thought that maybe I 
ought to change and be somebody else. I 
even remember someone at A&M making a 
comment to that effect around 1980, and 
this person is now the head of another 
record label. He said I shouldn’t write an al- 
bum.that sounds like Peter Frampton. For a 
couple of years after hearing those words I 
couldn’t write anything at all. It was like he 
was saying, ‘It’s not cool to be Peter Framp- 
ton anymore. It was cool but now you’re 
out, so try and be someone else for a while 
and then maybe it’ll come around again and 
you can be Peter Frampton again.’ ” 

Frampton’s ’70s rock-god persona is 
cool again thanks to Wayne’s World 2, 
which resurrects the infamous live album 
with a joke about its being mass-mailed to 
suburban homes; the movie even gives 
“Show Me the Way” some airtime. (Just 
think about what Wayne’s World did for 
Queen’s “Bohemian Rhapsody”). And the 
massive success of Meat Loaf’s Bat out of 
Hell II certainly proves that unlikely come- 
backs are possible. 

Frampton got an encouraging introduc- 
tion to the current wave of ’70s revivalism 
when he hit the road for a short club tour 
in 1992. “I’d been putting together a band 
with Steve Marriott (the former singer for 
Small Faces and Humble Pie), and then he 
passed away and I was left holding noth- 
ing. I just said to myself, ‘I’m the guy who 
did that big live record, and I want to go

out and play.’ I was going to do eight 
weeks of clubs and see how much interest 
there was. Well, it was pretty damn good, 
and eight weeks turned into seven months. 
We ended up playing in Detroit for 15,000 
people. It was like the old days again.” 

Live performances have always been 
Frampton’s forte. The live recordings of 
hits like “Show Me the Way” and “Baby, I 
Love Your Way” fared better than the reg- 
ular album versions, and though his mid- 
’80s Atlantic output has long gone out of 
print, Frampton Comes Alive reportedly 
still sells well. But no matter how you slice 
it, Peter Frampton isn’t Frampton Comes 
Alive 2. It’s a slick, studio album that 
showcases the kind of confident, tasteful 
guitar mastery that earned Frampton a 
spot in David Bowie’s band in 1987 for 
Never Let Me Down and the subsequent 
Glass Spider tour. 











Some vestiges of Frampton’s collabora- 
tions with Marriott show up in “Off the 
Hook,” a chugging, progressive-blues in- 
strumental indulgence, and “Out of the 
Blue,” a smooth, Motown-ish number that 
features a spooky sample of Marriott’s 
voice on the chorus and a short, sweet, 
wah-wah-tinged solo. But Frampton fares 
better with the more straightforward mate- 
rial he co-wrote with Kevin Savigar, the 
man responsible for several Rod: Stewart 
hits, including “Passion” and “Tonight I’m 
Yours.” Simple, hackneyed lyrical senti- 
ments and radio-friendly power chords 
dominate could-be hits like “It All Comes 
Down to You,” “You,” and “You Can Be 
Sure.” Frampton’s versatile guitar sling- 
ing, which naturally fuses pop and hard- 
rock conventions, is the main attraction; in 
case you’re wondering, he doesn’t break 
out the talk box even once.

Back in the studio with 
Barrence and Ben 


by Brett Milano 


et’s say you've just been 

called in to produce the new 

Barrence Whitfield and the 

Savages album. Odds are 

you’d want to “produce” 
them as little as possible, knowing a hot 
live band when you hear one. You’d prob- 
ably herd them into the studio and get 
them to blast through the unrecorded 
songs in their current live set, getting 
some good R&B in the grooves and some 
great screams out of Barrence. Don’t fix 
what ain’t broke, right? 

So far, all the Savages’ half-dozen al- 
bums have been made this way, and it’s 
worked — up to a point. They’ve all been 
good records (1991’s Let’s Lose It is the 
best to date), and they’ve felt and sounded 
like live. shows. But nothing’s really 
changed their reputation as a leading club 
band, with studio recordings as something 
of an afterthought. And the band’s higher- 
profile status in Europe is still way out of 
synch with their cult-level following at 
home. 

Which is why the next Savages album, 
which they began recording last week at 


Syntex Studios on Boylston Street, is go- 
ing to be a little different. Behind the 
boards is Ben Vaughn, a longtime friend 
of the band who’s known and loved by 
fans of smart underground pop (his latest 
is a collection of little-known cover tunes 
called Mono USA, with liner notes by 
yours truly, and he’ll open for Alex Chilton 
at the Paradise on the 28th). Lately 
Vaughn has been getting known as a mu- 
sicologist and roots authority. He pro- 
duced the latest (and sadly, last) album by 
the late R&B great Arthur Alexander 
(whose songs were once covered by both 
the Beatles and the Stones), and he re- 
cently made an album with demented West 
Coast popster Kim Fowley. At the mo- 
ment, he’s setting his sights on making a 
Savages album that can stand on its own. 

“It’s going to be a really diverse record,” 
Vaughn said during a session last week. 
“This version of the Savages is the best 
since the first one, and Barry’s proven that 
he can sing a lot of different things. I’m 
trying to get them away from the live dy- 
namic and to suggest material that they 
wouldn’t have thought of themselves.” 

Will it be possible to break this band out 
of cultland? “I think so, and I'll tell you 
why. Barry’s voice is aging really well — 
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SOUL MATES: Barrence Whitfield and Ben Vaughn are shooting 
for a sound that will take the Savages higher. 


he’s Starting to develop that lower register 
and to sound like he has experience. With 
the right material, arrangements, and pro- 
duction, this band can get a lot of long- 
overdue recognition.” 

Other things are also working in their 
favor. After two albums that didn’t get re- 
leased in America, they now record for the

small-but-hip label East Side Digital. The 
new Savages, who made their local debut 
about a year ago, are indeed the best since 
the first, with drummer Ducky Carlisle 
and journeyman keyboardist Brother Cleve 
(who was in the Del Fuegos during their 
glory days) joining guitarist/songwriter 
Milton Reder and bassist Dean Cassell. 
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The first Savages (who were basically the 
old Lyres with a different frontman) could 
rock like gangbusters, and the middle line- 
up could handle diversity. The current 
grouping is the first that can do both. 
Whitfield himself is reaping some musical 
and critical benefits from his two albums 
with Texas songwriter Tom Russell. Hill- 
billy Voodoo was released last year and 
Cowboy Mambo is due next month. A Eu- 
ropean tour with Russell is set for the 
spring. Both albums toned down his trade- 
mark screams and showed how well he 
could handle ballads and blues. 

“You want me to scream, I'll scream for 
ya,” Whitfield said last week. “I mean, I 
can do that with the best of them. All those 
years that we went out and just rocked... 
it was great, sure. But I want to be known 
as a singer and an entertainer, and not just 
someone who can get out there and 
scream all night. That’s why working with 
Tom Russell was such a learning experi- 
ence. He could take something cool like a 
Band song [“Daniel & the Sacred Harp” 
is on the new duo album] and encourage 
me to do it, without worrying about people 
saying, ‘He’s getting out of his range.’ 
Same thing with Ben Vaughn: he’s a great 
musicologist and a hell of a guy, and he’s 
giving me the chance to be more adventur- 
ous. I guess the dider you get, the more 
knowledgeable you want your music to 
sound.” 

Not that this album’s going to be a hy- 
perproduced Bat out of Hell III affair. 
Most of the backing tracks are still being 
cut live in the studio, as always. (“I hate 
overdubbing,” Vaughn offers. “It’s like 
voodoo, something you don’t want to 
mess with.”) But he’s steering the band 
toward songs they haven’t played on 
stage, that fall oufSide their usual straight 
R&B flavor. Gospel and Memphis soul 
are the main influences so far, and there’s 
talk of bringing in legendary a cappella 
group the Persuasions to do some back- 
ups. Vaughn has’ thrown in one of his 
own tunes, “Time Will Catch Us,” which 
he wrote with former Blasters leader and 
X member Dave Alvin. (“We wrote it 
specifically for a black person to sing,” he 
says. “It’s like Clarence Carter’s ‘Slip 
Away’ and Elvis’s ‘Suspicious Minds’ 
combined — a real cheatin’ song.”) And 
when the band bring in material of their 
own, he’s encouraging them to try new 
arrangements on the spot. 

Last Thursday the Savages were in the 
studio working on the backing track for 
one of Reder’s tunes, “Shoot Me Through 
the Heart.” An eight-track tape of The 
Box Tops’ Greatest Hits is propped on the 
mixing board for inspiration. Earlier this 
evening the song was a basic rocker; now 
they’re trying a Merseybeat-type version 
with Cleve adding an unlikely zydeco ac- 
cordion. “I think it’ll work better with 
fewer lyrics,” Vaughn offers. “People will 
be getting into the playing, they'll be say- 
ing, ‘Where’s this thing gonna go?’ ” A 
new instrumental bridge is accordingly 
worked up. “Sounds good,” is the pro- 
ducer’s verdict. “But I need to point out 
that the last two chords in that instrumen- 
tal break really sound like NRBQ.” “But 
that’s good, isn’t it?” asks Carlisle, the 
band’s resident pop nut. A couple more 
changes are proposed, and the band go 
for the take while the feeling’s still there. 
“With guys like this, it’s better to get them 
on tape before they learn it too good,” 
Vaughn explains. 

Sessions for the album — which may 
be named Jump Jive & Harmonize, after 





an old tune by Thee Midnighters that 
they’ve covered — are expected to last 
three weeks, which is nothing by major- 
label standards but an epic for the 
Savages. 

“When we did Let’s Lose It with Jim 
Dickinson (producer of of Big Star and 
Replacements), we just played him our 
live set and he said, ‘Sounds great, let’s 
do it,’ and we wrapped it up in a week,” 
says Reder. “The Barrence & Tom Russell 
records opened us up to the idea of work- 
ing outside the parameters.” Like every 
band who’ve ever made an album, not to 
mention six, they’re giving thought to the 
possibility of making a bigger hit. “You 
never know. As long as I can get people to 
listen to something on a record, tape, or 
CD, then I’ve done my part,” says Whit- 
field. “But if it ends up being a hit, then 
God bless me, I think I deserve some ac- 
colades in that respect.” 

Back in the studio, the band are listen- 

ing to the first playback of “Shoot Me 
Through the Heart.” “Let’s try that crazy 
bridge once more,” Vaughn suggests. 
“Got to keep it short — those kids have a 
short attention span these days,” jokes 
Carlisle. And they head behind the studio 
glass to rock it one more time. 
COMING UP. Highlighting the week is a 
Paradise bill Saturday that presents two of 
the most surprising reunions in years. The 
Dark, who united art-pop quirks with a 
mighty strange sense of humor (they used 
to mail “personalized insult” songs to 
prominent local scenesters) and haven’t 
played together in a full decade, are 
preparing to rise from the dead and are 
even talking about making an album. 
Members who later made good include 
guitarist Roger Greenawalt (last seen with 
Ric Ocasek) and drummer Michael Haus- 
man (later of ’Til Tuesday). And speaking 
of ’Til Tuesday, who’d have thunk that 
Aimee Mann would open the show by re- 
uniting with the Young Snakes — her 
first, punkiest, and most obscure band? 
See you on the time machine. 

The phrase “Women in Rock” is getting 
pretty hackneyed, but Laurie Geltman and 
Lizzie Borden’s Lava Beat aren’t — they 
play one of those bills at the Paradise 
Thursday . . . Five of our favorite bands 
play in town on Friday night, but they’re at 
two different clubs: Concussion Ensemble, 
Kustomized, and Willie Alexander’s Per- 
sistence of Memory Orchestra are at the 
Middle East while the Flying Nuns and 
Scarce play the Causeway. Meanwhile 
Slughog and Queer are at T.T. the Bear’s 
Place, and this week’s obligatory ska bill, 
with the Toasters, Thumper, and Dig 
This, is at Local 186 . . . Counting Crows 
are at Axis Saturday, Letters to Cleo are at 


the Middle East; Sal Baglio reunites the 


original Stompers for one night at Nostal- 
gia in Quincy. 

Longtime pop fave Marshall Crenshaw 
has been quiet for the past two years, 
which is two years too long. He’s still got 
no recording plans, but his Sunday show 
at the Paradise should be the usual 
blast . . . Monday night marks the third 
anniversary of free music at Charlie’s 
Tap, where scads of prominent local 
rockers have played. The night’s line-up 
isn’t nailed down at this writing, but 
room manager Lilli Dennison promises 
us it’s gonna be good . . . And rough- 
edged country legend Billy Joe Shaver, 
whose new album is mighty hot, makes a 
rare local appearance at Johnny D’s 
Wednesday.

Is Shonen Knife indie rock’s 


answer to Parker Bros.!

honen Knife?s recent Vir- 
gin EP was called Brown 
Mushrooms and Other De- 
lights, in the Herb Alpert 
tradition. It doesn’t feature 
| a sexy indie-rock boy adorned with shi- 
| itakes on its cover. On the disc, however, 
sexy Sonic Youth boy Thurston Moore 
does join the Knife for one of the Japanese 
trio’s rare forays into romance: “Butterfly 
Boy,” a breathy ballad that reappears on the 
new full-length Rock Animals (due in stores 
| this Tuesday from Virgin). In fact, the CD 
features a whopping three songs devoted to 
| dudes — an all-time high for this band. 
Which isn’t to say that Michie, Naoko, 
and Atsuko haven’t always sung about de- 
sire. It's just that their desires have usually 
sent them on the trail of things like jelly- 
beans, choco-bars, and, well, brown 
mushrooms. “Brown Mushroom” is the 
most gratifyingly familiar song on Rock 
Animals, featuring all the qualities that 
have made Shonen Knife indie darlings 
since the late ’80s: classic Ramones-style 
three-chord guitar, ebullient hooks, and 
lyrics that might be linked to the tradition 
of the film Tampopo, which centered on a 
| search for the perfect bowl of noodles. 
Shonen Knife’s first four discs offered 
| the very best rock music ever made for the 
| age group that board games like to call 
“eight to eighty.” Their lyrics sounded like 
the stories kids murmur under their breath 
while walking around by themselves: ani- 
mals becoming friends with people, super- 
heroes (usually female) attacking the 
earth, elephants eating bananas, and giant

papayas eating people instead of the other 
way around. 

The few real-world pursuits mentioned 
were mostly all-ages pleasures, like cycling 
or swimming at the “public bath” (mostly 
an excuse to eat ice cream afterward, as it 
turned out). When adults were pictured, 
their lives — grinding jobs, hapless mar- 
riages — didn’t stack up too well against 
the thrilling possibilities afforded a super- 
hero like “Miracle Woman.” Yet no matter 
how goofy the images, there was always an 
undercurrent of longing in the translated 
lyrics — “Heart is pit-pat and dancing” 
— that gave them the eerie wonder of ac- 
tual dreams. “Twist Barbie” even offered a 
racially inflected feminist analysis of Bar- 
bie dolls. 

None of it would have amounted to 
much without the band’s unerring pop 
sensibility. Much has been made of the 
members’ voracious enjoyment of Ameri- 
ca’s most tersely perfect musical moments, 
from Motown to Johnny-Joey-Dee Dee; 
and their recordings can be considered an 
ongoing homage from the most grateful of 
fans. All the elements — great noisy rave- 
ups, atmospheric bass-driven ballads, pop 
sing-alongs — have been in place since 
the low-fi days of their first, and arguably 
best, American release, Burping Farm 
(originally a K cassette, and subsequently 
available as half of the Giant/Gasatanka 
compilation Shonen Knife). 

Best, because Burning Farm had a con- 
sistency less and less evident on Shonen 
Knife’s more recent output. Let’s Knife, 
their first Virgin release, doesn’t really 
count here, since it’s a compilation of ma- 
terial from the band’s previous indie 
recordings (still available, and well worth 
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hearing in their entirety, are the aforemen- 
tioned Shonen Knife and Rockville’s 1991 
release of the excellent Pretty Little Baka 
Guy). For Virgin, the material in ques- 
tion — including some of the band’s 
finest, from “Twist Barbie” to the conser- 
vation-minded “Bear Up Bison” — was 
remixed, mostly with impressive results. 
Indeed, it’s hardly the case that Shonen 
Knife can’t benefit from higher production 
values; these are, after all, consummate 
popsters. On Rock Animals, each song 
comes off as a perfectly realized case study 
of a rock-and-roll archetype. Playing bet- 
ter than ever, and singing only in English 
now, the women spin out crunching hard 
rock (“Quavers”), early-’60s pop (“Johnny 
Johnny Johnny”), and even soulful Latin 
rhythms (“Little Tree”) with equal finesse.

The stylistic divergence dates back to 
1991’s 712, which included rap, a Beatles 
cover, and “The Luck of the Irish” — but 
it’s handled far more confidently here. 
Still, facts are facts: both 712 and Rock 
Animals peak when Shonen Knife stick to 
those goofy punk-pop songs about crea- 
tures and food. (“Catnip Dream,” a/k/a 
“Hello Kitty on Drugs,” combines both 
most satisfyingly.) When they do, they 
transcend stylistic pastiche. Which is to 
say that as rock animals go, I’d rather hear 
Naoko sing about them (as on the great 
“Concrete Animals,” which concerns play- 
grounds) than try to be one herself, as on 
the heavy-metal moan of “Quavers.” 
There’s hope, though; even that song was 
apparently named after a brand of British 
potato chip. g

he Boston Lyric Op- 

era’s borrowed Carmen 

(from Atlanta) has what 

many better produc- 

tions would envy: a ma- 

jor young artist taking her first shot 

at the title role. (The last two perfor- 

| mances at the Emerson Majestic 

Theatre, January 21 and 23, are offi- 

cially sold out.) Audiences love mez- 

zo-soprano Lorraine Hunt both for 

| her voice and her intensity, especially 

in Handel and Mozart. Last year, as 

Beatrice in the Lyric’s Beatrice et 

Benedict, she seemed to have been 
born under a laughing star. 

Wit and intensity are crucial to 
| Carmen, too, but no guarantee. For 
| Carmen, as for Don Giovanni, sexu- 
| ality is Fate — a self-defining code; 
| the large-scale mixture of the intelli- 
| gent and the unreasonable gives her 
| mythic status. A good Carmen may 

need more charisma than talent. But 
| not to worry — Hunt has them both. 
| What an improvement her sumptu- 
ous yet flexible voice is over the usual 
| growl, purr, and whine. Music direc- 
| tor Stephen Lord takes much of Car- 
men’s music at a startlingly deliberate 
| tempo. So Hunt’s Habanera (like 
Callas’s) suggests not a hipswinging 
cockteaser but someone delineating a 
personal philosophy. Her insinuating 
Seguedille would entwine the hardest 
heart. Lord lets her down only in the 
dragging pace of the Card Song. 
| Singing his first Don José, tenor 
John Fowler (the Lyric’s Hoffmann 
and Rodolfo) is a thoroughly con- 
vincing nice guy who lives by the 
| book until he collides with a force 
that both liberates and guts his manli- 
ness. He doesn’t have Hunt’s glam- 
| our of tone, but he can push his 
| voice, without forcing, into a power- 
ful: overdrive. Singing her first Mi- 


caela, soprano Dominique Labelle 
gives José’s country girlfriend, and 
one of opera’s most notorious simps, 
a backbone. Vocally she’s ravishing, 
and her native French is exemplary. 

Tenor Frank Kelley, his familiar 
shock of blond hair blackened, his 
eyes hidden behind sunglasses (even 
at night in the mountains), and 
wielding a mean switchblade, has a 
field day as — and adds vocal dis- 
tinction to — the small part of the 
smuggler Remendado. Angela Horn’s 
bimbo Mercedes, Thomas Barrett’s 
Zuniga, and Lendon Todd Munday’s 
Morales are good too. Belinda Thay- 
er Oswald is a squeaky Frasquita. 
Stephen Lusmann’s undersung Es- 
camillo is more damaging — why 
would Carmen fall for such a hulking 
void? (The day after the opening, 
with tactful regrets, the Lyric an- 
nounced the replacement of Lus- 
mann with James Maddalena for the 
title role of next month’s workshop 
performance of Elmer Gantry.) 

“We will strive to discover why 
Carmen refuses to commit to a rela- 
tionship,” stage director Ken Cazan 
announces in a program note full of 
post-Oprah psychobabble. “What is 
the basis for José’s obsession with 
Carmen and his enslaving commit- 
ment to his mother?” (At the end of 
the Flower Song, José crumples in a 
fetal position at Carmen’s feet.) “Are 
Carmen and Escamillo pursuing an 
honest relationship?” Deeper ques- 
tions are answered in Bizet’s music, 
but that’s the last place Cazan seems 
to look. Instead, he recirculates 
clichés of mid-century opera produc- 
tion. Like modern dress, which de- 
nies Bizet’s local color. One maven in 
the audience remarked that this 
Seville looked more like Revere 
Beach. Does Cazan really think 
Spanish tobacco factories still make 
cigarettes by hand? ‘Or' that coritém- 


porary tobacco workers, go.on coffee

break to extol the dreaminess of 
cigarette smoke? 

Cazan and designers Michael Dee- 
gan and Sarah G. Conly rip off Peter 
Brook’s idea of setting all the action 
in a bull ring. With stinging irony, 
Bizet punctuates the final tragic en- 
counter between Carmen and José 
with cheers from the off-stage crowd 
at the bullfight. Cazan coarsens | 
Bizet’s evocative juxtaposition by | 
making the crowd actual spectators of 
this private confrontation. And all this 
takes place as if it were in Don José’s 
mind just as he’s being executed for 
Carmen’s murder. The production 
ends not with José stabbing Carmen 
but with his simulated hanging. Bizet 
didn’t call his opera Don José: what 
do we get in return for the loss of im- 
mediacy and dramatic focus? 

Cazan is a skillful traffic cop who 
can deliver effective one-on-one ex- 
changes. The rose Carmen gives José | 
flowers into a powerful image. The 
silliness doesn’t really matter — until 
it begins to undermine the perform- 
ers. At Lillas Pastia’s, Carmen is now 
a hired entertainer, with shimmying | 
back-up girls. Her Gypsy dance is no 
longer an outburst of spontaneity. Af- 
ter Carmen reads her doom in the | 
cards, Cazan has Hunt fling them | 
away in disgust. But isn’t Carmen de- | 
fined by her fatalism? Hunt starts out 
centered, complicated, and real. But 
Cazan makes her shimmy and fling 
her cards. Where’s Carmen? 

Hunt has it in her to become the 
great Carmen of our time (you can 
hear how wonderfully she sings it on 
a WGBH-FM broadcast next month). 
But the Boston Lyric Opera has de- 
veloped a disturbing consistency in 
the way its artistic timidity — the 
dated, belated trendiness of its pro- 
ductions, under numerous different 
directors — keeps hurting rather 
than supporting its-capable young 
casts.

Permanent Green Light reunite 
singer/bassist/songwriter Michael 
Quercio with producer Earle 
Mankey, and the result sounds like 
the old band before they got side- 
tracked. Quercio still sings like a 
munchkin on helium, so it helps 
that he’s brought in muscular gui- 
tarist Chris Devine, who borrows 
heavily from Jimmy Page’s (more 
Yardbirds than Led Zep) bag of 
tricks. But the songs are still effer- 
vescent flower pop with lots of 
appeal and no apologies. “You are 
on my side/And you and | are the 
summertime” is as close to emo- 
tional depth as they get.

Now Cube finds himself 
desperately playing catch-up with 
both former bandmate Dr. Dre and 
Snoop Doggy Dogg. Everything 
here is typical gangsta fare, with a 
heavy dose of second-rate Long 
Beach-style grooves like “Ghetto 
Bird” (about the LAPD’s fondness 
for buzzing the hood at night in 
helicopters) and the “G-Thang” 
ripoff “You Know How We Do It.” 
Other tracks — “Lil Ass Gee,” 
“Down for Whatever,” and still 
another George Clinton/hip-hop 
rehash, “Bop Gun” — are need- 
less. 

With the exception of Onyx’s 
abhorrent “Black Vagina Finda,” 
Cube’s just-plain-sad “Cave Bitch” 
gets my vote for the most offen- 
sive piece of misogyny in rap 
music. A Farrakhan-esque voice 
expounds on the physical undesir- 
ability of “mutanoid Caucasoid” 
women as Cube whines that these 
“stringy-haired, flat-assed she- 
devils” are always trying to bed 
him backstage: “You can be a fan, 
but don’t try to expand/And try to 
get my dick in your hand.” Cube’s 
tribute to black women? His reas- 
surance that black asses are the 
only ones he'll “slap, flip, and rub 
down.”

** Doughboys, CRUSH (A&M). 
This Montreal quartet begin with a 
Ramones-esque foundation 
(enhanced by Daniel Rey’s pro- 
duction) of high velocity, pumped- 
up pop: the first few tracks on 
Crush offer sweet, bounding tunes 
set off with just the right touches of 
pungent guitar. But then some 
decidedly un-Ramones-like ele- 
ments work their way to the fore. 
The five-minute-plus “Disposable” 
breaks the cardinal rule of brevity; 
it also features billowy harmonies. 
The bummed-out sentiments of 
“Shitty Song” work at odds with 
the big harmonies, which form a 
protective coating around the 
smudgy guitar grit. “Tearin’ Away” 
is composed of tuneful sheets of 
melody that slide in between lay- 
ers of abrasive guitar. In “Fall,” a 
reticulated riff sinks into a pendu- 
lous groove surrounded by a cho- 
rus of sawing guitars. “Summer 
Song” simmers with John Kast- 
ner’s low-key vocal and Jonathan 
Cummins’s luscious guitar lines 
ricocheting off the rhythm section 
(drummer Paul Newman and 
bassist Peter Arsenault). Overall, 
it’s a sturdy CD that never cap- 
tures the zest of the band’s live 
show.

GOODBYE (MCA). Country music 
won my heart long before your 
dad's accountant started sporiing

the basic fare of country video 
channels, radio stations, and gold 
albums like this one. To my tastes, 
it’s as rote and oppressive as a 
condo development on the range. 
This ambitious Texan's third 
release achieves that formula by 
shedding all vestiges of a personal 
style. Gone are the big, dumb 
jokes like “Bubba Shot the Juke- 
box,” from his last album, or care- 
fully wrought weepers like “Too 
Cold at Home,” from his debut. 
Instead, Chestnutt sings every- 
thing from the big-production 
anthems to the two-step throw- 
aways with the same warm, 
anonymous tone. The producer 
cuts the trad fiddle and pedal steel 
with saccharine strings and tin- 
kling keyboards, and the songwrit- 
ers churn out hook-stuffed product 
with melodies as predictable as 
the lyrics are featureless. |'ll admit, 
after eight or nine spins, it starts 
sounding not bad at ail. But |’ll bet 
those condos are comfy too.

** JT Taylor, BABY I'M°BACK 
(MCA). Taylor's baritone lacked 
perspective even when he had the 
entire line-up of Kool & the Gang 
at their 1979-'83, “Ladies’ Night” 
peak to prop him up. So it’s 
axiomatic that fronting nine pro- 
forma new-wop sing-alongs he 
sounds 100 percent disposable. 
Sure, the songs bask in harmony. 
Naturally they stay in the same 
gently nudging tempo. Of course 
the bedroom lyrics allow Taylor to 
wobble cutely. But Babyface wob- 
bles the same love-me-baby-nice- 
ly come-ons dangerously, and 
they need danger to matter. 
Besides, if a singer's going to 
throw a cute smile, he'd better 
show the top of his teeth, whereas 
all you sense inhabiting Taylor’s 
mouth is hot air.

*** Shaver, TRAMP ON YOUR 
STREET (Praxis/ Zoo). A cult 
hero among country renegades, 
Billy Joe Shaver records rarely, 
though Waylon Jennings’s classic 
1973 Honky Tonk Heroes fore- 
shadowed country’s sorely needed 
outlaw movement with nine 
Shaver compositions. Waylon 
returns here as a guest with his 
soulful baritone balancing Billy 
Joe’s gritty tenor. Pared-down pro- 
duction spotlights Shaver’s son 
Eddy (former guitarist for Dwight 
Yoakam) gliding from fiery rock to 
brooding blues to sensitive acous- 
tic folk. 

After the obligatory Texas 
anthem, the songs turn searingly 
confessional. Shaver sings of his 
mother’s deserting him at birth and 
his walking 10 miles barefoot to 
hear Hank Williams. A re-created 
World War I! radio broadcast 
segues into a Western swing/ 
Dixieland fling. Still cussedly inde- 
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pendent in his 50s, Shaver pon- 
ders religious salvation, human 


betrayal, governmental boondog- | 


gle, and natural disasters. Auto- 
biographical art risks degenerating 
into self-indulgence, but unflinch-

(Polydor). This follow-up to 1992’s 
A Man Called E is a fluid cycle of 
complex, hook-filled Beatles- 
esque pop on the theme of roman- 
tic heartbreak. E himself plays 
most of the instruments, and he 
sings both lead and backing 


vocals, with longtime Elton John | 


collaborator Paul Buckmaster con- 
tributing orchestrations to, among 
others, the symphonic swell of 
“Manchester Girl” and the stirring, 
remorseful “The Day | Wrote You 
Off.” The layering of different key- 
boards (Hammond B-3 organ, 
chamberlain, and piano) makes for 
rich, varied textures, from the wist- 
ful buoyancy of “L.A. River” to the 
gilded, moody pop of “Mass.” The 
harmony-laden “Shine It All On” 
flows on to the catchy “Most 
Unpleasant Man,” winding down to 
the lonely “Eight Lives Left.”

*&*x*xGRUMPY OLD MEN (1993). 
In this simplistic, hilarious comedy, 
Walter Matthau and Jack Lemmon 
are the titular curmudgeons, 
neighbors in a small Minnesota 
town. Widowers, and living alone, 
they find everything in their lives 
routine, even the foul-mouthed 
irascibility of their lifelong love/ 
hate relationship. Then a spark 
arrives in the form of a new neigh- 
bor, a vivacious widow played by 
Ann-Margret. Naturally, the two 
are charged by her, compete for 
her, rediscover their youth; and 
with these developments come 
some boring touchy-feely mo- 
ments. What's to treasure are 
Matthau and Lemmon and, even 
more so, Burgess Meredith as 
Lemmon’s dad. When he sees 
Ann-Margret invite another fellow 
into her house, Meredith cracks, 
“Looks like Chuck’s taking ol’ one- 
eye to the optometrist!” Not too 
sophisticated, but, as presented in 
this charmer, damn funny. Copley 
Place, Chestnut Hill, Arlington 
Capitol, suburbs. 

*& & & & GUELWAAR (1992). In 
this drama from the master 
Senegalese filmmaker Ousmane 
Sembéne, the disappearance of 
the corpse of Guelwaar, a Chris- 
tian village activist who'd been 
killed in jail, sets off a string of 
events that reveal not only the 
comic threads holding together the 
adjoining Christian and Muslim 
communities but also the darker 
political patterns facing the 
Senegalese. These are intercut 
with flashbacks revealing, among 
other things, Guelwaar’s creative 
philandering. As always, Sembéne 
doesn’t shy away from making a 
strong political statement, and his 
film is overflowing with visual 
manna. It’s hard to think of a cine- 
matic image that better ties togeth- 
er the personal and public strands 
of leadership than that in which 
Guelwaar’s widow confronts the 
empty suit laid out in lieu of his 
corpse and berates it for the price 
her family has paid. Coolidge 
Comer. 


* * 1/2 HEAVEN AND EARTH 
(1993). Oliver Stone's third film 
about Vietnam, and his fifth set in 
the 1960s, is his first with a strong 
female presence. She’s Le Ly 
Hayslip, who endured wartime 
horrors in her homeland, emigrat- 
ed to America, and found her 
ordeals had followed her. It’s a 
remarkable story (adapted from 
her memoirs When Heaven and 
Earth Changed Places and Child 
of War, Woman of Peace), but it 
doesn’t fit in the film’s 140 min- 
utes, and Stone's macho histrion- 
ics in portraying it seem both 
tasteless and curiously apt. Le Ly 
endures virtually every kind of 
testosterone-generated cruelty 
imaginable, from the personal to 
the geopolitical, and Stone — as 
heavy-handed as ever — seems 
to relish creating scenes of her 
degradation. Most of the acting, 
however, is excellent. In her 
screen debut, Hiep Thi Le carries 
the picture, holding her own 
against Tommy Lee Jones, who 
plays the Marine with whom she 
falls in love. But the most moving 
characters may be Le Ly’s parents 
— Joan Chen as her mother, who 
loses nearly everything and every- 
one she holds dear, and Haing S. 
Ngor as her wise, doting father.

THE HONEYMOON KILLERS 
(1970). A grisly, low-budget thriller 
based on the case of two multiple 
murderers who were executed at 
Sing Sing in 1951. Shirley Stoller 
and Tony Lo Bianco are the killers 
who pose as a nurse and her 
brother in order to murder lonely, 
wealthy women after stripping 
them of their savings. Written and 
directed by Leonard Kastle, this 
was one of Frangois Truffaut's 
favorite American films.

FATHER (1994). The true story of 
Gerry Conion, a Belfast punk 
wrongfully convicted of being an 
IRA terrorist, is turned into the 
best sort of political movie. Jim 
Sheridan's film, based on Conion’s 
book Proved Innocent, is not a 
partisan polemic but the story of 
an individual confronted by a politi- 
cal system and changing it or 
being changed by it: In fact, 
Conlon fights various systems — 
of Britain, of the IRA, of his family. 
Eventually, the film’s focus is 
Gerry’s relationship with his father, 
how the two are imprisoned in the 
same Cell; and Gerry is forced to 
choose between nihilism and 
hope. Director Jim Sheridan 
achieves this with a seething 
intensity, and he gets superb work 
from Daniel Day-Lewis, as Gerry, 
and Pete Postlethwaite, as his da. 
The pair forge in their benighted, 
indomitable characters the uncre- 
ated conscience of their race.

This story of two Irish ragamuffins 
who steal a magical horse and, in 
their flight to freedom, restore their 
father’s spirit embraces life in all 
its joy, loss, and ambiguity.

Strates, as he did with My Left 
Foot, that he can handle emotion- 
ally loaded material without being 
mawkish. Director Mike Newell 
imbues the picture with the mist, 
murk, and melancholy of impover- 
ished-modern Ireland. As a widow- 
er unable to provide for his chil- 
dren, Gabriel Byrne reveals a pal- 
pable anguish, seeking solace in 
whiskey, despair, and the dole. 
Meanwhile, the kids (Ciaran 
Fitzgerald and Rory Conroy) must 
watch Westerns to find heroism, 
until a mysterious white horse 
enters their lives (and their small 
urban apartment) and eventually 
carries them west, above the 
encroaching dust of the real world.

**1/2 IRON WILL (1994). Solid 
outdoorsy kids’ faré with the requi- 
site elements: a compelling tri- 
umph-of-the-underdog action- 
adventure storyline, spectacular 
vistas, and a heartwarming com- 
ing-of-age subtext. Set in 1917, 
the based-in-fact story tells of 
teenage hero Will Stoneman 
(Mackenzie Austin) and the gruel- 
ing 500-mile dog-sied race he 
enters in order to save the family 
farm. Apart from a ridiculously 
over-the-top slo-mo finale, glorifi- 
cation of the race’s suspense is 
kept to a minimum as the focus 
Stays on Will’s internal struggles 
and his relationship with a cynical 
reporter (Kevin Spacey). It’s intelli- 
gent children’s entertainment that 
won't necessarily put parents to 
sleep.

**1/2 THE JOY LUCK CLUB 
(1993). Challenged by the multiple 
points of view and numerous story 
lines of Amy Tan’s novel, the film- 
makers use eight narrators, plus a 
dizzying array of flashbacks, to tell 
tales spreading over two conti- 
nents, eight decades, and three 
generations. What results is an 


uneven stew of clichés and occa- 
sional epiphanies — and the 
unique and sometimes exhilarat- 
ing achievement of a feature film 
exclusively about Asian-American 
women. Each of these women — 
members of the titular club and 
their daughters — fades out of a 
party and into a past trauma. In 
the daughters’ cases, it’s usually 
some petulant scene of well-inten- 
tioned parental cruelty, or a 
moment in some ineffectual mar- 
riage — all of which is put in 
absurd relief by the epic hardships 
revisited by the older generation. 
Although the filmmakers do keep 
all the players and their plights 
straight, Tan’s mythmaking gets 
reduced to the stature of pop-psy- 
chology platitudes.

* xx JURASSIC PARK (1993). 
Steven Spielberg's film of Michael 
Crichton’s bestseller is the most 
spectacular special-effects movie 
ever made, and one of the most 
exciting, visceral, and hilarious 
amusement-park rides ever com- 
mitted to film, so it hardly matters 
that normal essentials like charac- 
ter, plot, and theme look like 
endangered species. Richard 
Attenborough is the billionaire 
impresario who, with a team of 
genetic engineers, brings dino- 
saurs to life in a theme park off the 
coast of Costa Rica. Jeff Goldblum 
(playing his part with off-the-wall 
wit) is the mathematician who 
insists something has to go wrong; 
Sam Neill and Laura Dern are the 
scientists touring the island to give 
Attenborough their imprimatur. 
Spielberg may have muted 
Crichton’s violence, but at times 
he’s also achieved that rarest of 
film qualities: sheer wonder.

* 1/2 ME AND VERONICA (1993). 
Elizabeth McGovern and Patricia 
Wettig (thirtysomething) play an 
unlikely pair of sisters who are 
reunited in the big-screen debut of 
TV director Don Scardino (Against 
the Law, Law and Order). Set on 
the New Jersey coast, the story 
takes place over the three days 
before Veronica (Wettig) begins a 
prison stint for welfare fraud, dur- 
ing which we learn in flashbacks 
about Fanny (McGovern) and her 
failed marriage. The story seems 
to happen during one perpetually 
cloudy day, but mood can’t make 
up for substance, and the screen- 
play (by newcomer Leslie Lyles) 
so rarely rings true that you won't 
believe, or care about, the drama 
that unfolds. Michael O’Keefe and 
John Heard co-star, but the film is 
destined to be a footnote in the 
careers of all involved.

**x*xM. HULOT’S HOLIDAY 
(1953). The first of Jacques Tati’s 
Mr. Hulot films sets the bumbling, 


middle-aged hero down at a sum- | 








mer beach resort, where he runs | 


into problems with (among other | 


things) a shack full of fireworks. 
Not as inventive as some of 
Hulot’s later, urban exploits, this 
mild satire of bourgeois vacation- 
ers retains a fetching air of nostal- 
gia.

**xMRS. DOUBTFIRE (1993). 
Daniel (Robin Williams) walks off 
the job for the umpteenth time, 


comes home early, and throws a | 


lavishly chaotic birthday party for 
his son. Wife Miranda (Sally Field, 
performing a thankless role with 
aplomb), weary of being the only 
adult in the family, terminates the 
marriage and gets custody of the 
kids. What’s a good-time dad to do 
if he wants to see his kids more 
often? Why, don a wig and some 
support hose and become the new 
nanny, Mrs. Doubtfire. Tiresome 
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antics ensue as Daniei-in-drag 
keeps tabs on the kids and his 
wife’s new man (Pierce Brosnan) 
while somehow keeping the house 
clean and avoiding gender detec- 
tion.

This is one of the 
great Keaton films, bursting with 
brilliant sight gags — most of them 
based on that eternal conflict 
between the imperturbable Buster 
and the Machine.

“NEW IRANIAN CINEMA” (1993). 
The series continues with The 
Need (1991), a drama about two 
teenagers who become friends 
while struggling against poverty; 
Once upon a Time, Cinema 
(1992), a comedy about a film- 
maker who introduces movies: to 
the Persian court in the early 20th 
century; Bashu, the Little Stranger 
(1986), the story of a boy who 
flees his home during an air raid 
and ends up in the care of a farm 
woman; Nargess (1991), about 
two women living outside Islamic 
law; and The Legend of Ah (1991), 
the myth of a man who would 
come to help anyone who"“*heaved 
a heartfelt sigh.” Harvard Film 
Archive. 

* x xX NIAGARA (1953). Henry 
Hathaway directed this nifty, 
engrossing little film noir. Joseph 
Cotten (in a tense, convincing per- 
formance) is married to Marilyn 
Monroe, but she’s sleeping with 
Richard Allan, whom she enlists in 
her plan to kill her husband at 
Niagara Falls. In her one bona fide 
femme fatale role, Monroe has 
tarty red lips and a hell of a mean 
streak; she’s terrific to watch. Jean 
Peters (less drippy than usual) 
plays the bystander who gets 


| involved. The dialogue (by Charles 
| Brackett and others) is snappy 


and the plot’s pretty well worked 
out; the supporting cast — Don 
Wilson, Lurene Tuttle, Russell 
Collins, Denis O’Dea — is rather 
colorless.

(1957). Fellini at his best. Giulietta 
Masina gives a heartbreaking per- 
formance as a tender, vulnerable 
whore who dreams of finding true 
love. This movie is a great piece of 
neo-realist humanism; there isn’t a 
pointed scene in it, and Fellini 


| evokes the kind of emotional self- 
| extension in his audience that you 





generally associate with Renoir 
and de Sica.

***1/2 OUT OF SIGHT (1993). 
David Sutherland’s engaging doc- 
umentary is about Diane Starin, 
the alcoholic with whom she lives 
(and who is twice her age), and a 
snappy cast of supporting charac- 


| ters. Dubbed a “soap-umentary” 


by its director, it is especially inter- 
ested in the messier aspects of 
Diane's life — her frank talk about 
her sexual appetite, the affair 
she’s carrying on, heart-to-hearts 
with the cuckold. What doesn’t 
seem to be an issue is that Starin 
is blind; it’s her talent for unfet- 
tered self-revelation that is so cap- 
tivating. The film itself can get a lit- 
tle unfettered as it takes subjective 
looks in various manners at very 
personal events, but the score, by 
rock guitarist Reeves Gabrels, 
helps keep things together, and 
Starin demands focus. Museum of 
Fine Arts. 


**THE PELICAN BRIEF (1993). 
Julia Roberts is a Tulane law stu- 
dent who unearths a cover-up 
behind the assassination of two 
Supreme Court justices that leads 
right to the White House. On the 
lam from the killers, she hooks up 
with a hotshot investigative 
reporter (Denzel Washington). 
With such high stakes and such 
charming and compatible leads, 
why isn’t this film more entertain- 
ing? Writer/director Alan J. Pakula 
never improves upon the sketchy 
concept and anorectic character 
development of its source, John 
Grisham's bestseller. Pakula waits 
until after the two-hour mark to 
pack in the most exciting se- 
quences, resulting in a tepid, 
attenuated thriller punctuated by 
bursts of violence and one tiny, 
graceful moment of suspense. 
Still, Roberts and the immensely 
inventive Washington exude buck- 
etfuls of charisma — so why don't 
they even kiss?

* x *xPHILADELPHIA (1993). 
Released amid hype that it would 
confront the atmosphere of AIDS, 
this Jonathan Demme film is many 
things — a shrewdly manipulative 
tearjerker, a rousing courtroom 
drama, an odd-couple buddy 
movie — but it’s not really a film 
about AIDS or being gay or homo- 
phobia. Those topics make their 
presence known, but they’re dis- 
guised by a polished Hollywood 
entertainment. Set in the title city 
(grandly photographed by Tak 
Fujimoto), it’s about Andrew 
Beckett (Tom Hanks) and his case 
against the law firm that canned 
him because he has AIDS. The 
scene in which he requests that 
attorney. Joe Miller (Denzel 
Washington) take the case is cru- 
cial: at Beckett’s news that he has 
AIDS, Miller and the camera back 
up, and this distance between the 
two men and between the film and 
its subject becomes Philadelphia's 
main dynamic. But Hanks and 
Washington do give magnetic per- 
formances; Hanks achieves, with 
reserve and wit, scenes of pathos, 
courage, and humanity. And the 
film does bare the hard truth at 
times: when Beckett removes his 
shirt in court to show his body’s 
lesions, it’s an ecce homo that 
confronts us with the suffering and 
horror we would rather avoid. With 
Antonio Banderas, as Hanks’s 
nominal lover, and Jason Ro- 
bards, as the epitome of prejudice.

*&*x*xkTHE PIANO (1993). A pro- 
found allegory of sex, power, love, 
and language, a tale of passion 
that resonates on every level, this 
is a consummate work of cinema 
art that marks its writer and direc- 
tor, Jane Campion, as one of the 
world’s great filmmakers. In an 
astonishing performance, Holly 
Hunter stars as Ada, a mute 
woman sent to the backwoods of 
19th-century New Zealand as the 
mail-order bride of the puritanical 
Stewart (Sam Neill). She arrives 
with her changeling-like daughter 
(Anna Paquin) and a piano. When 
Stewart won't take the piano to his 
home, his uncouth neighbor 
Baines (Harvey Keitel) takes it 
himself; then Baines hires Ada for 
piano lessons that lead to sexual 
favors and, eventually, intense 
love scenes that are triumphs of 
female sexuality. The relationship 
changes Ada and arouses the ire 
of the tyrannical, tragic Stewart. 
Right through to its brutal and 
beautiful outcome, this is a sensu- 
ous meditation on language, subli- 
mation, fate, and the flesh that 
touches on the kinds of feeling 
and meaning only music can con- 
vey.

**x*1/2 THE REMAINS OF THE 
DAY (1993). Anthony Hopkins and 
Emma Thompson give impeccable 
performances, director James 
Ivory and screenwriter Ruth 
Prawer Jhabvala orchestrate 
splendid set pieces, and the 
Merchant/Ivory period appoint- 
ments live up to the production 
team’s reputation. The butler 
Stevens (Hopkins) can only stand 
mute as his master, Lord 
Darlington, consorts with the Nazis 
in the late 1930s — and as his 
love, the housekeeper Miss 
Kenton (Thompson), looks else- 
where for a life. By turns sarcastic, 
tender, and coltish, she knows that 
she and Stevens love each other, 
but like him, she’s too weak to act 
on her feelings. Filled with scenes 
of multi-layered meaning and 
irony, the film never makes clear 
why Stevens won't do it, but one 
look at the tormented faces of 
Thompson and Hopkins tells you 
all you need to know about this 
mystery.

**x*x1/2 RUBY IN PARADISE 
(1993). Writer/director Victor 
Nufiez’s movie is that rare film that 
attempts to take a novelistic look 
at a character's inner life; and in 
Ashley Judd, he’s found the rare 
actress capable of making that 
inner life visible on screen. Judd, 
whose mother and sister are coun- 
try stars Naomi and Wynonna, 
plays Ruby, a young woman who 
flees the unnamed horrors of her 
hillbilly Tennessee hamlet for an 
abandoned resort area in Florida. 
She is a heroine for our era of 
diminished expectations who 
expects to find fulfillment not 
through material success or worid- 
ly accomplishment but through a 
personal search for meaning, a 
search relayed with disarming 
candor by her diary and voice- 
over, as well as her face, which is 
the movie’s second screen. As he 
tells Ruby’s story, Nufiez is per- 
haps a bit too smart, but Judd is 
just about perfect.

**x*xxSCHINDLER’S LIST 
(1993). Steven Spielberg has put 
aside childish things — fantasy, 
sentimentality, special effects — 
and confronted the demons and 
desires that have lingered beneath 
some of the slickest and most suc- 
cessful entertainments in cinema. 


Here he does not pose salvation in | 
the heavens or evil in the depths; | 


he’s located both in the human 
heart and in a historical reality. 
The screenplay, an adaptation by 
Steven Zaillian of Thomas 
Keneally’s book, is the true story 
of Oskar Schindler (Liam Neeson), 
the opportunistic capitalist and 
Nazi Party member who metamor- 
phosed into one of the greatest 
humanitarian heroes of World War 
ll: his “list” is a compilation of the 
names of 1100 Jewish laborers 
ransomed from Hitler’s Final 
Solution. Beside Schindler for 
much of the film are either Itzhak 
Stern (Ben Kingsley), his financial 
and spiritual accountant, or Amon 
Goeth (Ralph Fiennes), a genial 
monster who rules his labor camp 
with a cruelty that is both capri- 
cious and methodical; Goeth 
allows Schindler to come to grips 
with his inner beast, even as Stern 
evokes his inner angel. The devel- 
opment of these three is coordi- 
nated with the terrifying trials of 
the Jewish prisoners. “The list is 
life,” says Stern. “Beyond the list is 
the void.” This film reckons with 
both those enormities, life and the 
void, examining with unearthly 
restraint, detachment, pathos, and 
zeal the ultimate horror, the 
Holocaust.

* x x SHADOWLANDS (1993). 
Directed with uncharacteristic 
restraint by Richard Attenborough, 
and featuring Anthony Hopkins in 
a sublime performance, this is 
manipulative melodrama at its 
finest, a lachrymose celebration of 
the human capacity, and craving, 
for loss, grief, and a good cry. Set 
in Oxford in 1952, it’s the true 
story of C.S. “Jack” Lewis (Hop- 
kins), already an established liter- 
ary personality, and Joy Gresham 
(Debra Winger), an American fan 
who is a prize-winning poet her- 
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self. Triumphing over Jack’s prac- | 
ticed bachelorhood and Joy’s life | 


in the States, the two marry — but 
there’s tragedy ahead. As Joy dies 
of cancer (for too long: about half 
the movie), the film brings to light 
Jack’s emotions, and their 
sources, in a manner made con- 
vincing by Hopkins’s piercing per- 
formance. Winger is often superb 
too — particularly when engaged 
in funny and intellectually chal- 
lenging conversations with her 
mate. Ultimately, this tearjerker 
threatens to sink to the level of 
Terms of Endearment, except that 
Attenborough never lets the film 
relax into platitudes. As his wife 
dies, Jack learns that the meaning 
of pain is unknowable; it must be 
borne, that’s all. Cheri, Harvard 
Square, Circle, suburbs. 

***1/2 SHORT CUTS (1993). 
Director and co-screenwriter (with 
Frank Barhydt) Robert Altman has 
thoroughly Altmanized nine short 
stories and one poem by Ray- 
mond Carver, weaving them into a 
three-hour-plus funky fugue of 22 
lives. The result is brilliant, frus- 
trating, and outrageous; it ex- 
plodes Carver's homespun haiku 
with perverse and puckish inven- 
tion. Among the many stars, Tom 
Waits plays a boozy chauffeur 
married to waitress Lily Tomlin; 
Andie MacDowell and Bruce 
Davison are parents to a little boy 
hit by Tomlin’s car; Matthew 
Modine is the doctor who treats 
the boy; Jack Lemmon is Davi- 
son’s father. The film offers 
scenes of hypnotizing, sometimes 
unbearable dramatic intensity 
where the characters stand naked 
(sometimes literally). And in that, 
Altman achieves genuine Carver 
minimalism: he strips the world of 
its irony, chaos, and chance and 
reveals its human soul.

Guare’s ingenious 
screenplay, based on an actual 
incident, is about a young black 
man (Will Smith) who infiltrates the 
homes of privileged Manhattanites 
by claiming to be both a classmate 
of their children and Sidney 
Poitier’s son. This desperate hus- 
tler steals nothing but elicits from 
his benefactors the warmth that’s 
wasted on their own ungrateful 
kids. His intrusion permanently 
alters the perspective of socialite 
Ouisa Kittredge (Stockard Chan- 
ning), to the consternation of her 
husband (Donald Sutherland). 
Schepisi sharpens the play’s satiri- 
cal edge and frees the extraordi- 
nary actors to decorate their per- 
formances with wonderful flourish- 
es, particularly Channing, who 
reworks her superb stage perfor- 
mance.

Barrytown, the working-class north
